Chronicle, and City Staffs: 

Thank you! 

As humbly and quietly as I can, with the 
deepest and most profoundly real gratitude, I 
thank you. 

All of you. 

The 20th South by Southwest is over. It 
seemed to be spectacular on every count, and 
on every count it was so because of you. 

I write this as the editor of The Austin 
Chronicle but not speaking for the Chronicle. 
I write this as a director of SXSW but not 
speaking for SXSW This is not to say they 
disagree, but rather than negotiating wording, 
fine-tuning text, and including the insights 
offered by all, here I speak for myself. 

Certainly, there is criticism of SXSWj and 
negative as well as hostile feelings toward it. 
Fine, but not here and not now. 

SXSW is my favorite week of the year. 
This is true for many reasons, inspired by 
many sources. 

One is the sheer joy of working with SXSW 
and Chronicle staffs - many of whom are 
among the best in the world at what they do; 
their dedication, professionalism, and accom- 
plishments can’t be overstated. Year-round 
staff, event staff, crew chiefs, and volunteers 
come together during this period to cre- 
ate a superb and determined working force. 
Reading some of the biggest issues we do each 
year reminds me of why we all started to do 


these things. The daily Chronicles are thrilling. 
Constantly during SXSWj I was noticing little 
innovations - changes in process and proce- 
dure - that made things run more smoothly. 

There is the enjoyment of working with 
my partners, especially now, after so many 
years, when our attitudes are still in such 
sync. Following Managing Director Roland 
Swenson’s ever-inspiring vision of SXSMj 
crashing through the borders, helping to 
settle new frontiers. Watching the enigmatic 
phenomenon that is Nick Barbara - so influ- 
ential, involved, and inspiring - not simply 
maintaining anonymity but ever more fading 
into just a knowing smile, ffe’s unquestion- 
ably the most intelligent of us all, but there 
is no one I know who finds such near-epiph- 
anic pleasure in just how stupid and retarded 
he can get other people to believe he is. 

Then there is the wholeness and scope of 
the event: film, music, new media, art, post- 
ers, radio, print, comics, and comic books. 

The pleasure is entrepreneurial, but it is 
also ideological. 

But there is only one real answer ... 

Famously, when Orson Welles was asked 
what films he watched in preparation for mak- 
ing Citizen Kane, he answered, “Stagecoach, 
Stagecoach, Stagecoach” (word is that he 
watched John Ford’s 1939 classic Western, 
starring John Wayne, more than 40 times). 
Later, when asked about which filmmakers 
he liked, Welles answered, “I like the Old 
Masters, by which I mean John Ford, John 
Ford, and John Ford.” 

When asked about SXSW - its success, 
conception, orientation, content, and plea- 
sures - the only answer is much the same: 
“Austin, Austin, Austin.” 

Especially Swenson, who has most clearly 
seen the event’s future growth, would not 


only claim few other ingredients in SXSWj but 
would most vehemently insist on Austin as 
the bedrock from which it has arisen, as this 
is where he was also raised. 

SXSW is Austin - Austin magnified, exagger- 
ated, and multiplied, but still Austin every day 

It is Austin as it is now and as we have always 
known it: as it was when many of us first 
came together here in the second half of the 
Seventies. We’d watch movies at campus film 
series until midnight and then go to the clubs 
to hear music until 2am. We’d gather at The 
Daily Texan to write until daybreak and then 
head over to Ed Lowry and my house, where 
we had a projector set up in the living room, to 
watch one more film, drink, and talk. We’d eat 
barbecue and Mexican food, talk, argue, sing, 
drink, and talk even more; we would sleep 
together and love each other. SXSW is all and 
only that - speeded up and amplified. 

SXSW is the Alice in Wonderland pill. 
As that pill caused Alice to grow giant- 
like, SXSW helps Austin shoot up in size. 
Regardless, Alice was still Alice, only bigger; 
so it is with Austin. 

SXSW is because of all of you, the people of 
Austin, Texas - those who hate SXSW, those 
who cherish it, and those who aren’t quite 
sure what it is; even those who curse and 
demean SXSW contribute to it. 

We didn’t create, change, mold, or maneu- 
ver it. This isn’t like Sundance, where if you 
go to Park City the week before or the week 
after, you are in a ski resort. This is not like 
Telluride, where the town is invaded once a 
year, or even Tribeca, where if you go a couple 
of dozens blocks uptown, you’d have no idea 
there was a festival going on. This is not like 
a giant music festival, where everyone heads 
to a huge race track or giant fairground. It is 
in Austin and of it. 


People love Austin - they love the music, 
food, and film; the talk, ideas, and drink; 
the creative and innovative atmosphere, but 
they really uniquely admire the people: their 
friendliness, range of interests, and good- 
natured intelligence. 

For years, wherever we went, people would 
say, “The city must love SXSWj” meaning the 
municipal institutions. We’d look confused, 
because the city not only didn’t cut us any 
special deals, but often didn’t even cooperate, 
making things more difficult. 

Then came City Manager Toby Futrell. And 
Mayor Will Wynn. The police, fire inspectors, 
code inspectors, park services, convention 
staff, and all other city employees figured out 
that we all had the same goal, and that the 
best way to achieve it was to work together. 
Write off the 2004 Ozomatli arrests as one 
aberrant incident, unless you simply want to 
dwell on pinpricks. The cooperation of every 
city agency and service has helped this event 
blossom in the past three years. 

In order to effect this on our end, SXSW 
hired the legendary Carlyne Majer as a city 
liaison. SXSW didn’t want city staff to work 
with us; we wanted to work with them. We 
wanted to obey the rules, insist on safety, and 
concentrate on compliance and aid rather 
than thwart all the public safety agencies. 
General Majer trained the troops for this goal 
as though we were the misfits in Stripes who 
had to be up to snuff the following morning. 

As in a Disney cartoon, the barren landscape 
blossomed into spring. Roland Swenson and I 
had a meeting with Futrell, assistant city man- 
agers, assistant police chiefs, and other city staff 
about a month out from SXSW Not only could 
we not think of any issues to be addressed, but 
the only two I could dredge up, Roland quickly

pointed out to me, had already been solved. The 
Austin Convention Center staff, still recovering 
from the hurricanes’ aftermaths, were prepared 
and focused. The city parks department, once a 
continual thorn in our sides, proved a pleasure. 
Austin Energy co-sponsored our Friday-evening 
fireworks display. Unfortunately, many of us 
were so worried that too many people would 
show that we underpublicized it, but won’t 
make the same mistake next year. 

The police, fire, safety, and building inspec- 
tors maintained their ordinary, tough stan- 
dards while facilitating all the activities. 

SXSW is watching visitors from around 
the country and the world, on the streets, 
talking, excited, and smiling. SXSW is work- 
ing with all these great people: the theatre 
managers, ushers, projectionists, stage man- 
agers, musicians, media visionaries, Internet 
pioneers, and filmmakers; media, retailers, 
promoters, industry folk, and independents; 
the volunteers and those who do the jobs 
all year-round. They all believe that the cre- 
ative process belongs to us, the people, and

Your coverage of the Open Government Online 
and SOS city charter amendments accuses SOS 
Alliance of calling Daryl Slusher “the new Karl 
Rove” [“How to Read a Charter Amendment,” 
News, March 17], Rather than engaging in name- 
calling, SOS Alliance merely called attention to 
the fact that many of Daryl’s current attacks on 
the charter-amendment initiatives (distributed 
widely by the anti-amendments PAC) are identical 
to the baseless attacks made by Karl Rove's PAC 
in 1992 against the SOS Ordinance initiative:

King, there is a slightly eccentric but well-tended 
1960s-modernist house. For as long as I’ve 
been in Austin the house has had a small 
memorial garden facing the street with an eight-

Travis Co. prosecutors laid out arguments Wednesday 
before the Third Court of Appeals in hopes of reversing a 
lower court's dismissal of part of the state’s case 
against U.S. Rep. Tom DeLay, who faces money-launder- 
ing charges stemming from his fundraising activities in 
the 2002 legislative races. Only one indictment remains, 
but prosecutors hope to gain reinstatement of a conspir- 
acy indictment against DeLay. Legal opinions vary as to 
whether the conspiracy segment of the state election 
code was applicable in 2002. District Court Judge Pat 
Priest threw out the indictment in December because he 
said the law didn’t exist until 2003. Earlier this month, 
the Third Court handed DeLay a partial victory, tossing 
more than 30 subpoenas that D.A. Ronnie Earle’s office 
had issued since December, when Priest dismissed the 
conspiracy charges and stayed the case, pending appeal. 
The Third Court agreed with DeLay that Earle should not 


have continued issuing the subpoenas when the case 
was supposed to be on hold. - Amy Smith 

Attorneys for the city of Austin and the Save Our Springs 
Alliance were to square off in District Court Wednesday, 
as the Chronicle went to press, over Advanced Micro 
Devices' plan to build a new campus in the environmen- 
tally sensitive Barton Springs watershed. The SOS is 
seeking a temporary injunction against the city to block 
approval of AMD's site plan. The group filed a lawsuit 
against the city last month challenging the city's decision 
to grant “grandfathering" rights to developer/landowner 
Stratus Properties, allowing AMD to build an 860,000- 
square-foot campus under weaker development rules in 
place before voters passed the SOS ordinance in 1992. 
AMD, meanwhile, has launched an expensive PR cam- 
paign - splashy mailers last month and now full-page 
ads this week in both the Chronicle and the Statesman - 
an open letter to the community from AMD CEO Hector 
Ruiz, who enumerates the company’s contributions to 
Austin before leading up to the punch line: Opponents of 
the project, he writes, are “extremists" who think that 
“protecting the environment and promoting economic 
growth are mutually exclusive.” More details, con and pro, 
are at www.moveamd.com and www.amdlonestar.com.

John Villarreal, former head of troubled, now-disbanded 
public-access television group Austin Community Tele- 
vision, has been indicted for embezzling more than 
$350,000 from the station during his tenure as director. 
The charges bring to an end a months-long investigation 
by the D.A.’s office, the APD, and Austin’s city auditor, 
during which oversight of the stations - cable channels 
10, 11, and 16 - was passed to the newly formed Public 
Access Community Television, or PACT. Villarreal admitted 
stealing funds to the Statesman, but contends the amount 
was far lower than $350,000, and that much of the 
money went to recouping medical costs. - Wells Dunbar 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture approved this week 
the use of a pheromone intended to cause mating disrup- 
tion - rather than the pesticide spray known as Bacillus 
thuringiensis kurstake - in the fight against a potential 
infestation of the Asian gypsy moth in the Oak Hill area.

Chasing the 
Money 

Austin campaign finance 
reform is much less than 
meets the eye

Thanks to the foresight and perspicacity of 
campaign reform groups and Austin voters in 
1994 and 1997, politically moribund incum- 
bents no longer clutter the dais at City Hall, 
and money is no longer a major factor in City 
Council elections. 

And if you call today, I can sell you the First 
Street Bridge at a really good price. 

Virtually everybody involved in local politics 
agrees that City Council term limits (enacted 
in 1994) and campaign contribution limits 
(enacted in 1997) have not worked out as 
promised by their proponents. Even those who 
continue to support the reforms admit they 
could use some tinkering, as both the two-term 
| limit and the $100 contribution restriction 
S seem increasingly onerous. Hence, two of the 
K propositions on the May 13 ballot: Prop. 4 
i would amend the city charter to allow three 
terms instead of two (beginning with council 
members elected this year); Prop. 5 would 
raise the individual contribution limits to $300 
and double the limits on overall out-of-town 
contributions to $30,000, and otherwise make 
it easier for candidates to raise sufficient funds 
to run citywide - and somewhat independently 
of the political action committees that have 
stepped into the financial void created by so 
dramatically restricting individual contribu- 
tions. (There is also discussion of limits on the 
PACs, but opinion is divided whether that’s 
doable or legally enforceable.) 

I ll support term limits when and only when 
they apply to everybody. As long as private 
suzerains like Hector Ruiz, Beau Armstrong, 
and Michael Dell are able indefinitely to dictate 
major economic and planning decisions that 
determine the daily lives, not only of their own 
“employees” (that’s French for “the used”) but 
entire regions of citizens, I want to be able to 
vote for political leaders who’ve been able over 
time to accumulate sufficient political capital 
to at least occasionally provide a counter-bal- 
ance to accumulated financial capital. And if 
they screw up, I very much want to retain the 
only term limit that should matter: my vote. 

No Candidates Need Apply 

If we needed more evidence that the campaign 
contribution limits are broken, the withdrawal 
last week of Hector Uribe from the Place 2 
campaign to replace term-limited Raul Alvarez 
should be plenty. The election is almost two 
months distant, but former state legislator Uribe 
saw that he had not garnered sufficient endorse- 
ments from the PACs, now the major players in 
city campaign finance. Though he’d been actively

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running for some weeks, Uribe concluded that his candidacy was no 
longer viable and decided not to file. He and campaign treasurer Alfred 
Stanley published an op-ed in the Statesman March 14 (“We couldn’t 
play the city’s game, so we’re out”) arguing that the PACs - especially 
those established by the police and firefighter unions - now predeter- 
mine who will run (and largely who will win), because unless a candi- 
date is personally wealthy, nonincumbents simply cannot raise enough 
quickly enough in $100 donations to counter-balance the underwriting 
(and independent spending) of the PACs. “If the purpose of the Austin 
campaign charter amendment was to prevent the rich and powerful from 
making deals in the proverbial smoke-filled room,” Uribe and Stanley 
wrote, “then perhaps we should consider whether we have simply sub- 
stituted the PACs for the large contributors.” 

I’m somewhat skeptical of the awesome financial power now attrib- 
uted to the PACs, some of which carping has been reflexive union-bash- 
ing, especially by the Statesman. Last year, in the only competitive race, 
Place 3, the supposedly all-powerful Austin-Police-Association-PACs- 
endorsed candidate (Gregg Knaupe) couldn’t even get into the run-off. 
Nonetheless, in that run-off, the shift of APA PAC money - much of it 
in fact indirectly laundered from Real Estate Council sources that have 

gone politically underground since 
the mid-Nineties - to Jennifer Kim, 
had a great deal to do with the 
final outcome and the defeat of the 
developer-dreaded Margot Clarke. 

So I’m not naive about the money. 
But for precisely that reason I find it 
hard to drink the campaign finance 
reform Kool-Aid. In U.S. politics, 
at all levels - absent a real public 
finance system, not on the horizon 
- money still rules. Locally, the 
precampaign campaign - when the 
candidate wannabes meet with the 
folks with the real money - largely 
determines who will have sufficient 
funds to run a citywide campaign, 
and drives away other legitimate 
competitors dike Uribe), leaving 
only the anointed favorites, sur- 
rounded by a brace of better-dressed 
but equally penniless versions of 
Jennifer Gale. That’s why we had only one competitive council race last 
year, and only two of four races will be reasonably competitive this year. 

“When they were passing those contribution limits,” Stanley told 
me this week, “I told them that all they were doing was protecting 
incumbents and empowering the PACs. They’ve certainly done that, 
and that’s bad enough. But what’s worse,” he added, “is that they’ve 
disempowered the candidates.” 

What Reform? 

Whatever you think of the other Place 2 candidates, Uribe should 
have been a viable city council candidate, and his absence from 
the available choices is a real blow to local politics. In addition to 
campaign finance reform (“It’s just not a level playing field”), Uribe 
wanted to talk about more engaged public governance, about single- 
member districts (“We should double the size of the council, and go 
to a blended system”), the looming city fight over public safety costs 
(“Public safety has PACs, libraries don’t”), about the “paternalism” of 
the “gentlemen’s agreement” on minority council seats, even about 
what he sees as the increasingly precarious state of the local film 
industry. Some of those things will get discussed over the next two 
months, but now some of them won’t. 

In any case, we will have lost the knowledge and input and voice 
of an experienced politician and citizen, who undoubtedly has much 
to add to the public discussion. “The ’97 ordinance makes it very dif- 
ficult to raise money independently of the PACs, and then the failure 
of the local media - including the Statesman, the Chronicle, and tele- 
vision - to really engage the campaign process early enough, make it 
difficult to get your message out without that money,” Uribe told me. 
“So what we have now, is an extra-political system that is electing the 
candidates before they file.” 

That system might be called many things. “Reformed” is not one 
of them. ■

Improper Appearances 


Uncorking a vintage cask of vitriol on Sunday, March 12, 
Statesman cellar steward Rich Oppel paused long enough 
to let the delicate bouquet waft under his nose, before 
swatting it away. 

“The Austin City Council’s clumsy effort last week to 
bring to heel City Auditor Steve Morgan was a danger- 
ous sign of a local government that brooks no internal 
criticism and demands secrecy,” Oppel began. His 
Truthiness then paused, royally, for a moment, swishing 
and spitting through a wheel-spinning detour of accusa- 
tions that Austin public access TV channels - rather 
than being a redoubt of volunteer and obviously impecu- 
nious soap-boxers - are somehow the conduit of the 
council’s “honey pot ... to reward all sorts of backers.” 
This because one of the city's administrators of the sta- 
tions was recently discovered with his hand allegedly in 
the till. (We hope Alex Jones has duly forwarded those 
clandestine council contributions to his deep-cover opera- 
tives at the Bohemian Grove.) 

Scuttling ever sideways, Oppel finally addressed his 
real subject: persistent city hall whispers that the 
planned council evaluation of Morgan’s work (rescheduled 
for today, Thursday) is in fact a thinly veiled hatchet job 
instigated by City Manager Toby Futrell, reportedly angry 
that over the last few years the auditor has uncovered an 
embarrassing string of official snafus and boondoggles. 
As Oppel points out, Morgan has uncovered much in his 
tenure as auditor - the aforesaid embezzlement at Austin 
Community Television, the social-services-agency-cum- 
slush-fund known as Vision Village, and more recently, 
disgraced minority-contractor conduit Bonding and 
Technical Services. BTS recently pleaded guilty to five 
counts of making illegal corporate contributions to coun- 
cil candidacies; Oppel credits Morgan’s initial investiga- 
tion with uncovering the corruption. 

One Morgan-related story that Oppel-Ed curiously 
avoids is a more current one: the continuing saga of Bill 
Moriarty, former director of the Austin Clean Water 
Program. In his pending lawsuit, Moriarty names Futrell 
(and others, including Council Member Brewster 
McCracken) as responsible for his unceremonious firing, 
alleging he was pushed out over refusing to play nice 
with perennially teat-sucking city contractors. The official 
line on Moriarty's dismissal is that his companion, Diane 
Hyatt, was hired as a subcontractor to the Clean Water 
Program - creating, if not an actual conflict of interest, 
then the appearance of one. Morgan enters that picture 
when, asked to review the Moriarty matter (earlier dis- 
missed by both the APD and the DA), he found nothing 
other than, as he told the Statesman, “appearance prob- 
lems.” A subsequent investigation followed - at the inde- 
pendent insistence of the city manager - with Moriarty’s 
dismissal ultimately ensuing over said appearance-of- 
impropriety. Upon Futrell’s request, Earth Tech (the con- 
tractor technically employing Moriarty) axed him. 

Yet nothing in Austin's city charter visibly authorizes 
the city manager, as distinct from the auditor’s office, to 
initiate such an investigation: indeed, in 1991, Austin vot- 
ers explicitly moved the auditor’s office from under the 
manager to work directly at the council's discretion. The 
source of Futrell's investigative authority in this instance 
is puzzling enough. The persistent rumors of her gunning 
for Morgan for failing to bring back the goods on Moriarty 
- if true - are far worse. (Futrell maintains that Moriarty’s 
downfall was his own doing, and that her reviews were 
made necessary by public questions about the Clean 
Water Program.) 

The Statesman lit this particular powder keg when it 
ran a leaked confidential memo from Council Member 
Jennifer Kim, submitted to her colleagues, featuring the 
nearest-to-official reasons for dissatisfaction with 


Morgan's performance - difficulty providing information to 
customers/citizens, honoring time commitments, follow- 
ing up on council requests, and, ironically, trouble with 
“appropriate protocol regarding highly sensitive informa- 
tion.” It also detailed what Kim saw as the council’s 
options on Morgan: dismissal, or placement on a “time 
bound, formal improvement plan.” (Normally personnel 
matters are handled in executive session, but somebody 
decided Morgan's case is somehow not normal.) Oppel 
chides Kim for taking Morgan to the municipal woodshed 
- but her memo, although undeniably composed in 
bureaucratese, reads instead like a pre-emptive move to 
save him and his office. Indeed, after discussing the full 
range of options, she recommends an “improvement” 
program - and indeed, according to Morgan, has 
advocated that auditing positions cut in recent lean 
years be restored. 

Asked via e-mail about the dustup, Kim insists her 
memo was only amplifying dais-buzz about the auditor, 
and countering the worst of it. “If Austin wants an 
accountable, efficient, and transparent government that 
benefits everyone," she told us, “the council must 
empower our city auditor to do this work. ... There should

be no daylight between the auditor’s office and the coun- 
cil. My memo laid out concerns voiced by other council 
members that I thought were best consolidated in one 
document to help stimulate a healthy discussion. In fact, 

I believe Mr. Morgan would concur that my discussions 
with him have been candid, above-board, and will lead to 
a productive conversation with the council. Furthermore, I 
believe Mr. Morgan is doing a good job which is the rea- 
son I have made the recommendation I did. That 1) the 
council members be clear in our expectations of Steve 
and 2) that Steve be given an opportunity to meet those 
expectations. My focus was and remains on moving for- 
ward and empowering our auditor to do his job effectively 
and efficiently with the support of the entire council.” 

Kim’s gambit may have worked, at least temporarily. 
Morgan himself thanked her for her support in a March 
19 letter to the Statesman (Kim’s “intent was to test the 
validity of concerns she had heard from others”), and 
was reinforced by a letter from none other than much- 
acclaimed state auditor, John Keel. “Steve Morgan is 
doing his job, and he's doing it well,” wrote Keel bluntly. 
“My advice to him is to carry on.” 

For council to remove Morgan at today's meeting, in a 
now politicized atmosphere, would certainly create the 
“negative press and turmoil” warned of in Kim's memo. It 
would also certainly require much more justification than 
has thus far escaped the back room. (The leak of the 
memo itself, apparently intended to embarrass Kim, 
seems instead to have backfired.) Whatever the outcome, 
the story is symptomatic of a new truism at City Hall: It’s 
safer to play nice than to make waves - even if making 
waves is your job.

It's really over for the Shoal Creek Boulevard “frankencurb” islands, the 

little monstrosities meant to calm traffic, create a safe bike/pedestrian 
space, and accommodate on-street parking, but that really only accomplished 
the latter. The city Public Works Department announced March 13 that crews 
would begin removing the islands this week and should be done by April 12. 
City Council voted March 2 to leave the road striping as-is, with two 10-foot 
lanes heading each direction, one for driving and one for biking and parking - 
to the utter disgust of many cyclists, who argue that the striping fails to meet 
federal safety guidelines, endangers bikers, and is a political punt. Only Will 
Wynn and Raul Alvarez voted for car-free bike lanes. Bike advocate Michael 
Bluejay made a detailed presentation to council before the vote addressing 
dangers; he said by e-mail Tuesday, “It irks me when people say, ‘Sooner or 
later somebody’s gonna get hurt on SCB,' because people are already getting 
hurt on SCB. Cyclists suffer injury accidents on SCB every single year." Public 
Works will go before the Council Land Use and Transportation Subcommittee 
in April with sketches of new planned pilot projects it is working on in other 
parts of town, to accomplish what the frankencurbs could not. See 
wvnv.ci.austin.tx.us/publicworks/shoalcreek, or Bluejay’s presentation at 
bicycleaustin.info/roadways/shoalcreek-preso.mov.

Mayor Will “Is That Really Your Name?” Wynn got into a dustup March 17 
in the courtyard of the West Fifth Street apartment building where he lives 
with his two daughters after a 26-year-old man refused to quit asking the 
mayor about his name. According to a press statement, Wynn said he was 
attending a reception when he was “verbally confronted” by a man he didn't 
know (identified in police reports as 26-year-old Luke Johnson, reportedly a 
grad student from Virginia in town for SXSW). Johnson “refused my requests 
to leave me alone,” Wynn said, so he “physically escorted [Johnson] from the 
property." Police officers responding to a call about the disturbance talked to 
both Wynn and Johnson and reported seeing no “visible injuries." But John- 
son reportedly said that's not the whole truth - that he was injured by the 
mayor and has the X-rays to prove it. While the incident is still under investi- 
gation by police, in his statement Wynn apologized for losing his cool. “Unfor- 
tunately, I let the situation upset me," he said. “I apologize for any embar- 
rassment my actions may have caused anyone involved." - Jordan Smith 

The local office of the NAACP is serving as a satellite voter-info office for resi- 
dents of New Orleans living in the Austin area who want to vote in the city’s 
upcoming local elections. A Host of New Orleans-area elections, including 
a race for mayor, are scheduled for April 22; early voting is April 10-13. Voter 
info outposts have been established in NAACP offices throughout the country 
in cities with significant numbers of Hurricane Katrina evacuees, said Nelson 
Linder, president of the NAACP's Austin branch at 1704 E. 12th, open 
Monday-Friday, 9am-6pm, and noon-6pm Saturday. “The goal now is to simply 
inform people what their status is so they know what to do when early voting 
starts,” said Linder, noting that a lot of New Orleanians in Austin are regis- 
tered to vote back home but aren’t sure about the steps they need to take to 
get the job done. New Orleanians who aren’t already registered have the 
option of signing up as absentee voters at the NAACP’s office, he also noted. 
Call 476-6230 for more info. - Cheryl Smith 

The Planning Commission intends to take another run at street connectivity. 
At a subcommittee meeting last week, commissioners discussed the possibil- 
ity of mandating that streets in future subdivisions be shorter and narrower, 
with more pedestrian and bicycle connections. In short, the goal is streets 
that are more “Hyde Park-like," Commissioner Dave Sullivan said at a sub- 
committee meeting this week. No firm recommendation has been made yet, 
but the possibility of cutting street lengths in half and shortening cul-de-sacs 
definitely has the Real Estate Council of Austin watching closely. Shorter 
streets could mean fewer lots in some zoning categories, as well as higher 
costs for curbs, gutters, and drainage. It could also increase the costs of 
compliance on impervious cover, which has some affordable-housing advo- 
cates concerned. A variety of options on street lengths will be shopped to the 
homebuilder community, as well as to the Austin Neighborhoods Council and 
affordable housing advocates. Efforts a number of years ago on the same 
topic were met with fierce opposition from developers. - K.R. 

It takes a bold commission to say no to two former city attorneys, but that’s 
just what the Historic Landmark Commission did last week when it nixed 
demolition permits for two homes in Old West Austin. Former city attorneys 
Andy Martin and Jerry Harris, both now with Brown McCarroll, argued in favor 
of demolishing two triplexes, 1515 Enfield and 1510 Palma, in the multifamily 
district of the Old West Austin neighborhood. The two lots would then be com- 
bined with a third adjacent lot to create the eight-unit Wellbridge Townhomes, 
a high-end combination of cushy two- and three-story homes. Neighbors 
scoffed at the faux historical elements of the proposed project - which Harris 
said was intended to be sensitive to the neighborhood's history - saying the 
original historical fabric of the community was far better than any Disneyland 
substitute. Historic Preservation Officer Steve Sadowsky did not find enough 
initial historical or architectural significance to recommend preserving the 
homes, but the HLC initiated historic-zoning cases on both properties in order 
to provide a fuller review of their histories. The HLC will review the demolition 
permits again, with more historical background, next month. - K.R. 


BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


It's back to school finance time again. Gov. Rick Perry has set an April 17 
start date for lawmakers to take another stab at finding another funding 
source for schools besides property taxes. Perry wants to keep the session 
narrowly focused on crafting a new tax structure since the state Supreme 
Court has deemed the state's property tax rate unconstitutional. Already 
Perry is at odds with Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst and House Speaker Tom 
Craddick, who want "real education reforms” included in the call. The Lege 
has until June 1 to come up with a new school-funding solution - a charge 
that has eluded lawmakers for years. This time around, though, they’ll pre- 
sumably draw on the recommendations of Perry's Tax Reform Commission, 
headed by former state Comptroller John Sharp. The commission has draft- 
ed a plan that calls for a new business tax, a buck-a-pack increase on ciga- 
rettes, and dipping into the state’s budget surplus. - A.S. 

And then there's the issue of teachers’ salaries. Two gubernatorial hopefuls 
- Democrat Chris Bell and state comptroller and GOP-turned-indie Carole 
Keeton Strayhorn - urged Perry in separate press conferences Monday to 
include across-the-board teacher pay raises in next month’s special ses- 
sion. Bell called for a $6,000 hike to bring teacher salaries in line with the 
national average. Strayhorn is proposing a $4,000 increase, plus a $2,500 
bonus for teachers in low-performing schools that are on the road to improve- 
ment. Strayhorn, who has the endorsement of the Texas State Teachers 
Association, laid out her proposal as part of her office’s latest report, “The 
Cost of Underpaying Teachers.” She estimates her proposal would cost the 
state about $1.7 billion, but that the state’s high school dropout rate - 
50,000 annually - costs the state $11.8 billion each year, plus another 
$2 billion when incarceration and welfare costs are included in the tally. - A.S. 

In other education news, progressive groups gathered at the Capitol 
Wednesday to outline a list of priorities for the special session, dubbed the 
Fair Funding for Kids Plan, which included a far broader look at school 
funding than formulating the new business tax. Rene Lara of the Texas 
Federation of Teachers said the goal is to highlight community concerns that 
stretch beyond a simple tax-swap plan, such as a statewide assessment of 
school facilities, the proper monitoring of programs to assist special-needs 
children, and the replacement of property taxes with a stable, nonregressive 
source of income. Groups at the meeting included, among others, the Center 
for Public Policy Priorities, the Texas Federation of Texas, the People for the 
American Way, the Mexican American Legal Defense and Education Fund, 
and the Equity Center. - K.R. 

If comments made by Gov. Rick Perry and Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst to the 
Texas Association of Manufacturers on Tuesday were any indication, no one 
should expect a simple, quiet special session to fix the state’s tax system. 
In separate comments to the new industry group, the state’s top two leaders 
agreed on a number of points - they both want a low-rate, broad-based busi- 
ness tax, and they both oppose the use of the state’s surplus to buy down 
property taxes - but Dewhurst made it clear he wants to put forward a 
school-reform bill, whether or not Perry puts it on the call. Perry, on the other 
hand, says he won’t entertain reform measures until the tax system is 
addressed; he told the group that if Dewhurst and Speaker of the House 
Tom Craddick can agree on a school reform bill - a feat in and of itself, we 
might add - he would be happy to add it to the call, but only after the tax 
system is fixed. The Texas Supreme Court has set a June 1 deadline for the 
state to pump enough new money into the school finance system to provide 
local school districts with some local discretion on tax rates. - K.R. 

Texas Democrat Tony Sanchez, who lost a bruising gubernatorial race to 
Gov. Rick Perry four years ago, has added his John Hancock to Comptroller 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn's petition to gain access to the November ballot 
as an independent candidate for governor. Sanchez, a wealthy banker and 
oilman from Laredo, will likely show up on Strayhorn’s list of campaign con- 
tributors in her next filing with the Texas Ethics Commission. That Sanchez 
would back Strayhorn over Democratic gubernatorial nominee Chris Bell isn’t 
terribly surprising. Strayhorn spokesman/strategist Mark Sanders worked on 
Sanchez’s campaign in 2002, as did Democratic consultant George Shipley, 
a recent addition to the Strayhorn team. - A.S. 

Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst intends to use Health and Human Services Secre- 
tary Mike Leavitt’s visit to Austin on Monday to discuss cost-containment 
measures for Medicaid. Leavitt is in town to discuss flu vaccines, but 
Dewhurst said he intends to sit down with Leavitt and Albert Hawkins, the 
state’s executive commissioner of the Health and Human Services Commis- 
sion, to talk about what cost-containment measures Texas might apply to 
bring Medicaid costs down. - K.R. 

Independent candidate for Texas Supreme Court Place 6 Bill McNeal hosts 
a petition-signing rally this weekend with musical guest Gary P Nunn at San 
Marcos’ Cheatham Street Warehouse. McNeal has until May 11 to gather 
just over 45,500 valid signatures of registered voters, in order to make it 
onto the November ballot - and he has pledged to do so, and to run his gen- 
eral election campaign, with just $500 of his own dough. Indeed, the Lock- 
hart attorney’s quest is about remaking an independent judiciary and he has 
vowed to refuse to take any campaign cash. “The goal here is to select a 
candidate who will make unbiased decisions,” McNeal says. The March 26 
rally will also feature local band Slaves of Utopia; Nunn is slated to play after

Chipping Away at CHIP 

Former State Rep. Patricia Gray has no desire to return to 
the Legislature she left four years ago, but oh, what she would 
give to try to make things right with the Children’s Health 
Insurance Program - her baby, if you will. The Galveston 
Democrat and former chair of the Flouse Public Health 
Committee shepherded the landmark CHIP legislation through 
the House in 1999 and cheered when the program kicked into 
gear in September 2000, creating a new health care source for 
uninsured children of working parents. 

But then a Republican majority swept into power in 2003 and, 
needless to say, it's been touch and go for kids’ health coverage 
ever since. Now comes word of another setback for CHIP as the 
Health and Human Services Commission begins transitioning 
some of its job responsibilities to a private contractor - Texas 
ACCESS Alliance, a consortium led by Accenture, the Bermuda- 
based outsourcing giant with a checkered record of performance in 
several states. The privatization shift began just as tighter 
eligibility rules and new enrollment fees went into effect, causing 
widespread confusion and more paperwork for CHIP clients, and 
sending the program's enrollment figures into freefall, leaving 
nearly 30,000 CHIP clients in the lurch. As a result, the start of 
the new year saw CHIP’S overall enrollment drop to 295,000, the 
program's lowest figure since its earliest existence. 

This of course is disheartening for advocates who are 
committed to reversing the state’s high rate of uninsured 
residents, an estimated 1.4 million of whom are children. They 
believe about half of those children are actually eligible for 
either CHIP or Medicaid but are not enrolled in either program. 

While Gray, an attorney, is enjoying her new life outside of the 
Legislature, where she spent a decade in public service, she 
remains an active - and increasingly concerned - health care 
advocate for low-income Texans. “It's dismaying to watch things 
that matter to you get pushed aside," Gray said of the latest 
setback. “When CHIP enrollment exceeded 500,000 I was just 
so excited. I thought I really did get to work on something that 
truly made a difference. Now it’s back to under 300,000, and 
the numbers are heading further south. And," she added, “we’re 
making it hard for people to enroll and to stay enrolled. It’s just 
dismaying." 

Travis County’s decreasing CHIP enrollment reflects the statewide 
trend. In February, the county had 8,154 kids enrolled, down from 
8,330 in January, and 8,550 in December. Three years ago, 


12,384 area kids were enrolled in the program. Last week, Rep. 
Elliott Naishtat, D-Austin, told HHSC Commissioner Albert Hawkins 
in a letter that his office was fielding an unusually high number of 
calls from constituents in Travis and Hays counties whose benefits 
were disrupted or delayed under the new call center operation. 
Naishtat urged Hawkins to reconsider launching a full roll-out of the 
new system until all the kinks are ironed out. 

HHSC officials say they are equally concerned and are 
reviewing Accenture’s handling of calls from CHIP clients. Similar 
complaints have been made of Accenture’s performance on 
processing renewals for Medicaid and food stamps. 

Responding to growing alarm over the state's haphazard 
privatization efforts - in an election year, no less - Gov. Rick 
Perry recently prodded the HHSC to re-enroll 6,000 children 
who were mistakenly dropped from CHIP coverage. Social 
service advocates, Democrats, and the Texas State Employees 
Union say that’s not nearly enough; they’ve stepped up their 
calls for HHSC Commissioner Albert Hawkins to rethink the 
agency’s $899 million contract with Accenture, or, at the very 
least, to slow down the process of implementing sweeping 
changes. The agency's privatization plan calls for shuttering the 
state's community-based offices, firing thousands of workers, 
and replacing both with privately operated call centers to 
determine a person’s eligibility for receiving CHIP benefits, Medic- 
aid, food stamps, and other social services. 

This is not what the original architects of CHIP had in mind 
when they designed what was supposed to be a relatively user- 
friendly program for families who can't afford health insurance 
but don’t qualify for Medicaid. The state-funded program was 
set up to tap $423 million a year in federal matching funds to 
serve more than 500,000 eligible children. 

The CHIP upheaval stems from the 2003 Legislature’s two- 
pronged massacre of the state’s health and human services 
programs, first with deep budget cuts (since partially restored) 
followed by a massive consolidation and overhaul of the state’s 
health and social services. The changes wrought by that year’s 
HB 2292, authored by former GOP Rep. Arlene Wohlgemuth, 
also opened up new contract opportunities for Accenture. 

Several states have hired Accenture to develop new electronic 
voter file systems or to manage state-funded social service 
programs. But Accenture's record on both fronts is shoddy at 
best. In the last two years, at least half a dozen states have 
fired the contractor for failing to deliver on its obligations. 

Meanwhile, state Democratic Sens. Gonzalo Barrientos of 
Austin and Eliot Shapleigh of El Paso have asked Lt. Gov. 


PRIVATIZATION PROBLEMS 

The Texas Health and Human Services Commission’s efforts 
to privatize some of its job functions have gone awry under 
Accenture; the outsourcing firm awarded an $899 million 
contract to develop and operate a new eligibility system. For 
privatization foes and Accenture observers, Texas’ problems 
could have been avoided had officials bothered to study the 
company’s track record in other states. Here’s what’s hap- 
pened elsewhere: 

• August, September 2004 - Florida yanks an $87 million 
help-desk contract with Accenture, then cancels a $46.7 mil- 
lion applications management contract. 

• February 2005 - Kansas cancels Accenture contract to 
develop a new voter file system. 

• November, December 2005 - Colorado fires Accenture for 
lack of progress on a new voter registration system and then 
fires the firm again for problems associated with its develop- 
ment of a system to track unemployment benefits. 

• January 2006 - U.S. Marine Corps terminates Accenture’s 
six-month, $4.15 million contract to establish a new global 
supply chain and maintenance system. 

• March 9, 2006 - Wyoming pulls its contract with Accenture 
for failing to meet a Jan. 1 deadline for developing a new 
voter registration system. 

• Ongoing - Wisconsin lawmakers have called on state lead- 
ers to sever ties with Accenture for missing a Jan. 1 deadline 
for implementing a new voter registration system. - A.S. 


David Dewhurst and House Speaker Tom Craddick to 

appoint a special joint interim committee to review the 
state's privatization efforts. Gray believes that would be a 
good start to correct some of the damage done, but it’s 
unlikely that the GOP leadership will carry out the 
Democrats’ request for review. “This notion that private 
business always does it better than government is just 
stupid,” Gray said. “What we've done is create a whole 
new network of people who get the big money and then 
dole it out in little bits. We’ve just created another class of 
people who survive off taxpayer money." - Amy Smith

Evacuee Limbo, 
Eviction Trickle 

It’s inevitable. When the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency stops sending 
money at the end of the month to cities for 
paying the rent of hurricane Katrina and 
Rita evacuees, eviction notices will begin 
appearing on apartment doors. In a perfect 
world, all of the evacuees in Austin receiving 
federal housing assistance through the city 
will have transitioned by March 31 over to 
FEMA's individual, or direct, public assistance 
program. (That is, the private company FEMA 
has hired to manage its rent assistance pro- 
gram, Wichita, Kan. -based Corporate 
Lodging Consultants Inc., will start paying 
evacuees’ rent and utilities directly instead of 
FEMA paying indirectly through the city of 
Austin.) Realistically, however, FEMA will have 
to extend the deadline by at least another 
month to avoid having evacuees slip through 
the funding transition's cracks. 

Some evacuees have already received evic- 
tion notices. Lawrence and Angela Argrett, 
who live in the Volente Villas apartment 
complex in Williamson County, got a notice a 
couple of weeks ago. According to Angela, it 


says they have until April 7 to move out. She 
said the city has been paying their rent but 
that every month they've received a notice 
saying that the following month they will be 
expected to pay their own bill. Agitations like 
this - not to mention that, among other 
things, it took several days for the complex to 
fix her unit's broken heater when her baby boy 
was only a week old; they consistently find 
their mail already opened; they came home 
once to find that their electricity had been cut 
off and were told that they needed to pay it, 
despite the fact that the city pays their utili- 
ties; and they discovered their car in the park- 
ing lot with a flat tire and spray painted in red 
with “Go Home" - have made living in the 
complex unbearable, Argrett said. “The whole 
time they haven’t treated us right.” 

Albert Hardy - whose family is one of at 
least three at Volente Villas who have received 
eviction warnings, and is one of two taking 
legal action to protest the notices - said he, 
along with his wife, Martha, and their five chil- 
dren living with them, have nowhere else to go. 
“Where you gonna put us at? On top of the 
Capitol down there?” said Hardy, who, like Argrett, 
believes apartment management has treated 
his family badly because they are evacuees. 

Volente Villas Manager Shawn Waters 
said, hurricane evacuee or not, if someone 


receives an eviction notice, it means they 
have somehow violated their lease agree- 
ment. “We treat everybody exactly the same,” 
Waters said. “They’re painting the picture that 
they're being discriminated against, which is 
not the case at all.” 

Texas RioGrande Legal Aid is helping 
Hardy and the other Volente Villas tenant tak- 
ing legal action fight their evictions. Heather 
Godwin, an attorney with TRLA’s hurricane 
legal assistance program, advises evacuees 
to stay put if they get an eviction notice and 
they don't want to move out. As she put it in 
an e-mail shortly before FEMA extended its 
initial transition deadline from Feb. 28 to 
March 31, “If any evacuee receives a notice 
to vacate, they SHOULD NOT VACATE. Giving 
up possession of the apartment gives up the 
right to stay there.” And even after FEMA’s 
indirect public assistance plan is under way, 
she said in the e-mail, landlords can’t evict 
evacuees for not paying their rent without 
first submitting invoices to the city of Austin 
for payment. 

The Argretts, however, have already made 
plans to move out of Volente Villas to a new 
location. “I’m just trying to avoid all conflict 
that’s not necessary," Angela said. “We’re just 
trying to make sure we don't get caught up in 
the whole eviction thing.” - Cheryl Smith

Death and the 
Unpatriotic Act 

By signing into law the newest version of the USA PATRIOT 
Act on March 9, President George W. Bush has offered fans 
of Texas' death penalty system another chance to expedite 
the capital punishment legal process and to usher inmate gur- 
neys to the state’s death chamber. Among the amendments 
tacked onto the PAT Act - and listed, tellingly, under the head- 
ing “Miscellaneous Provisions” - is a section that allows U.S. 
Attorney General Alberto Gonzales to grant the legal fast- 
track for death penalty appeals in states that have enacted 
standards for appointing attorneys to indigent death row 
inmates. The amendment was reportedly crafted in backroom 
dealings late last year by Republican Arizona Sen. Jon Kyi, 
who along with Texas GOP Sen. John Cornyn, has been 
champing at the bit to truncate the legal-review process avail- 
able to poor death row defendants. While the newly passed 
federal legislation purports to ensure that the ultimate goal is 
that poor defendants receive thorough and competent legal 
representation, defense attorneys say it offers absolutely no 
incentive to ensure baseline, let alone stellar, representation. 
Instead, it lets state attorneys general - in other words, a 
state’s top prosecutor - promise that indigent defendants are 
offered competent legal representation without necessarily 
having to prove that that is the case. "It is a complete end 
run around how to really do this,” says Keith Hampton, an 
Austin defense attorney and lobbyist for the Texas Criminal 
Defense Lawyers Association. 

Congress’ last real modification of the law governing feder- 
al-death-case review came a decade ago, with the passage of 
the notoriously complicated Antiterrorism and Effective 
Death Penalty Act of 1996. Among the AEDPA requirements 
is a provision that would allow states to “opt in" to a set of 
“special procedures,” including a reduced timeline for filing 
federal-death-case appeals - drastically reducing the amount 
of time an attorney has to investigate and prepare a case - if 
the state can show that it provides “standards of competency 



for the appointment” of habeas appeal attorneys. Under the 
AEDPA provision, a state may ask the federal courts to consid- 
er whether its attorney-appointment standards are sufficient to 
earn opt-in, and thus, fast-track status; yet, to date, no state 
besides Texas - which asked for review in 1996 - has asked 
to opt in, and no state - including Texas, which was denied 
opt-in status - has actually fast-tracked its death-case appeals. 

Under the new PAT Act provision, however (under a decep- 
tively innocuous section titled “Review by Attorney General"), 
the power to vet attorney-appointment standards and to grant 
fast-track status lies solely with the U.S. Attorney General - in 
other words, the new provision removes any check and bal- 
ance on authority to make, in essence, life-and-death deci- 
sions, by allowing state prosecutors to request and obtain 
approval from the nation's top prosecutor. Under the provision, 
the AG - for now, Gonzales - is charged with certifying only 
“that a state has established a mechanism for providing coun- 
sel” in post-conviction appeals, the date that “mechanism" 
was established, and whether the state provides “standards 
of competency” for appointed attorneys. Moreover, the legisla- 
tion grants Gonzales the sole authority to promulgate the 


standards by which these three requirements are judged. 

Just because a state has a list of competency standards 
and a mechanism for appointing attorneys, however, doesn’t 
mean that list actually ensures competent representation, in 
Texas, for example, the Court of Criminal Appeals maintains 
the list of attorneys “qualified” for capital appointment, but no 
one - not even the CCA - does anything to ensure that the 
attorneys on the list are actually able to do the job. (In fact, 
the CCA list, notoriously, contained the names of suspended 
or disbarred attorneys, and more than one deceased attorney.) 
“And the CCA has rebuffed every effort [the defense bar] has 
made to try to improve that list,” says Hampton. “The defense 
bar, collectively, would love to be able to assist in improving 
that list, but we've not been able to.” 

For example, the new federal legislation would do nothing to 
keep attorneys like David Chapman, who represented execut- 
ed inmate Leonard Rojas, from being considered an appoint- 
able, competent counselor, even though he failed to timely file 
Rojas' appeal and had received three probated suspensions 
from the bar - the third coming just two weeks before the CCA 
denied the appeal he filed on Rojas’ behalf. Two months after 
Rojas' execution, CCA Judge Tom Price authored a stinging 
opinion in Rojas' case (albeit, too little, too late), decrying the 
court’s unwillingness to intervene despite serious issues 
regarding Chapman’s competency. In a telling response, Presiding 
Judge Sharon Keller proclaimed that Rojas’ statutory right to 
“competent counsel ... applies only to the attorney’s initial 
qualification, and does not apply to the final product of repre- 
sentation” - and there is nothing in the newly passed federal 
legislation to suggest that any scrutiny beyond the dimwitted 
and myopic standard articulated by Keller would be needed to 
hasten death row inmates to the execution chamber. 

To Hampton, it appears that the apparent Keller standard is, 
in fact, all it would take to have Texas’ system certified for 
fast-track status. “I am afraid it would be very easy for us to 
qualify,” he said. Whether the state will seek certification, 
however, remains to be seen. Texas Attorney General’s Office 
spokesman Tom Kelley declined to comment on the new fed- 
eral provision pending a “more thorough” review of the mea- 
sure by AG Greg Abbott and Solicitor General Ted Cruz.

Capital Judicial Pinball 

At press time, lawyers for convicted death row inmate Rodney 
Reed were preparing for a hearing in Bastrop Co. district 
court, where Reed’s case was remanded for a hearing based on 
his contention that prosecutors stifled exculpatory evidence dur- 
ing his original trial. Reed was convicted in May 1998 for the 
rape and murder of 20-year-old Stacey Stites. Prosecutors 
argued that Reed overcame Stites in the predawn hours of April 
23, 1996, as she drove from Giddings to Bastrop to work a shift 
at the HEB. The state’s theory was based solely on DNA that 
matched Reed - no other physical evidence tied him to the crime. 
Reed has maintained his innocence, explaining that his DNA was 
found on Stites because the two had been having an affair, while 
Stites was engaged to former Giddings police officer Jimmy 
Fennell. (Reed’s supporters contend that Fennell is a far more 
likely suspect in the murder - he knew of the affair, they main- 
tain, and was not at all happy about it. For more on the case, see 
“Who Killed Stacey Stites?” May 24, 2002.) 

According to appeals filed by lawyers with the Texas Defender 
Service, Reed's attorneys have uncovered evidence supporting 
his innocence that was never made available to the defense. 
Among the allegedly withheld information is the testimony of 
Martha Barnett, who said she saw Stites and Fennell together 
around 5am on the morning she was killed. Barnett’s attorney, 
former Lee Co. Attorney Steven Keng, said in an affidavit that he 
passed Barnett’s information to Bastrop Co. District Attorney 
Charles Pennick, who prosecuted Reed, but Pennick laughed at 
the story, saying only that he “did not want to hear any more 
about the case.” 

The potentially explosive evidence prompted the Texas Court 
of Criminal Appeals in October to send Reed’s case back to 
Bastrop Co., where a district judge will consider its validity, and 
potential impact on Reed’s conviction, during a two-day hearing 
starting today, March 23. - Jordan Smith 


Edna Injustice Update 

After more than a year-and-a-haif in prison for a crime he 
insists he did not commit, 51-year-old Frederick Patterson 
was granted parole. Patterson and his wife, Jocelyn, were 
among 29 blacks arrested and charged with selling minor 
amounts of crack cocaine to a police informant in 2002 in 
Edna, Texas (see “Crackpot Crackdown,” Oct. 21, 2005). 
Officials claimed that Patterson was Edna’s “major dealer,” 
from whom most of those arrested in the joint Edna PD/ 
Jackson Co. Sheriff’s Department sting purchased small 
amounts of crack cocaine. Nonetheless, there was no 
direct evidence linking Patterson to the drug trade - police 
never recovered any money, or drugs, nor did they even 
search Patterson’s home or car - save for the word of a 
single confidential informant, Santos Castro Castaneda. 
Police said Castaneda, an admitted crack addict, told them 
she wanted to help rid Edna of crack dealers - in an 
effort, she said, to keep herself clean. So police gave 
Castaneda cash and sent her out to troll for crack on the 
streets of Edna's predominately black southeast side, 
armed only with a small tape recorder they placed in her 
handbag. The only evidence police had was the scratchy 
recording of Castaneda talking into the tape, telling police 
where she was driving and to whom she was talking; 
indeed, police failed even to maintain visual contact with 
Castaneda during her alleged buys. 

Rick Patterson was one of only two of the 29 defen- 
dants who refused to cop a plea offered by longtime 
Jackson Co. District Attorney Bobby Bell. Patterson, who, 
like his wife, Jocelyn, was born and raised in Edna - and 
who raised his own family there - had no criminal record 
of any kind. (He had never even been cited for so much as 
a speeding ticket.) Without any evidence, he felt certain he 
could beat the flimsy rap. But in August 2004, a Jackson 


Co. jury found him guilty and sentenced him to 10 years in 
prison. In an extra measure of spite, Bell subsequently 
had Patterson indicted on a perjury charge, stemming from 
Patterson’s testimony at trial during which he insisted 
upon his innocence. 

Frightened by the outcome of her husband's trial, 

Jocelyn - who was indicted on a single count of selling 
crack to Castaneda after her husband declined to accept 
Bell's plea offer - pled guilty to the charge (a plea she 
ultimately tried to rescind) and was sentenced in 
November of 2004 to two years flat time, meaning without 
a chance for early release. But in an unexpected and rela- 
tively rare move - one that, perhaps, belies the strength 
of the state's case against him - Rick Patterson was 
informed late last month that the parole board has grant- 
ed his bid for early release, and is slated for release in 
late September or early October. Patterson's daughter 
LaTrinda tells the Chronicle that she isn’t sure what will 
happen with the pending perjury charge, but she hopes 
that, with the help of Houston attorney Joseph Willie, 
she’ll be able to have her father released from that charge 
on bond. She said that Patterson will try to have his 
parole moved from Jackson to Harris Co., so that he can 
move in with her in Houston. 

Meanwhile, Jocelyn is slated for release in November, at 
the end of her two-year term. But LaTrinda says that her 
family will continue to fight to have her parents’ wrongful 
convictions overturned. Rick's appeal - initially denied by a 
three-judge panel of Texas’ 13th Court of Appeals in 
Corpus Christi - is still pending in that court on a motion 
for rehearing by the full bench, filed by Willie and Pan- 
handle attorney Jeff Blackburn (head of the Texas Tech 
Innocence Project, which was instrumental in overturning 
the convictions in the notorious 1999 Tulia case). 

Jocelyn’s appeal, denied by the Court of Criminal Appeals, 
is pending in the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. - J.S.

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Trashing the Trash Rules 

The Texas Commission on Environmental Quality adopt- 
ed the most significant rewrite of the state’s garbage rules in 
a decade on March 1, but not before making several debated 
last-minute changes that some onlookers believe were guided 
by the hand of the waste industry, which was already faring 
rather well in the new rule package. 

The rules also passed against the recommendation of the 
state-Legislature-appointed Municipal Solid Waste 
Management and Resource Recovery Advisory Council, 
whose members asked for more time to work the bugs out of 
rule language and to gain input. The council, broadly represen- 
tative of the waste industry, was organized to review policy 
and make recommendations to TCEQ commissioners. Council 
President Bob Gregory said the rules were “not ready to be 
finalized,” and warned of the unintended consequences of 
possible misinterpretation and loopholes, given that so many 
regulations were reworded. 

“The council believes the public, the regulated community, 
and the TCEQ staff have not had adequate time or adequate 
notice to respond to all the comments received, fine tune the 
proposed language, and identify the impacts of the proposed 
rule changes,” reads an advisory council document dated Feb. 
27, three days before the rules were approved. 

Notable new regulations include increased buffer zones 
around refuse facilities from 50 to 125 feet, requirements 
that groundwater-pollution detection wells be a minimum 
of 600 feet apart unless a facility operator can scientifically 
demonstrate otherwise, the consideration of added flood- 
plain data in addition to FEMA maps with respect to finding 
sites for new landfills, and a requirement that landfill expan- 
sions at older sites without groundwater-protecting clay lin- 
ers have the liners installed before new dumping is permitted, 
even though most large existing sites will be grandfathered 
from the new rules since they’ve already put in their applica- 
tions for expansion. Additionally, TCEQ will give local pollution- 
control agencies violation notifications for nearby sites upon

request and will require Internet, as well as sign postings, for 
new and expanding sites. The commission dropped from the 
rules; however, a provision calling for five-year waste-facility- 
permit reviews to ensure compliance. Also, the TCEQ won't 
consider or approve permits for bioreactors, facilities that 
essentially wet garbage to speed up decomposition. Liquid- 
waste or grit- and grease-trap facilities and transfer sta- 
tions were exempted from the larger buffer zone rules, and 
construction and demolition waste landfills, aka Type 4 land- 
fills, were exempted from new buffer-zone and groundwater- 
monitoring rules. 

In an e-mailed statement, TCEQ spokesman Terry Clawson 
fired off a series of ways the agency believes “the new rules 
will further strengthen environmental protections." But Robin 
Schneider, director of landfill watchdog and environmental 
nonprofit Texas Campaign for the Environment, complained 


that the amendment process that led to some last-minute rule 
changes was not accessible to the public. She also expressed 
surprise at the exemption of Type 4 landfills (of which Austin 
has two). 

Texas Campaign for the Environment pushed for rules 
addressing old landfills seeking to expand vertically over 
unlined ground, after battling for years alongside Northeast 
Travis Co. neighborhood groups for the immediate closure of 
two old and problematic landfills run nearby by BFI and Waste 
Management of Texas - both of which are now seeking verti- 
cal-expansion permits. The new rules address the expansion 
issue, but the two northeast landfills - along with 19 others 
seeking to expand statewide - will be exempt from those 
rules, unless they choose to abide by them voluntarily, since 
the flood of permit applications filed in anticipation of the rule 
changes will be processed before the rules take effect at the 
end of the month. “We got something in the stocking, but [the 
industry] got lots of presents under the tree,” Schneider said. 

Vance Kemler, director of solid waste management for the 
city of Denton and president of Texas' chapter of the Solid Waste 
Association of North America, sees the changes entirely 
differently, noting that they “were generally an improvement over 
the old rules.” Referring to claims from citizens that some late 
rule changes were shady, Kemler said that “of those topics, not 
a single one was not discussed in a stakeholder meeting the 
previous month,” and added that he “didn’t think the private 
solid-waste industry got any special consideration.” Kemler agreed 
with the pulling of certain items, which he said would hopefully 
be addressed in the near future. He also noted that every sin- 
gle rule isn’t going to meet the criteria of every group involved. 

Gregory, CEO of Texas Disposal Systems, which operates 
a landfill and composting facility southeast of Austin, said sev- 
eral of the new enforcement policies boil down to the agency’s 
integrity, or lack thereof. “There has been little TCEQ enforce- 
ment holding [landfill] operators to the rules of their permits,” 
he said, and operators have a history of blaming violations on 
unclear rules. “Now the rules are less clear,” he says. 

“Maybe that's the reason the trash companies pushed so 
hard for them." - Daniel Mottola 


Polygamous Prophet Property Report 


With their leader, the “prophet” Warren 
Jeffs, still on the lam, members of the polyg- 
amist breakaway Mormon sect, the Funda- 
mentalist Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, have been hard at work 
on yet a third secluded compound - much like 
their gated spread in the West Texas town of 
Eldorado - nestled in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota, outside the tiny town of Pringle. On 
March 8, the weekly Eldorado Success broke 
the news of the existence of the Black Hills 
compound, built on 100 acres of land pur- 
chased by FLDS member David Steed Allred 
(who also bought the 1,371-acre Eldorado 
spread) in 2003. Allred reportedly told the 
seller that the property would be developed 
into a “corporate retreat,” the same line he 
used when purchasing the Eldorado ranch 
(see “Meet the New Neighbors," July 29, 
2005). Since then, numerous large residential 
buildings, nearly identical to those on the 
Eldorado acreage, have sprung up on the 
property. “He purchased it around the same 
time [he bought the Eldorado property], and 
used the same line,” says Success publisher 
Randy Mankin. 

FLDS leader Jeffs has been on the lam for 
well over a year, dodging felony charges in 
Arizona, connected to his alleged role in 
arranging marriages between underage girls 
and older, married men, and a federal count 
of unlawful flight to avoid prosecution. Last 
summer the FBI placed Jeffs on one of its 
Ten Most Wanted lists, and federal and 


state officials, combined, are now offering a 
$60,000 reward for information leading to 
Jeffs' arrest and prosecution. Mankin - 
whose paper previously broke the news that 
the FLDS had come to Eldorado and, later, 
that the sect had a similar compound in 
Mancos, Colo. - said he got a tip about the 
Black Hills property from a concerned South 
Dakotan. The tipster had already contacted 
the local Sheriff’s Department, as well as 
authorities in Arizona, but complained that 
neither law enforcement agency seemed par- 
ticularly interested in the information, Mankin 
said. On the other hand, Mankin was very 
interested and, with the help of private inves- 
tigator Sam Brower and writer Jon Krak- 
auer, author of Under the Banner of Heaven: 

A Story of Violent Faith, which details the his- 
tory, beliefs, and rise of Mormon fundamental- 
ism, tracked down the location of the Black 
Hills compound. 

Meanwhile, back on the Eldorado property, 
dubbed the Yearning for Zion Ranch, 

Mankin says construction continues unabat- 
ed. An estimated 60,000-square-foot temple 
- the first ever built by the FLDS - has been 
completed, additional residential buildings are 
going up, and the sect has put up a 280,000- 
gallon water storage tank (enough to sustain 
a population of 2,800 people, Mankin says). 

Mankin says he's not at all surprised to 
learn about the South Dakota property - the 
real question, he says, “is how many others 
are there?" - J.S.

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Forgione Now Suggests Closing 
Becker and Oak Springs Outright 


Austin Independent School District 

Superintendent Pat Forgione on Monday 
tweaked his much-debated proposal to 
“repurpose” Becker and Oak Springs ele- 
mentaries. Instead of turning them into pre- 
kindergarten centers, Forgione suggested 
closing them outright, with Becker shuttering 
this spring, and Oak Springs the following 
year. The plan, he said, would cut about 
$400,000 out of AISD’s budget. 

That option was only one of several trust- 
ees must choose between, including propos- 
als from the Becker community for ways to fill 
the half-empty school. Although he did not 
officially recommend any of the Becker sug- 
gestions, Forgione got visibly excited about 
the community's idea to seek out grants to 
make Becker an in-district charter school 
with some sort of specialized curriculum (the 
arts or dual-language instruction has been 
kicked about). Flowever, he said that to be 
successful, the charter would have to find 
ways to bring new students into AISD from pri- 
vate schools or other districts, and not simply 
suck students from other nearby elementa- 
ries, many of which only stay full themselves 
through transfers. “If we just redistribute the 
kids at Zilker and Barton FHills, I’ll have to rec- 
ommend closing one of them,” he said. 

While some trustees expressed support for 


the closure, it’s unlikely next Monday’s vote 
will be unanimous. Cheryl Bradley, who rep- 
resents Northeast Austin, expressed passion- 
ate opposition. She pointed out that under 
the last few years of a school-improvement 
“blueprint” program, both Oak Springs and 
Blackshear (where many Oak Springs stu- 
dents would attend if their school were 
closed) had shown marked advancement. 

Instead of turning them into 
prekindergarten centers, Forgione 
suggested closing them outright, 
with Becker shuttering this spring, 
and Oak Springs the following year. 

“I do believe that if you consolidate Oak 
Springs and Blackshear, you’ll defeat what 
you started out with the blueprint model,” 
she said. 

Bradley was not alone in her concerns. 
Trustee Mark Williams said the cost savings 
were tempting, but stressed the need to 
weigh the dollars in their wider context. “It’s 
$400,000, but how much goodwill are we los- 
ing with our community?” he asked. 

The Board of Trustees will make the final 
decision Monday, March 27 at the board meeting 
at 7pm at 1111 W. Sixth. - Rachel Proctor May

If a Tree Falls on a 

As it turns out, a noxious pine scent isn’t 
the only thing that stinks about Car-Freshner 
Corporation's ubiquitous “Little Tree” car 

air freshener. Given the content of a settle- 
ment filed in a New York federal district court 
on March 2, it appears that CFC and Little 
Tree trademark-holder Julius Samann Ltd. 
have an equally stinky attitude toward anyone 
who dares to make fun of their cardboard, 
tree-shaped freshener. 

At issue is a lawsuit, filed last year by CFC 
and Samann against Dale Detwiler, owner of 
the Austin-based Corndog Cards & Novel- 
ties, alleging that Detwiler “procured and 
sold" greeting cards that infringed on CFC 
and Samann’s trademarked “Tree Design” by 
producing a glow-in-the-dark, scratch-and-sniff 
holiday greeting card that bears a likeness to 
the Little Tree. That irked CFC and Samann, 
who argued that the pine tree outline on 
Detwiler's card was “confusingly similar” to 
their trademarked product and, somehow, 
might cause consumers to think that Det- 
wiler's greeting cards were “licensed, spon- 
sored, or approved," by New York-based air 
freshener company CFC and/or Bermuda- 
based Little Tree trademark-holder Samann. 
After receiving a letter from Car-Freshner 
attorney Aipa V. Patel last March, which 
clearly read as a prelude to a lawsuit, 

Detwiler hired Austin attorney Justin Welch 
and fired back, filing suit against the Little 
Tree Mafia in Travis Co. district court, seeking 
protection based on their argument that the 
Corndog tree card was in fact a parody of the 
Little Tree and, therefore, a form of protected 
speech and exempt from a trademark-infringe- 
ment suit. Welch argued that Detwiler’s card 
is meant to “evoke” the trademarked tree, 
but only in order to poke fun at the air fresh- 
ener. The box the cards come in “unequivocal- 
ly disassociates itself from the original trade-

mark by poking fun at the pine-scented 
product, he told the Chronicle. (“The dif- 
ferences between these unusual cards 
and an actual car freshener are: 1) 
our cards glow in the dark and 2) 
give off a weird, sticky pine 
smell only when you scratch and 
sniff them, instead of all the 
damn time, until you get car- 
sick and throw up,” reads the 
box.) 

In response, CFC and 
Samann instead filed a 
federal suit against 
Detwiler and Corndog 
(and, eventually, against 
Philadelphia-based 
Urban Outfitters Inc., 
retailers of the card) in 
New York. The litigation 
slogged forward for nearly a 
year before the two sides 
reached a settlement March 
2. CFC and Samann quickly 
issued a press release claim- 
ing victory for their 54-year-old 
product, announcing that, after 
“battling” in court, Car-Freshner 
Corp., had finally “prevailed" in 
its suit over the “unauthorized 
use of its famous Tree design,” 
and that Detwiler and Corndog had been per- 
manently enjoined from any further use of the 
Little Tree design. But in fact, while the case 
was tied up in court for nearly a year, the real 
facts of the case - that is, whether Detwiler’s 
card was in fact a parody, and if so, whether 
that would protect his use of the Little Tree 
shape - were never actually presented to a 
federal judge or to a jury. Instead, Welch said, 
Detwiler was, in essence, forced to settle the 
case before the merits of the suit were ever 


considered, solely 
because he did not 
have enough money to 
wage a long-distance 
battle in New York 
federal court. As it 
turns out, the prolonged 
court battle was con- 
cerned, entirely, with determining 
where - in Texas or in New York - 
the suit should take place. In the 
end, CFC and Samann prevailed in 
New York, and that forced 

Detwiler to settle. “It’s kind of 
crappy, but that's how it 
goes,” said Welch. “If you 
can’t afford to play the 
game, you can't play and 
you get bullied: it’s pretty 
shitty.” The most painful 
part, Welch said, was that 
CFC and Samann required 
Detwiler to agree that he is not 
allowed to use the trademark 
design, even as a “parody of [the] 
Tree Design.” But that wasn’t all; 
in addition, CFC is requiring 
Detwiler not only to turn over all of 
his leftover cards, but also to 
release to the company the 
names of all customers and retail- 
ers who bought the pine tree holi- 
day card, to provide the amount 
each customer paid and - believe 
it or not - to pay $100 in damages to the cor- 
poration. (In an apparent token kindness - 
which itself does not rule out the possibility 
of any further legal battles - the company did 
agree not to “institute or threaten" litigation 
against any of Detwiler's retail customers 
“based solely” on their sale of the card.) And, 
according to the settlement, if Detwiler fails 
to comply he’ll be forced to pay CFC one-third 
of the selling price of “each unit” of cards, to 
pay $10,000 for “each violation" of the set-

tlement, and to pay for “reasonable” attorney 
fees should the mess force the big bad com- 
pany back into court. 

To be sure, CFC and Samann have been, er, 
aggressive in defending their trademarked 
tree - so aggressive, in fact, that it appears 
they’ve lost all sense of proportion. Since 
2002, Car-Freshner has filed at least four sim- 
ilar suits, and at least eight or so others over 
the past decade. The company won against 
Big Lots!, which was selling a straight knock- 
off pine-scented, tree-shaped air freshener, 
but lost against Johnson & Johnson, which 
had the audacity to market a pine tree-shaped 
plug-in air freshener. Going after the Big Lots! 
knockoff certainly seems fair, considering the 
company was directly challenging the Little 
Tree market, but considering that it’s unlikely 
that anyone would think Detwiler’s card was 
actually something meant to hang from a rear- 
view mirror, their aggressive move against the 
homegrown businessman seems out of pro- 
portion and downright humorless. (In 
response to a request for comment, a lawyer 
representing CFC told me that, unfortunately, 
she wouldn’t be able to speak on the record 
about the case.) It would be one thing, notes 
Welch, if CFC actually manufactured and sold 
stationary or greeting cards of their own, but 
since they don’t, it’s hard to imagine that, if 
Detwiler had the money to fight, the company 
would have had any chance of winning their 
case. “I think that anyone who reads the set- 
tlement will realize that they beat the little guy 
[Detwiler] into submission,” said Welch. “It 
really was heartbreaking." - Jordan Smith 



Monday, the city's Urban Transportation Commission unanimously 
recommended denial of the sale of Roy's Taxi's 155 permits to 
competitor Yellow Cab Company, to the applause of several disgruntled 
drivers. The sale would have given Yellow Cab approximately three- 
fourths of the city's taxi permits, an effective monopoly, said the 
United Cab Drivers Association, a workers group opposing the sale 
- several Roy's drivers objected to the higher lease and terminal 
fees Yellow Cab charges. Discussion of the city's taxi permitting 
also came to the fore at the meeting; concerned by Roy's planned 
sale of its permits, the committee appointed a subgroup, headed 
by Michelle Brinkman, to reevaluate the process - companies like 
Roy's and Austin Cab Company purchase city permits for $400, 
and, said drivers, sell them to their employees for anywhere from 
$500 to $1,500. Despite the commission's recommendation, the 
final decision falls before council, which has not yet added the 
item to the agenda. - Wells Dunbar 


The Rhythm of Peace 

As noon approached on Saturday morning, things were look- 
ing a bit bleak for the Million Musician March marking the 
third anniversary of the war in Iraq. The skies were as gray as 
Dick Cheney's hair, and intermittent rain kept many instru- 
ments in their cases, and marchers huddled in the parking bay 
of the downtown Federal Building. Organizers were roughly 
999,900 musicians short of their target. 

That’s not to say the scene was sparse: There was a dumb- 
ek-toting Code Pinker (“I bought [the drum] thinking I’d learn 
how to play it, but it turns out I'm really bad,” she said). The 
leftie geezer squad was out in full force, singing along with a 
guitar-strumming folkie. The rapper from a hip-hop group called 
the Arab League strolled about in an Osama bin Laden get- 
up, looking every bit like a stealth Republican out to discredit 
the peaceniks. And flitting among the crowd was fiddler and 
event organizer Richard Bowden in a three-cornered patriot’s 
hat. “So it rained on our parade,” he said. “It's already a suc- 
cess. If it reduces fear this much [pinching a thumb and fore- 
finger together] then it's well worth it.” 

Bowden organized the event in conjunction with Austin 
Against War. Ever since attending one of AAW’s meetings, 
which he described as “like five people sitting around a table,” 
he has considered the group somewhat deficient in the joie de 
vivre department. Given the strength of the Republican media 
machine, he said, the entertainment world has a duty to keep 
anti-war sentiment visible, and anti-war activities fun. “If you’re 
waiting for Austin Against War to end the war, it’s not going to 
happen,” he said. 



That's about when the tuba kicked up. A 10-piece horn 
ensemble, including such luminaries as Mark Rubin and 
Ephraim Owens, began strolling down Ninth Street toward 
Red River, New Orleans-style, accompanied by a kazoo, a 
Cadillac hubcap, a ukulele, several washboards, shakers 
galore, and one juggler. Marching funkily along Red River, the 
thousand-strong parade was at first met with blank stares by 
the throngs of SXSW-goers, who apparently didn't have a copy 
of Vice handy to check whether tubas are a “do” or a “don’t."

Removing his sousa- 
phone, a soaked Rubin smiled and summed up the march to 
nobody in particular: “That didn’t suck at all,” he said.

DOING SOMETHING ABOUT 
GLOBAL WARMING 

Instead of recognizing the obvious - that 
global warming is fast reaching the tipping point 
where it becomes irreversible (and disas- 
trous) - the Bushites continue to keep their 
heads up the tailpipes and smokestacks of 
the industries pumping out the greenhouse 
gases that cause the unnatural warming. 

So, we’re doomed, right? 

Not necessarily. While Washington foolishly 
fiddles, officials at the state level have been 
springing into action. Unlike the White House, 
state leaders are up close and personal with 
the effects of global warming - ranging from 
declines in the production of some crops to 
having to plan for rising sea levels along their 
coastlines. So these officials have gotten 
serious about restricting the amount of car- 
bon dioxide and other greenhouse gases 
coming out of vehicle tailpipes, which is the 
second-largest (and fastest-growing) source 
of global warming gases. 

California has been in the lead and has 
now adopted a rule requiring that, 10 years 
from now, cars and trucks there must have 
technology in place reducing the emission of 
these gases by 30%. Oh, scream the auto 
makers - this will cause marketplace chaos, 
car sales will cease, the sky will fall! 

The industry refuses to support any restric- 
tion on tailpipe emissions of carbon dioxide, 
instead rushing to court to stop the California 
rule and require that only the federal govern- 
ment can regulate these gases. Of course, 
that would maintain the status quo of do- 
nothingism. One environmental lawyer, noting 
that the whole world is moving to stop such 
emissions, says: "We are going to become 
the dumping ground for the dirtiest cars 
made in the world. China will have more strin- 
gent standards than the U.S. in 2010.”

TAKING CARE OF NUMBER ONE 
AT THE ATF 

In his state-of-the-union peroration, George 
W. instructed members of Congress "to be 
good stewards of tax dollars.” 

So I’m sure you’ll be glad to hear about 
the financial stewardship being practiced over 
at Bush’s own Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
and Firearms. ATF agents are involved in 
policing violent crimes here in the homeland, 
but even though the bureau has enjoyed suc- 
cessive years of budget hikes under Bush, it 
is having to cut back on such basic needs as 
replacement cars for field agents and bullet- 
proof vests to protect them. 

One reason is that George’s director of the 
ATF, Carl J. Truscott, has been spending agen- 
cy money for a new headquarters building in 
downtown Washington. Truscott’s 438,000- 
square-foot building is projected to cost 
$138.5 million. That’s already $19 million 
over budget, not counting another $75 million 
for acquiring the site, designing the building, 
buying furniture, and such. 

Indeed, some of the overrun comes from 
Truscott, for he’s ordered some $300,000 
worth of extras for his own office, including 
hardwood floors and a $30,000 conference 
table. Also, for a man supposedly focused 
on such matters as terrorist threats to you 
and me, Truscott spends an inordinate 
amount of time fussing with the details of 
furnishing his new place. He and his aides 
have held many meetings to discuss the 
color of wall coverings, seating charts for 
the bureau’s top executives, and whether 
the agency’s new gym should have shower 
curtains or shower doors. 

Truscott turns out to be notorious for tak- 
ing care of number one. For example, he allo- 
cates $1 million a year of ATF’s budget to 
provide an extensive security detail for him- 
self, including five full-time agents and two 
armored SUVs. 

If he keeps feathering his own nest while 
cutting back on field agents ... he might need 
all that protection.

A Question of Fairness 

Austin voters will have another chance to broaden 
city insurance coverage 


According to persistent local legend, “The 
People’s Republic of Austin” is a proudly pro- 
gressive blue island in a conservative red Texas 
sea. Last November, Proposition 2, the amend- 
ment that made the already prohibited condi- 
tion of same-sex marriage even more illegal by 
embalming it into the Texas Constitution, 
sailed calmly to passage everywhere statewide 

- except in Travis County, where it went down 
by a margin of almost 20%. 

But despite Austin’s presumed yellow-dog 
bona-fides, there was a time - not too long ago 

- when Christian conservatives dealt progres- 
sive local forces a resounding defeat, on pretty 
much the same issue. The year was 1994, 
when a group called Concerned Texans peti- 
tioned Prop. 22 onto the municipal ballot and 
then onward to victory. The proposition 
repealed a forward-thinking city council initia- 
tive, enacted the previous September, offering 
insurance benefits to the unmarried partners of 
city employees or other adults living in their 
homes. In short, it had a brief life as the first 
domestic partner benefits package in the state, 
yet the following spring, it was voted down by 
a two-thirds margin - with the help of 20,000 
Austinites whose signatures had initially placed 
it on the ballot. The defeat abruptly forced 
local progressives to distinguish Austin’s rhe- 
torically liberal ethos from the actual facts on 
the ground. 

Cheap at the Price 

“A very scarring experience” is how Council 
Member Brewster McCracken describes the 
1994 benefits battle. “I thought if we had this 
to look back on, we’d say, ‘We wouldn’t have 
done that.’” Now McCracken, along with col- 
leagues Betty Dunkerley and Lee Leffingwell, is 
doing just that with the newly hatched 
Proposition 6, which if approved by Austin vot- 
ers in the May 13 city election, would repeal 
the ban placed on domestic-partner insurance.

With the city charter eligible for amendment 
only once every two years, McCracken consid- 
ered bringing this back for a vote now, once it 
became clear other propositions would make 
the ballot. “Domestic partner benefits leaped 
off the page,” says the Place 5 council member. 
“The community has grown older, wiser, and 
fairer,” he continues. “We’re definitely more 
tolerant than we were in 1994.” 

“Almost 13 years have gone by on the issue 
of domestic partnerships and benefits,” says

former state representative Glen Maxey, the 
gay-rights advocate who spearheaded the No 
Nonsense in November campaign against Prop. 
2. “This nation, and especially this city, has 
moved light years ahead. We’ve debated all 
those big issues.” To Maxey, domestic partner 
and expanded insurance coverage has become 
a common-sense proposal, “not just a gay and 
lesbian issue.” 

“The No Nonsense campaign did a very 
good job of getting public leadership involved 
in a good way,” continued McCracken, hoping 
for a carryover of that will and momentum in 
May. But like Maxey, he reiterates that the pro- 
posal will affect more than the city’s gay 
employees or their partners. It would also 
extend the option for employees to buy insur- 
ance coverage for any adult they’re living with, 
be it a partner, parent, grandparent, or grown 
child. Just what the insurance program itself 
will look like is not yet finalized - all Prop. 6 
literally does is repeal the charter language stat- 
ing who is and isn’t eligible for coverage, and 
deletes a provision defining “spouse” as “the 
husband or wife of the employee.” But sup- 
porters envision Austin’s system as modeled 
after Travis County’s existing employee insur- 
ance program. 

As it happens, soon after Austin’s hard- 
fought benefits repeal in 1994, Travis Co. qui- 
etly instituted an insurance plan allowing for 
domestic-partner coverage. Several of Austin’s 
largest employers, like Dell, IBM, and AMD 
offer similar programs, as does the city of 
Dallas. (In 2001, after Houston mayor Lee 
Brown suggested an extension of benefits to 
partners of gay city employees, an ad hoc 
group called “Houstonians for Family Values” 
collected enough signatures to place on the 
ballot a ban on future domestic partner bene- 
fits. Although an opposition group, “People for 
a Fair Houston,” out-fundraised the amend- 



ment’s backers by a large margin, the measure 
passed with 53% of the vote - effectively end- 
ing the argument before it began.) 

Travis County has in place what is popularly 
referred to as a “plus one” program; Dan 
Mansour, the risk and benefits manager for the 
county’s human-resources department, says 
that in addition to a spouse, another adult can 
be enrolled in an employee’s program, at the 
same cost to the employee. Nonmarried adults 
signing up for coverage must complete an affi- 
davit stating they have lived in the same house- 
hold as the employee for at least six months, 
and contribute in some way to the upkeep of 
the quarters; the statement must then be nota- 
rized and renewed for each year of coverage. 
The county has a workforce of 3,600, Mansour 
says, and 6,700 adults on the insurance rolls. 
Of those, about 70 or 80 are nonspousal adults 
covered by employees - and only some of 
those are domestic partners - “not a large per- 
cent,” according to Mansour. The cost of the 
plus-one program is about 2% of the insurance 
budget, Mansour says, less than half a million 
of the county’s annual $24 million insurance 
budget. “It’s a very basic and easy to adminis- 
ter program,” concludes Mansour. 

Preventive Medicine 

The program would have been invaluable to 
Beverly Bottorff-Patton, a quality improvement 
coordinator and city employee with Austin- 
Travis Co. EMS since 1997. Last summer, her 
partner of 15 years was diagnosed with a para- 
thyroid tumor. Normally the size of a grain of 
rice, by the time the tumorous but benign 
gland was removed in November, it was as 
large as a plump grape. In that window of time, 
the couple spent $25,000 on surgery, hospital 
stays, tests, and medication. Their financial 
situation was already precarious after losing 
their home to a fire four years ago, so the 
medical treatment completely drained their 
savings account. Without insurance, the cou- 
ple enrolled in a shadowy program through 


which they paid up to $500 a month for dis- 
counts on procedures - only to learn later they 
could earn discounts themselves by paying in 
cash. “We lost our life savings because of this,” 
says Bottorff-Patton. “It was just like waiting for 
the next shoe to drop - what do you pay first? 
It’s a sense of constant dread.” 

Bottorff-Patton says other city employees are 
in similar situations, or courting that danger. 
“I’m not asking for anyone to pass judgment 
on how I live my life,” she continues. “It’s a 
difference between preventative medicine or 
reactive medicine. People who are uninsured or 
underinsured - who pays for that down the 
road? The taxpayers.” McCracken estimates the 
annual cost to the city of adding additional 
adults to its insurance at $200,000 for current 
employees, and $50,000 for retirees. Austin 
Human Resources director Cathy Rodgers says 
that cost was estimated “using the participa- 
tion from last time - around one percent.” Out 
of about 10,000 city employees, the number 
would come to 100. (When the program ended 
in 1994, just under 100 city employees were 
participating, and only 29 of those registered 
same-sex partners; the city’s estimate then was 
approximately $140,000 annually.) 

Taking the Risk 

So far, the measure has garnered support 
from the city’s organized workforce, including 
the Austin Association of Professional Firefight- 
ers and the Austin Police Association. “We 
believe it’s about people’s access to health 
care,” says police union president Mike 
Sheffield, among those who opposed the Prop. 
22 ban of the program in 1994. “I had some 
officers that were actually brave enough to tes- 
tify against the ban back then. ... It makes no 
sense to oppose it when you have the opportu- 
nity to put more people under health insur- 
ance,” he continues, describing a fellow officer 
who shares his home with his seriously ill 
brother. “Under the plus-one plan, he could

add anyone in his house.” Whatever the specific family 
circumstances, Sheffield sees the issue as one of fairness. 
“These officers go out and put their lives on the line - to 
penalize these officers for who they share their home or 
their bedroom with is ridiculous.” 

No organized opposition to the proposition, in the vein 
1994’s Concerned Texans, has yet surfaced, although the 
election is still two months away. Sally Aiello, executive 
director of the Travis Co. Republican Party, says the local 
GOP has no current position on the proposal and probably 
will not be adopting one. Thus far, the most high profile 
and vocal opponent of the measure happens to be a former 
cop: council member and Mayor Pro Tern Danny Thomas, 
who will be running for the mayor’s seat on the same ballot 
as Proposition 6. Thomas is also the only council member 
who supported the state constitutional ban on gay mar- 
riages and unions last November, and when Prop. 6’s

repeal of the ban on same-sex insurance coverage was con- 
sidered for council approval earlier this month, Thomas 
made clear his disapproval. “I think to be fair, if we are 
going to bring back an amendment that has been voted 
down by the citizens, I think we need to go and look at 
more detail than we did,” said Thomas, adding that while 
everyone deserves coverage, “there’s always other ways of 
providing it” - which ways those might be, he didn’t 
specify. Thomas also raised the issue of cost - as all Prop. 6 
does is allow for a program, and not institute one, the true 
cost to the city won’t be known until the city manager 
prepares the 2007 fiscal year budget. Finally, Thomas said 
bluntly he feels the amendment stands in direct conflict 
with the state’s Prop. 2, and he opposes it on moral 
grounds. “I think everybody on this council knows how I 
feel about . . . same sex marriage,” he concluded. 

“Always, somebody’s gonna do something,” says 
Maxey, when asked about potential opposition, noting 
that Texas received a “fairly good understanding on the 
most difficult gay and lesbian issue - marriage - just a 
few months ago.” But as he follows the debate of recent 
years, Maxey says he’s come to believe that “the nation 
has moved from ‘I don’t know about gay marriage,’ to 
thinking ‘domestic partnerships make sense’ ... a com- 
promised, center position.” 

The vote is “a risk,” concludes McCracken, but perhaps 
possibly less so following Prop. 2’s recent defeat in 
Austin. However, he continues, “We have a situation that 
is unfair right now, one that seriously harms families of 
city employees. I believe it’s a risk worth taking.” ■ 


The City Council has adopted ballot order and language for seven 
charter amendment propositions in all, to be considered by voters 
in the May 13 municipal election. The following proposals will 
appear on the ballot; we’ve added a few preliminary notes for vot- 
ers' consideration. - Michael King 


Prop. 1: Shall the City Charter be amended: (a) to require that all private cit- 
izens’ emails to any public official be placed on the City website in “real time,” 
including emails or electronic communications between private citizens and 
public officials in all City departments, including the Library Dept., Police Dept., 
City health clinics, and City departments handling utility bills and code enforce- 
ment, and limit the ability of citizens to keep private the details of these com- 
munications; (b) to require that the heads of all City departments, including the 
Police Dept., Parks Dept., Library Dept., all city manager’s staff and all city 
council members and their staff post online in real time information about all 
meetings and phone calls with private citizens; (c) to prohibit the City from 
exercising state law protection for information that could expose the City and 
taxpayers to greater financial and legal liability and risk; (d) to require the City 
to create at taxpayer expense an online electronic data system for most City 
communications and documents, which for the most part are already available 
to the public; and (e) to install and permanently operate such a system at an 
estimated cost of approximately $36 million initially and $12 million annually 
thereafter if fully implemented, which could require a tax increase equivalent to 
three cents per $100 valuation or a reduction in City services? 

AC note s: This is the “Clean Government” amendment submitted via peti- 
tion by the ACLU, the Electronic Frontier Foundation, Save Our Springs 
Alliance, and other groups, although it has been given ballot language by the 
City Council that emphasizes what the city considers the potential negative 
effects. Supporters say the amendment will make all city business, especially 
major incentive deals and police disciplinary matters, readily available to the 
public in a timely fashion and online. Opponents (as this language suggests) 
believe that the change is a burdensome and expensive imposition on city 
officials and invades the privacy of citizens (e.g., whistle-blowers) who may 
want to communicate information to officials with the expectation of privacy. 

Prop. 2: Shall the City Charter be amended to: (a) limit investment in roads, 
utilities, water quality infrastructure, drainage infrastructure, and other infra- 
structure extensions and capacity expansions in the Barton Springs Zone, which 
includes a large portion of southwest Austin and Travis County, including neigh- 
borhoods such as Oak Hill, Barton Hills, Zilker, Circle C, Travis Country, Village at 
Western Oaks, and Westcreek; (b) limit the City’s ability to influence develop- 
ment in proposed utility and special districts in the extraterritorial jurisdiction; 
(c) limit the City’s ability to enter into agreements that may subsidize private 
development in the Barton Springs Zone, such as solar energy rebates, SMART 
Housing incentives, and other rebates or subsidies; (d) make all ‘grandfather- 
ing’ decisions in the Barton Springs Zone under state law subject to city council 
approval; (e) disqualify certain individuals from exercising certain property 
rights under state law in the Barton Springs Zone; (f) severely limit the City's 
ability to enter into economic development agreements city-wide; and (g) pro- 
hibit the City from participating in or supporting certain road projects? 

AC notes: This is the “Clean Water" amendment proposed by the SOS 
Alliance, the Save Barton Creek Association, and other groups, although it 
has also been given ballot language by the City Council that emphasizes the 
potential negative effects. Supporters say it is necessary to establish perma- 
nently into Austin law the environmental principles embodied in the 1992 
Save Our Springs Ordinance, intended to protect the Edwards Aquifer and 
Barton Springs watershed but too often undermined by “grandfathered" 
major land transactions like the Southwest Parkway facility currently planned 
for Advanced Micro Devices, and to prevent major (toll) highway expansion 
over the watershed. Opponents say the proposal would rigidly restrict eco- 
nomic development throughout Austin, restrict infrastructure improvements 
throughout the Barton Springs zone and especially in the listed neighbor- 


hoods, and would in fact degrade water quality by making it more difficult for 
the city to improve sewage and water lines, or expand road service. 

Prop. 3: Shall the City Charter be amended to change the initial date of the 
term served by the mayor and council members to comply with a change in 
state election law? 

AC notes: This is essentially a clean-up provision responding to a recent 
change in state law that moved the uniform election date to the second 
Saturday in May and made the timing difficult for Austin city elections, espe- 
cially if there are run-offs - terms currently begin on June 15. The amend- 
ment would fix the base date in the charter but also allow flexibility by ordi- 
nance in the future, should the state calendar change again. 

Prop. 4: Shall the City Charter be amended to allow a council member or 
mayor first elected after April 30, 2006, to serve for three terms? 

AC notes: Term limits (two three-year terms) were first applied to the City 
Council in 1997, after a successful petition effort; council members can only 
seek re-election for additional terms by a fairly daunting petition process. 
Proponents of this amendment say two terms are insufficient for a council 
member to both learn the job and gain experience and influence in the city 
bureaucracy; opponents say two terms and the petition exception are plenty. 

Prop. 5: Shall the City Charter be amended to limit contributions from individu- 
als outside the Austin city limits, increase and adjust for inflation the aggregate 
contribution amount that a council member may collect and the maximum indi- 
vidual contribution to a candidate for city council, allow a person elected to city 
council to fund an account to pay officeholder expenses, and allow fundraising by 
unsuccessful candidates and retired council members to retire campaign debt? 
AC notes: This is an attempt to refine (and index to inflation) the cam- 
paign contribution limits imposed by the voters in 1997; contribution limits 
would be raised to $300 per person (from the current $100), overall limits 
would also be raised, and the regulations governing “in-city” contributions 
would be simplified by using ZIP codes rather than the literal city boundary. 
While there is much support for adjusting the limits, campaign finance 
reform groups say they’ll withhold support for this proposition if the council 
does not first act (by ordinance prior to the election) to place similar contri- 
bution limits on political action committees, which in recent years have 
become major independent players in city elections. 

Prop. 6: Shall the City Charter be amended to restore a city employee's abili- 
ty to purchase additional benefit coverage, by repealing Article IX, Section 4 
(Employee Benefits) of the City Charter? 

AC notes: This is the broader version of the “domestic partner” benefit 
that would repeal that part of the charter, approved by the voters in 1994, 
that forbids city employees from purchasing health coverage for an addition- 
al household adult. Here’s the charter language that would be repealed if 
Prop. 6 passes: 

City Charter. Article IX. Section 4: Emolovee Benefits 

City employee benefits shall be as provided in the approved “Personnel 
Policies”; provided such City employee benefits shall in no case be extended 
to any persons other than an employee's parents, spouse, children (including 
step-children, children for whom a court-ordered guardianship or conservator- 
ship has been assigned, qualified children placed pending adoption, and 
eligible grandchildren), sisters, brothers, grandparents, and the parents and 
grandparents of an employee's spouse; except as otherwise required by state 
or federal law. The term spouse as defined in the “Personnel Policies" shall 
mean the husband or wife of the employee. 

Prop. 7: Shall the City Charter be amended to increase the term served by a 
municipal court judge from two years to four years? 

AC notes: The municipal court handles parking and traffic violations, viola- 
tions of city ordinances, and other misdemeanor offenses. Supporters of this 
amendment point out that an appointed judge has barely begun her term 
before she must begin the reappiication process, and that most municipal 
courts in Texas use four-year terms. At this writing, there is no significant 
opposition to the amendment. 
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CAPITAL METRO SETS THE RECORD STRAIGHT 

To the community: 

As President/CEO of the Capital Metropolitan Transportation Authority (Capital Metro), 1 take exception to several points recently raised in the 
Austin American-Statesman regarding Capital Metro’s lease-purchase of commuter rail cars, our procurement process and our adherence to 
the state’s Open Meetings Act. 

First, Capital Metro's lease-purchase of rail cars is exactly that — a lease-purchase agreement with Banc of America Leasing and Capital LLC 
that enables Capital Metro to annually appropriate funds for the continuation of the agreement. The contract is not tied to Capital Metro’s sales 
tax revenue or federal funds, as a bond or debt would be. The interest rate is extremely favorable and will result in lower annual payments than 
those anticipated by Capital Metro in 2004, during a public education process prior to our successful referendum. 

Second, the Statesman has referred to proposals received during Capital Metro’s Request for Proposals (RFP) for the lease-purchase as “bids." 
The proposals requested during this RFP were not bids, but rather, proposals that included several elements such as overall interest cost, 
terms and conditions, funding structure, and relevant experience. Had this contract procurement been a bid process, bids would have been 
opened publicly on a set date and awarded based on the most responsive, lowest cost bid. 

Third, as evidenced by the Statesman’s own research, Capital Metro’s procurement process, designed to ensure vendors are chosen based on 
objective criteria, served our board of directors well by awarding the contract to the vendor who best met the RFP criteria. 

Fourth, Capital Metro’s procurement process allows public access to information, including the name, city, state and phone number of each 
vendor who chooses to receive the application, scope and criteria for every contract procurement. As a result of Capital Metro’s open access, 
potential vendors are subject to scrutiny by both journalists and the public. 

Capital Metro’s procurement policies have been benchmarked against those of other Texas agencies who conduct their procurement process 
under similar guidelines. The Texas Department of Transportation, San Antonio’s VIA Metropolitan Transit, Houston’s METRO, and the Texas 
Building and Procurement Commission all withhold information regarding vendor selection for Requests for Proposals or Qualifications until the 
board of directors or commission votes to award each contract. 

Many State of Texas agencies have adopted similar guidelines for providing full public access to information on vendors who participate in 
procurements, while allowing boards of directors or commissions first access to staff recommendations or selection committee decisions. 

Finally, the Statesman implies that a briefing received in executive session by Capital Metro’s Board of Directors on February 28 may have 
violated the Open Meetings Act. 

Our board members received a briefing from an attorney during this executive session, for legal advice regarding the lease-purchase contract 
scheduled for consideration on that day’s agenda. Specifically, Bill Moon of Jenkens and Gilchrist briefed board members about the distinction 
between loans or bonds versus lease-purchase acquisitions, which are subject to annual appropriations of funds. 

According to the terms of the lease-purchase, Capital Metro receives credit toward the purchase of the rail vehicles for each lease payment 
made, but reserves the right, without penalty, to discontinue the contract by not appropriating funds. At the end of the lease-purchase agree- 
ment, Capital Metro will have acquired full ownership of the rail cars. This executive session briefing was in compliance with Chapter 551 of 
the Texas Government Code, which permits consultation with attorneys. 

Capital Metro has taken many steps to ensure compliance with state and federal laws. We have designed a procurement process that ensures 
the award of contracts based on objective criteria, free from outside influences, but with information regarding all potential vendors available to 
and easily accessible by the public. 

We have hired an in-house ethics officer to oversee and monitor our daily conduct on all contracts, operations and workplace actions. And, 
we have established a practice of meeting regularly with the public to secure community input into every aspect of our services, such as the 
design of our bus routes, our customer service, our services for individuals with disabilities, our long-range transportation planning and most 
recently, our invitation to the public to assist in future transit planning to connect with our Urban Commuter Rail line. 

Both Capital Metro and the Statesman provide important public services. We look forward to working with the Statesman, so that together, 
we may both best serve our Central Texas community.

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DAVID HUNTSBERGER: The EVOL mind of David Huntsberger 


More fun than a barrel of Scopes Monkey 
Trials, David Huntsberger’s brand of stand-up 
straddles all things rascally and erudite. 
Taking audiences on a comic odyssey about 
evolution and de facto social Darwinism, the 
26-year-old Huntsberger displays a distinctly 
Kubrickian view of humankind’s relationships 
with technology. In a sly wink to Arthur C. 
Clarke’s sci-fi connect-the-dots leap of simian 
to spaceman, one recent show opened with 
Huntsberger's Shatner-esque interpretative 
reading of a Pixies song, careening the nar- 
rative elsewhere before the “this monkey’s 
gone to heaven’’ chorus - a reference no 
doubt lost on the audience’s classic rockers 
and comedy clubbers expecting Craig “The 
Lovemaster” Shoemaker catchphrase fodder. 

But bottom line, it’s all just jokes for this 
former K-12 substitute teacher, who holds a 
degree in civil engineering from Colorado 
State. “[My act] is like a minithesis, but it’s 
a fake one. My heart’s not really that into it. 

I don’t want to get up there and be like, ‘You 
gotta listen to this!’ If anything, it’s whimsi- 
cally offensive. I’m not saying anyone’s in 
the wrong.” Indeed, Huntsberger delights 
most in deflating all airs of superiority, be it 
in thrift-store hipsters, elderly health nuts, or 


equine society elitism toward NASCAR. Even 
Lucy, the infamous partial fossil skeleton, is 
skewed as less a missing link than a bad 
case of monkey scoliosis. 

Huntsberger’s profile has taken a steady 
rise since his move to Austin by way of San 
Diego in the fall of 2004. He was a finalist 
in last year's Funniest Person in Austin con- 
test and recently performed on Comedy 
Central’s Premium Blend, a veritable Good 
Housekeeping seal of approval for young 
comics. Despite growing up in a family that 
loved to laugh, stand-up wasn’t an early avo- 
cation for the Reno, Nev., native. “My mom 
used to take us a lot to the comedy clubs in 
Reno, because of all the casinos, but they 
always booked the shittiest, hackiest com- 
ics. Essentially, the first guy would be awful, 
and the second guy would be some up-and- 
comer who was just getting booked as a 
middler, but good, and we’d crack up and go, 
‘God this is funny!’ But then you’d have this 
old codger, like a 60-year old dude who played 
some weird character and would just eat his 
own balls for an hour. It was like, ‘Oh, kill 
me!’ So I associated stand-up with that.” 

Although his easygoing onstage manner 
hints at a penchant for voices, David rele- 



gates character portrayals like his Darling Danny 
Dingleman, a dig on “that Eighties joke-throwing 
style of comedy,” to The Hooligan Show, the 
revue he created with core members Doug 
Mellard, Scott Calonico, Stacey Mead, and Daniel 
Jackson. Despite having just a handful of perfor- 
mances under their belts, the Hooligans fre- 
quently manage to attain the heights of local alt- 
sketch comedy zenith the Hyper Jackson 
Chamber. Be it stand-up or sketch comedy, David 
Huntsberger is leaving audiences eep-eeping.

ART OUTSIDE: 

Taking art to another place 

For some, “art” can be a terrifying 
word. Art is that stuff that hangs in galler- 
ies and museums, yes? The stuff that 
adorns the walls in waiting rooms and 
lobbies, right? Art is for the inside, not 
the outside. Unless you’re Tyler Hanson. 
Hanson has spent the last 10 years 
roaming the country, organizing new and 
original art shows. A couple of years ago, 
when his friend Albert DeLoach pur- 
chased a few acres of forested land 
smack-dab in the middle of Austin on 
West Bouldin Creek, close to the corner 
of Oltorf and South Lamar, and dubbed it 
the Enchanted Forest, Hanson took one 
look and said, “Let's put on a show!” 

“Art Outside is a model of how to rein- 
vent the art show by taking art and plac- 
ing it outside of its normal context, its 
normal box,” says Hanson. “And in the 
Enchanted Forest, we have the opportuni- 
ty to take people to another place, to cre- 
ate another world. You walk in here, and 
you have no idea what you’re going to 
see. The whole forest is full of this art, 
this creation.” 

Hanson’s not exaggerating. The wood 
is filled with 120 plots, each occupied by 
a different visual artist or group of art- 
ists. They work in mixed media, multime- 
dia, photography, acrylics, pottery, oils, 
and pen and ink. One artist draws only 
on the pages of the New York Times; 
another makes exquisite pottery. They 
have folks working in embroidery, water- 
color, Prismacolor, wire art, and sculp- 
ture. They have collage, decoupage, 
stained glass, etching, and jewelry. They 
have printmakers, illustrators, costumers, 
and installations, art you can enter into 
and be surrounded by. 

And that’s only the beginning. They 
have a dozen children’s workshops and, 
on weekend afternoons, bunches of per- 
formances for kids, including juggling, uni- 
cycling, and a drum class. In the evenings 
they have stuff for grownups, with more 
than 30 bands rotating in and out, playing 
on a stage overlooking the creek. “Plus, 
we have strolling bands like the Sour 
Mash Hug Band or the International 
Troubadours or the Dolomites," says 
Hanson. “We have dance performances. 
We have a troupe called RAD; they do 
spoken-word dance performance. We have 
a group called Dingus Kahn; they’re in 
cocoons dancing, and we project onto 
them at night. We have comedians, spo- 
ken-word artists, and slam poets. We’re 
going to have a Poet’s Cafe with Thom 
the World Poet. We have the Baruzaland 
Shadow Puppet Theater every night at 
midnight with a harp player and a live 
band.” For a complete listing of artists 
and events, visit www.artoutside.org. 

Given the mere pittance they’re charg- 
ing at the gate, they can’t be raking in 
much dough. So why the massive under- 
taking? “Because we need it,” says Han- 
son. “The world needs art. Art is the best 
way to communicate the sign of the times, 
the madness of the times, explain our 
ongoing reality. Art has always been the 
leader of the revolution.” Or perhaps more 
simply, as participant Mason McFee, a 
printmaker and illustrator, says, “I like to 
make art; you should, too." - Barry Pineo 
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et’s say, just for the sake of argu- 
# W ment, that you go strolling up the 

1 Avenue one fine day and find the 
Texas State Capitol completely 
covered in yellow fabric. I mean, 
completely covered, from the cornerstone up 
to the Goddess of Liberty’s star, every square 
inch of pink granite - House chamber, Senate 
chamber, dome, all of it - obscured by a mil- 
lion square feet of polypropylene fabric the 
shade of a yellow rose (and tied down with 
50,000 feet of cobalt blue rope). Three weeks 
our capitol looks like this, and then it doesn’t. 
The statehouse-sized Christmas present is 
unwrapped, the wrapping taken away, and the 
building looks like it has every time the Lege 
has come to town since the thing was built. 

What, you might be asking yourself, was 
the point of that? Why wrap a building in 
the first place? And if you’re going to go to 
all that trouble of covering it up, expend all 
those resources, why un cover it after less than 
a month? Why go so far out of your way to 
create something so monumental and yet so 
ephemeral? Is there a point? 

Valid questions all, and there may be no 
better time to find some answers in our town 
than now. More attention is being paid here 
to large-scale, temporary public art - and let’s 
get it out of the way straight off, this kind of 
work is art - than any time in the last 25 years. 
From upstart nonprofits, such as Austin Green 
Art, to academic programs like Land Arts of the 
American West in UT’s Department of Art & Art 
History, from under-the-radar shows by younger 
artists, such as Heather Johnson’s “Cracks in the 
Pavement,” to major exhibitions at the Austin 
Museum of Art, the city is full of artists thinking 
about, talking about, and making art that’s big, 
that’s transforming our public spaces, and that’s 
here today, gone tomorrow. In fact, this week, 
AMOA is bringing to town Christo and Jeanne- 
Claude, if not the grandpere and grandmere of 
monumental, ephemeral public art, then surely 
its most recognized and vocal proponents in the 
world today. They should be pleased to know 
that the work they’ve been engaged in for 45 
years running is active here, creating “gentle dis- 
turbances,” to borrow Christo’s phrase, across 
the face of our community. 


Common Ground 

That word “community” is key to getting 
a grasp on the kind of art that Christo and 
Jeanne-Claude have pioneered and which is 
generating so much activity today. It’s not 
about the wall of the gallery or museum, about 
some enclosed, private corner of a city visited 
by the merest fraction of the populace. It’s 
designed precisely for the territory traversed 
by you and me and the other citizens around 
us, the terrain where we meet and interact and 
do business with one another and relax from 
such business. It’s where we commune, our 
common ground, and as such is some place an 
artist’s work not only may be seen by a greater 
number and variety of people than in a muse- 
um but may tap whatever civic identity we have 
invested in that spot. Think Barton Springs 
Pool. Think the Congress Avenue Bridge. Think 
Mount Bonnell. 

Such sites are fertile ground for art. The 
meaning they have for us, cultivated by history 
and the consensus of a citizenry that for what- 
ever reasons they matter, seem to make almost 
any creative expression at them all the richer 
and more resonant. In Dee McCandless’ swim- 
mers’ ballet Waterworks, Sally Jacques’ medi- 
tative performance Body Count, and Glenna 
Goodacre’s statue of Dobie, Bedichek, and 
Webb, the power of the art was heightened 
expressly by its being at Barton Springs. All 
these pieces drew on the power of the place in 
our public life and wouldn’t have worked on us 
in quite the way they have in a more traditional 
artistic setting. 

Of course, precisely because so much of 
our communal identity is bound up in such 
spaces, we tend to be very protective of them. 
As Christo has noted, they are “full of regula- 
tions, ownerships, jurisdictions, meanings” 
and tend to be carefully overseen by politi- 
cians and urban planners. We may be willing 
to have a work of art added permanently to a 
public site, but we don’t want it to mess with 
what we find important about that place. Most 
of the time, that means a prolonged review 
process with ample time for scrutiny of the 
proposed artwork and input from citizens. And

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that, opines Austin artist Hunter Cross, “can 
easily lead to conservative thinking because of 
the number of checkboxes that must be filled. 
Works may never gain approval because of 
their complexity, their reliance on the artist’s 
personal history, or their aesthetic uniqueness. 
Indeed, familiarity is funding’s best friend. 

“For example, the Stevie Ray Vaughan statue 
on Austin’s Hike and Bike Trail is an obvi- 
ous choice for permanence and institutional 
approval because it memorializes a regional 
celebrity, markets the city as musician-friendly, 
and is made of a traditional art material. But 
what new cultural discussions did our funding 
of this sculpture inspire? None.” 

Here Today ••• 

So what’s an artist who wants to tap that 
power of the public space but not be creatively 
hogtied by bureaucracy to do? One of the most 
obvious and simplest ways to escape the strait- 
jacket that is the approval process for new per- 
manent public art is just make it not permanent. 
Treat the site like an exhibition space that’s 
available only for a limited time frame. The work 
goes up on this day and comes down on that 
one. It not only skirts some of the bureaucratic 
requirements, it lessens the public anxiety that a 
beloved locale will be ruined. “Basically, we are 


borrowing that space and use it intricately for a 
short time.” Christo says of his projects. 

It certainly opens up the possibilities for 
what an artist can do. You aren’t bound to 
the bronze or stone that will endure wind and 
weather or the recognizable likeness of the 
human figure, limitations imposed by an indef- 
inite installation. “By specifically choosing to 
create temporary public works, an artist is 
able to consider different materials, concepts, 
and spaces that may be off-limits for the more 
traditional domain of permanent public art,” 
notes Cross, who explored some of these ideas 
in the recent Open Doors Collective exhibition 
“In Between.” “The requirements change from 
‘last forever’ to ‘simply exist.’” 

That’s not to say that public art with a short 
shelf life is without certain dangers. Cross 
believes that “temporary work is historically 
problematic because it makes itself and its ideas 
easily replaceable. The public is asked to con- 
sider an art experience of little consequence.” 
But others argue that the ephemeral quality 
of this kind of work is part of what gives it such 
strength, such beauty. Eva Buttacavoli, AMOA’s 
director of exhibitions and education, speaks of 
the impermanence in art creating “a fragility, an 
urgency in the object/project.” Certainly, that 
message came through in the museum’s exhibit 
of work by Scottish sculptor Andy Goldsworthy 


a year ago. His creations of leaves and twigs 
and snowballs and spiderwebs, which now 
exist only in the photographs he took of them, 
were poignant in their delicacy, quietly speak- 
ing to the transience of all things. 

Christo, whose works with Jeanne-Claude 
take years, even decades, to realize but rarely 
last more than a few weeks, has spoken of 
a similar quality that informs their efforts: 
“the quality of love and tenderness that we 
human beings have for what does not last.” 
For instance, he said in one interview, “we have 
love and tenderness for childhood because we 
know it will not last. We have love and tender- 
ness for our own life because we know it will 
not last. That quality of love and tenderness, 
we wish to donate it, endow our work with it 
as an additional aesthetic quality. The fact that 
the work does not remain creates an urgency to 
see it. For instance, if someone were to tell you, 
‘Oh, look on the right, there is a rainbow,’ you 
will never answer, ‘I will look at it tomorrow.’” 

Size Matters 

That sense of urgency Christo speaks of can 
be intensified when the scale of a work is too big 
to ignore: 1 1 islands surrounded by pink fabric, 
7,500 gates along the walkways of a park, a gov- 
ernment building completely covered in fabric. 


Buttacavoli notes that “large-scale assumes a 
quality of the magnificent - in both nature and 
the built environment - and can invoke awe in 
its realization (the Grand Canyon, the Great 
Pyramids, Maya Lin’s Vietnam War Memorial) 
and disappointment, fear, and sometimes a 
secret glee in its aberrations or failures (tsuna- 
mis, the collapse of the World Trade Center, the 
eyesore of the Intel building).” 

In the world we inhabit, however, we’ve 
grown unaccustomed to creative work on a 
large scale beyond a few socially sanctioned 
rituals. That kind of manufactured magnifi- 
cence is pretty much reserved for Olympic cer- 
emonies and Super Bowl halftimes, and even 
their epic appeal is diluted by their clockwork 
appearances. We see them coming months in 
advance, their preparation is trumpeted for 
all to hear. “We are bombarded by trivial and 
repetitious things. Every time the same thing 
again,” says Christo, which makes something 
grand that we’ve never seen before and never 
will again, that appears and vanishes in weeks 
- 3,100 umbrellas opened simultaneously in 
two countries separated by an ocean, a white 
nylon fence extending some 25 miles along the 
Pacific coast - “a demonstration of absolute 
freedom and total irrationality.” The artist has 
no illusions about such works’ importance in

Getting Christo & Jeanne-Claude 

As part of its exhibit “Christo and Jeanne-Claude: The Wurth Museum Collection,” the Austin 
Museum of Art invited anyone who had experienced the artists’ work to share their feelings 
about it in a special Austin Responds program at the museum’s Laguna Gloria site. Here are 
two local respondents with sentiments that help explain the appeal of the couple's works. - R.F. 


LINDA BALL 

I had heard of Christo before 1995 but not 
paid much attention. We had purchased a 
poster of Surrounded Islands just because it 
worked with a color scheme in an office we 
were decorating! But in 1995, some of my 
friends were going to Berlin, and it happened 
to coincide with when the Wrapped Reichstag 
was finally going to be realized. I like Berlin 
and went along. When we arrived, the wrap- 
ping was not quite finished. There were still 
guys rappelling down, securing ropes. There 
were large crowds on the plaza lawn extending 
in front of the Reichstag. As soon as we start- 
ed taking pictures, watching how the light 
changed the appearance as it reflected off 
the metallic fabric, we realized that they had 
created something akin to painting or drawing 
right on the icon of Berlin. We went back mul- 
tiple times. We were thrilled to get little one- 
inch square swatches of test fabric from vol- 
unteers and to snap picture after picture. As 
we made our way around, doing things like 
taking a boat ride on the Spree or climbing up 
the Siegessaule (Victory Column) miles away, 
there would be the Reichstag ... made into a 
pencil drawing on the landscape of the city by 
the wrapping. I sorted through postcards and 
posters and went to an exhibit of some of 
Christo’s originals. I started to understand 
that I loved his work because I liked the 
mixed media and the maps and architectural 
drawings. And I started to see that he 
sketched something, then realized it on a 
grand scale on the face of the landscape. 

I guess you could say I was a fan after 
that. Some of my friends had seen the Pont 


Neuf project earlier, and we all said we’d go 
to New York for The Gates if it ever was real- 
ized. We made the trip, too. My husband 
made this one as well. We got to see the 
park before it snowed and after and with the 
fabric still and with it whipping in the wind. 
We got to see the park from high up in the 
restaurant Asiate in the Mandarin Oriental 
Hotel. We walked far north on both sides of 
the park, too, dipping in for different views 
and photo ops. It was amazing. And one pic- 
ture I shot, with light and shadow just so and 
bare limbs of trees in the background and 
the street through the park in the foreground, 
well, it looked to me like one of Christo’s 
drawings, come to life. 

I’ll be at the lecture on March 30, listening 
to Christo and Jeanne-Claude talk about the 
Arkansas River project, and I’ll be plotting 
about how to make sure I see it in person if 
and when it happens. I feel like fans planning 
to be “inside” the works and being there on 
site is a part of the projects as surely as the 
conceptional drawings, the wrangling with 
local authorities for permission, the volun- 
teers, the planning, and all of that. I even 
think that all the pictures the fans take, point- 
ing their cameras at the works as they morph 
and change in the light and wind with their 
friends and family in the foreground, are part 
of the finished product. 

MARGIE S. ALFORD 

I guess (I first learned about Christo and 
Jeanne-Claude) when I read something about 
them in the paper. This was back in 1976. 
They showed the film Running Fence on the

grounds of Laguna Gloria, and it was one of 
those magical evenings. I was just mesmer- 
ized. Because it showed Christo dealing with 
different ranchers and councilmen and trying 
to get access to these private lands, so the 
fence could run down to the Pacific Ocean, 
and his tenacity was just remarkable. I found 
myself getting caught up in it, as did the 
ranchers. It was so heartwarming to see peo- 
ple love something that they never thought 
they would. 

Then I kept following Christo. I thought, 

“I’ve got to go see those islands [Surrounded 
Islands],” but I never did. But I did get to go 
see The Gates. To be there was wonderful, to 
stand under them and walk through them, to 
see lovers taking pictures of one another in 
front of them, to feel the enthusiasm of the 
other people. They dropped their usual neces- 
sary isolation, and suddenly there was this 


camaraderie. You’d find yourself turning to a 
stranger and saying, “Isn’t it wonderful?” and 
they would say, “Yes, this is our third time.” 

I always am exhilarated by Christo and 
Jeanne-Claude’s work. It’s not the looking at it 
as much as the thought about what's behind 
their work: the thinking that led to the cre- 
ation, the planning, the tenacity. Most of us 
might get an idea, and we fantasize our way 
through it, decide we can’t [make it happen], 
and go to something familiar, like having 
someone over to dinner. The Javacheffs 
[Christo and Jeanne-Claude] are an inspiration 
for achieving what might seem impossible at 
first. Imagine! Fifty-some-odd miles of saffron 
in Central Park ... and millions of us going to 
walk under, around, through ... it’s wonderful! 
I’ve never been crazy about Colorado, but I 
know I’ll go one more time to see their cov- 
ered Arkansas River.

The Gates made a big impression on Austin artist Randy Jewart, a 
work that was simple, elegant, and powerful. "And I thought, ‘We 
should have our own Gates project. We should have gates in all our 
parks, and our gates should look like wreaths, gigantic wreaths, with 
garlands and vines and flowers.’ I didn’t know that AMOA was going 
to do a Christo show this year, i didn’t know until November, and then 
I was, ‘We have to try to do it.’ There’s not enough time, but it’s the 
time, right? There’s not going to be a time in Austin when there will 
be that correlation between what that project was and what it meant 
to the international art community and this project and what it means 
to this community.’’ 

Fortunately, Jewart had an organization in place and a couple of 
years’ worth of experience planning and executing big public-art 
events. In 2004, he and Raul Garza founded Austin Green Art, a non- 
profit that seeks to ‘‘create and install public artworks that reflect 
Austin’s love of the natural environment.” That might seem a narrow 
niche, but the brief history of Austin Green Art reveals the opposite 
to be true, as well as how much one small nonprofit can accomplish 
in less than two years. When the Austin Museum of Art hosted its 
Andy Goldsworthy show, Jewart collaborated with artists Beverly Penn 
and Margo Sawyer to transform Wooldridge Square into a giant 
Goldsworthy-esque sculpture, with bumps, lines, and circles made by 
volunteers using straw, leaves, and 200 bales of hay. Last summer 
Austin Green Art presented “Green Wave,” an exhibition of seven 
environmental art installations in five spots across the city. In 
September, it hosted Dutch-American sculptor Mari Shields' first work 
in Texas with the Umlaut Sculpture Garden & Museum. (The sculp- 
ture, made from a fallen live oak tree, is on display at the Umlaut 


through September 2006.) That month it also created Cup City, a 
monumental collage commissioned by Starbucks for the Austin City 
Limits Music Festival incorporating more than 25,000 recycled coffee 
cups, aluminum cans, and plastic bottles. (Legge Lewis Legge of 
Austin designed the work.) 

Now, Austin Green Art is on to The Gates - or at least its local vari- 
ation. In Jewart’s sort of fast-cheap-and-out-of-control adaptation, the 
project is centered on Earth Day 2006 - April 23 - and will feature 
100 “Green Gates,” 12-foot cedar frames, each displaying a banner 
of original artwork, installed in parks and green spaces all across the 
city. The final locations have yet to be set, but they might include 
Pease Park, Zilker, St. Edward’s University, UT, Huston-Tillotson, and 
neighborhood sites. Twenty-five of the Gates are designed by kids 
working with “Idea Man for the Future” Ian Cion. It’s part of an overall 
plan to develop a new citywide celebration around Earth Day, with a 
revue of music, dance, spoken word, and short theatre works at the 
Umlaut, a benefit concert, and more. “For me, this project is about 
what's happening right here with other artists and environmental 
groups, and corporate sponsors, and the community-building that can 
take place through a project of this scale,” Jewart says. “It’s a lot of 
logistics to coordinate on a ridiculously short time frame, but we’re 
bumbling our way through it with good intentions, and people are 
responding.” 

Even Jewart is surprised by how far Austin Green Art has come in 
so short a time. “It's way ahead of where I thought it would be ever. I 
was here 4V2 years before I ever started this project and was really 
frustrated with the arts scene here. So my internal expectations 
weren’t super high, but at the same time I think that if we can keep 
building on the kind of things we’re doing, we should be the biggest 
arts organization in town, just because we plan to do things with the 
community in the parks and in public space.”

the great scheme of things. “The world can 
live without Umbrellas, without Valley Curtain 
or Running Fence,” he has said. “They have no 
other reason to be there except poetical creativ- 
ity, total creativity.” And yet that’s what draws 
us to them, because they are, in his words, 
“sublime unique things.” 

And the greater the size, the more magnifi- 
cent the gesture, the more the work generates 
a kind of gravity, drawing people to it, people 
across the social spectrum, the cultural wave- 
length: young and old, rich and poor, knowl- 
edgeable about art and not. 

First-Person 

Austin artist Randy Jewart, who has been 
immersed in the creation of large-scale public 
works through his organization Austin Green 
Art (see sidebar), recalls the effect that The 
Gates had on New York City: “The vibe in 
the city was just amazing. We were down in 
TriBeCa having breakfast at some little diner, 
and you could hear people: ‘Yeah, let’s go up to 
Central Park and see that thing.’ And it was not 
the art crowd. It was just pervasive throughout 
the town. When we got up there, it became 
clear to me that the project was about inviting 
the city of New York to take a stroll. It was that 
simple and that elegant and that powerful. And 
people did it, and when people were there, you 
had this vibe, with thousands and thousands of 
the most sophisticated people in the world just 
walking around like kids, happy and checking 
it out. It was amazing.” 

Jeanne-Claude has witnessed this effect with 
her and Christo’s projects time and again, a 
transformation in people generated by their 
exposure to something singular. “You can see the 
people change,” she has said. “They start smil- 
ing at each other, they start talking to each other; 
they are in a completely different state of mind. 
[It] is very rewarding for us because they feel 
that freedom and they feel that they are witness- 
ing something that happens once in a lifetime.” 

“The key is to experience it,” says Jewart of 
monumental, ephemeral public art like The 
Gates. “When you see a picture of it, it looks

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kind of weird, and you’re like, ‘Why would 
you put all that stuff in Central Park?’ But 
when you’re there, it explains itself.” 

Once you get beyond the rationality of such 
work, beyond our distinctly American preoc- 
cupation with the cost of things, beyond the 
concern for waste (did I mention that all of 
the materials in Christo and Jeanne-Claude’s 
projects - and Austin Green Art’s, for that mat- 
ter - are recycled after the work is done?), it’s 
about the moment you saw something beautiful 
and brief and happened to share it with some- 
one else. You might as well call it the Rainbow 
Connection (if the Muppets don’t mind). 

"The key is to experience it," says 
Jewart of monumental, ephemeral 
public art like The Gates. "When you 
see a picture of it, it looks kind of 
weird. But when you're there, 
it explains itself." 

Ultimately, large-scale temporary public art 
“becomes more about experience than the 
materials,” agrees Buttacavoli, and she thinks 
that may help explain the current surge of 
interest in it locally. “One thing I figured out 
about Austin the first year I moved here is 
that Austinites are experiential! Listen to an 
Austinite talk about his or her favorite subject 
- Austin - and it is all about experiences: It 
is hot summer afternoons at Barton Springs, 
it is Zilker Park’s Trail of Lights, it is Eeyore’s 
Birthday, it is SXSYSj it is ACL Festival, a UT 
game, the Fine Arts Festival, La Dolce Vita, 
the First Night Parade. It is a rainbow of cel- 
ebration of things temporary, collaborative, 
outdoors, and transformative. 

“So the question I ask myself, and the ques- 
tion I feel the (Christo andJeanne-Claude) exhi- 
bition and the artists’ current work provokes 
is: How do we transplant our values of appre- 
ciation of art (traditionally found in a museum 
setting) into an experience found in a public 
setting/or happened upon in the environment? 
And I would answer that with another question: 
So how wide is your definition of art?” ■

BRANWELL: A NOVEL OF 
THE BRONTE BROTHER 

by Douglas A. Martin 
Soft Skull, 256 pp., $13.95 (paper) 

It would be reasonable to fear 
that, in writing Branwell: A Novel of 
the Bronte Brother, Douglas A. 

Martin would scare off that seg- 
ment of the population who unwill- 
ingly trudged through Wuthering 
Heights in high school or fell asleep 
reading the CliffsNotes of Jane Eyre. 

As large as the cult of Bronte is, 
there is a sizable population for 
whom the mention of Heathcliff or 
Rochester only provokes dismal memories of AP 
English. Still, even for those who'd rather read 
Encyclopaedia Britannica cover to cover than revisit the 
Brontes, Branwell is a worthwhile read, a novel that 
recalls the best aspects of those books - the damp, 
dark, and foreboding heaths; the madness; the unseem- 
ly secrets lurking in the attic - but lacks their more con- 
ventional features, not least the happy endings. 

Branwell is a novel describing not so much the arc of 
Branwell’s character as his steady decline. Branwell is 
an alcoholic and an opium addict, and the novel approx- 
imates his intoxication brilliantly; his own experience is 
portrayed viscerally and vividly, with heightened sensa- 
tion and drama, while all else seems described as if 
obscured by a thick moorland fog. Though academics 
have often theorized that Branwell’s downfall was 
spurred by an unsuccessful affair with the appropriately 
named Mrs. Robinson, whose son he tutored, Martin 
takes a different tack entirely, positing that Branwell’s 
madness was a result of his struggle with his own 


homosexuality. Though Martin is not the first to 
suggest this, his alternative interpretations of his- 
torical facts form a cohesive and convincing por- 
trait of the lost, forgotten Bronte. Martin is also a 
poet, and his painterly depictions of the English 
countryside and the Brontes’ own parsonage - 
complete with graveyard and listing, crumbling 
tombstones - set a scene fertile with inspiration 
for the sisters’ novels. The book also makes inter- 
esting suggestions as to Branwell's hand in the 
writing of Wuthering Heights and his potential role 
as the inspiration for Charlotte's madwoman, but 
it is also a compelling story without regard to its 
intertextual connections. 

It takes time to adjust to the narrative’s style, 
which is syntactically unconventional, replete with 
question-markless questions, unattributed dialogue, and 
midsentence tense changes (also, puzzlingly, “Bronte’’ 
is spelled correctly on the cover but without the diaere- 
sis throughout the book, which is initially distracting). At 
first, its voice seems to be that of unjaded youth, when 
everything seems possible and is therefore weighted with 
a gravitas lost in adulthood. The Bronte sisters are con- 
vinced that brother Branwell will be the family's salvation, 
a hope that even a reader unfamiliar with the family’s his- 
tory knows will not be realized, a suspicion confirmed 
as the narration grows darker. It's a challenge to write 
from a naive perspective about characters whose fates 
are predetermined, and at times Martin’s writing falters 
and recalls the winking smugness and condescension 
characteristic of omniscient Regency narrators. For the 
most part, though, Martin's lyric, opium-dream narrative 
is evocative enough that one inhabits Branwell’s own 
dark skull-cave. Though rooted in the past, Branwell is a 
distinctly modern novel, and its protagonist a modern 
and (yes, I’ll say it) existential antihero. - Jess Sauer 



CARRY ME DOWN 

by MJ. Hyland 
Canongate, 342 pp., $23 

Carry Me Down is the story of John 
Egan, a strange boy with a strange gift: Fie 
can detect lies with his body. According to 
him, white lies make his ears tingle, bigger 
lies make him vomit. As the 12-year-old is 
obsessed with the Guinness World Records, 
he figures he’s got his ticket into the annals 
of extraordinariness. But is John a reliable 
narrator, or is he, simply put, a nut job? 

As he grows to frightening proportions 
(his mother is constantly worrying about his 
excessive size), so does his “gift,” which he 
records in his “Gol of Seil.” Meanwhile, his 
family is collapsing around his considerable feet. Set in the small town 
of Gorey, Ireland, Carry Me Down is not only the story of a boy faced with 
all the regular (why does he want to lie naked with his friend Brendan 
during a sleepover?) and irregular tinglings of adolescence, it is the story 
of addiction, loyalty, silence, and violence - both domestic and institu- 
tional. The backdrop of John’s remarkable development is a vicious 
school environment and a domestic situation marked by alcoholism, 
gambling, and heartbreaking manipulation. All this culminates in a 
shocking attempted murder that is both unsettling and, to some degree, 
unsurprising. The real, tragic story, then, is not one of a boy possessing 
magical powers, but of a boy whose psyche is unraveled by the obtuse, 
negligent adults in his life. 

Fiyland’s prose is fluid and unassuming, compassionate but detached, 
and she is able to infuse John's narration with the appropriate degree of 
wonder, shame, neediness, and confusion of this almost-unhinged naif. 
This makes for many discomfiting, plodding moments, but the reader’s 
diligence is repaid in such memorable scenes as when a passionate 
teacher enacts a delicious comeuppance upon a classroom bully. Like 
life itself, this novel is largely uncomfortable; the trick is to cherish the 
transcendent moments. - Melanie Haupt

Veggie Heaven 

A visit to Angel Valley Organic Farm

Just about the last place you might expect to see a lush, self-sufficient, 
certified organic farm would be among the scrubby hills and limestone 
cliffs of Jonestown, Texas. But you will: Angel Valley Organic Farm lies 
in an honest-to-goodness little valley nestled in the arid, hardscrabble 
slopes just west of Austin, not far from the shores of Lake Travis. It’s a 
lovely 15-acre spread of flat, fertile farmland lovingly stewarded by farm- 
ers John and Jo Dwyer, who not only grow abundant and completely 
organic vegetables but, twice every week, they man (ahem, person) two 
lively farmstands, selling their gorgeous produce in North Austin and 
Jonestown to fanatically regular customers. 

Beyond its unlikely geographic position, Angel Valley Organic Farm is just 
full of surprises and anomalies. Like so much of the land around Austin, it 
was originally part of a 242-acre family ranch, but now lies hidden within 
a “gated community” with mushrooming housing developments creeping 
ever closer. However, once inside the high deer fences enclosing the farm, 
it’s hard to believe that the exurbs are a mere stone’s throw away. On the 
cloudless, warm spring day that I visited - with bees navigating the fra- 
grantly blossoming crop rows, free-range chickens foraging officiously, and 
watchful hawks circling the surrounding hills - it seemed a very long way 
from the city and, for that matter, from the 21st century. 

The Farm That Car Parts Built 

So, how did this unlikely little piece of paradise come about? Like 
other small organic farmers I’ve met, the Dwyers’ path to Angel Valley 
was a circuitous one. Jo, originally from Indiana, and John, from Ohio, 
met at Ball State University, where both obtained fine-arts degrees. They 
wanted out of the Midwest and, after visiting friends here in 1980, 
decided Austin was the place for them. Within a matter of months, they 
were happily ensconced in Hyde Park. “We were 23 and tended to do 
things impulsively,” Jo says. “Actually, we still do.” John learned organic 
practices at the Sunshine Community Gardens, and “from the beginning, 
we had a big garden wherever we lived, but the idea of farming hadn’t yet 
crossed our radar. And, believe me, there’s a world of difference between 
gardening and farming.” 

In prefarm days, Jo worked as a legal assistant, and John cut his 
business teeth as part-owner of a successful auto body parts company. 
In 1995, the company was bought out, and John morphed into gen- 




eral manager. By then, the Dwyers had moved to the hillside suburbs of 
Jonestown overlooking Angel Valley and began kicking around the idea of 
a farm as “a business we could do together, at home, nothing to do with 
lawyers or corporations.” 

When they began searching for suitable farmland, they never dreamed 
they’d find it just down the hill, with rare deep, rich soil in an area known 
mainly for caliche. In 1996, they purchased their property on the banks 
of Bloody Hollow Creek. Jo cheerfully explains that farms traditionally are 
named for adjacent water, but the Dwyers couldn’t quite reconcile that 
creek name with their vision of an organic farm, so they opted for the 
more peaceful-sounding Angel Valley. After installing the requisite deer 
fences and clearing the fields, they built their farmhouse, planted two 
seasons of soil-nourishing cover crops, and, by 1999, were selling certified 
organic produce at the Westlake Farmers’ Market. 

Today, it’s hard to fathom the vast variety of produce that the Dwyers 
grow and sell, particularly considering that they rotate the fields and usu- 
ally only two to three acres are in active production at any given time. 
In cooler weather, for example, there are carrots, broccoli, cauliflower, 
leeks, potatoes, turnips, winter squashes, peas, onions, spinach, beets, 
and many varieties of greens. In the warm and hot seasons, they grow 
11 varieties of tomatoes, cucumbers, summer squashes, various peppers 
and herbs, beans, melons, okra, corn, and more. They also periodically 
market honey from their three hives and free-range eggs (although if the 
new National Animal Identification System regulations pass, they feel they 
won’t be able to continue to raise chickens; see austinchronicle.com/issues/ 
dispatch/2006-03-17/pols feature2.html and austinchronicle.com/issues/ 
dispatch/2006-03-17/food foodofile.html). 

Apples in Central Texas? 

One of the bigger surprises at Angel Valley Organic Farm is the stand of 
120 little apple trees, neatly espaliered in the European style along a 600- 
foot fenceline, meticulously pruned like grapevines to bear the most fruit 
in the smallest footprint. Apples? Yes, indeed: Gala, Crispin, Braeburn, 
Fuji, and Granny Smith. The trees will blossom in late March for their 
third season, and, if the experiment works, the proud Dwyers will have 
their first crop of apples by late August. 

Baxter and Carol Adams at Love Creek Orchards in Medina have set an 
impressive precedent for Texas apples, and the Dwyers have high hopes 
for similar success. “Everything we do, we’re pushing the envelope,” says 
Jo. “Like ... planting apples in Texas, or getting the tomatoes to bear and 
ripen as early as we can. John is just full of ideas; when he gets time on 
his hands, he gets dangerous.” 

Along with all the crops, the apple trees are watered year-round by 
what seems like miles of drip irrigation that John devised and built. They 
also have an impressive rainwater-collection system: From the roof of the 
house alone, they can collect and process 2000 gallons from a single inch 
of rain. Of course, for this to work, some rain must fall, and, as even city 
folks know, it has rained very little for many months. “The creek’s been 
dry all winter, which is very unusual,” John says. “We’ve had to depend 
heavily on our well, where the water is unfortunately quite saline. This 
year has been tough.” Another effect of the drought has been an unprec- 
edented onslaught of destructive, vegetable-munching insects. 

A big challenge to farming in Angel Valley is the winter cold. Although 
it seems counterintuitive to me (I thought the hills would protect the 
valley), John patiently explains the reality that cold air sinks; the valley

The most welcome hour of program- 
ming on the Food Network recently is a 
show called Bringing Back the Bayou, an 
inspiring story about how the historical 
mainstays of the New Orleans restaurant 
industry are struggling to get back on 
their feet post-Katrina. Fiosted by TVFN 
megastar Emeril Lagasse, the program 
reveals the damage done to his stable of 
restaurants (Emeril’s, Nola, Delmonico 
Restaurant & Bar, Emeril’s New Orleans 
Fish Flouse) by both nature and vandal- 
ism, as well as the legendary Crescent 
City eateries owned by the venerable 
Brennan family (Brennan’s, Commander's 
Palace, Mr. B’s Bistro, the Palace Cafe, 
and others), Paul Prudhomme (K-Paul’s), 
Leah Chase (Dooky Chase), the Gustes 
(Antoine’s), and the Rodrigues 
(Galatoire’s). Some of these places were 
able to reopen in time for February’s 
scaled-down Mardi Gras, while others are 
still recovering. TVFN is bound to rerun 
this show, so keep an eye out for it... The 
newest reality cooking show is a competi- 
tion to name America’s Top Chef. The 
show debuted on Bravo three weeks ago, 
featuring a group of 12 working cooks 
from around the country who compete in 
a series of weekly challenges designed 
and judged by New York chef Tom 
Colicchio, a representative of Food & 
Wine magazine, and a different guest 
chef each week. Along with the title, the 
winner gets a feature in Food & Wine, a 
performance spot at the upcoming Aspen 
Wine & Food Festival, a kitchen complete- 
ly equipped with Kenmore appliances, 
and a check for $100,000. Two cooks 
had been eliminated at press time, and 
there are actually a few contestants who 
show some promise. The prizes look a 
lot more enticing than the restaurant jobs 
offered by other programs.

routinely gets 20-25 degrees colder than the hills (or in Austin) 
and can have up to a 60-degree fluctuation within 24 hours. It 
gets particularly frigid when the air is dry and still; the farm’s 
record this past winter was a shivery 11 degrees. 

The Dwyers extensively spread filmy white row cover over 
much of their crops (supported by short PVC hoops) that is 
pulled aside for harvest. This protects the plants both from 
winter cold and summer insects, and encourages development 
of their flawlessly beautiful produce. 

The Farmstands: Like the Neighborhood Bar 

The Dwyers’ life is a continually contrasting rhythm between 
work on the farm and their convivial market days twice each 
week. On Wednesdays, they set up their farmstand on Jollyville 
Road, and on Saturdays they sell near the library in Jonestown. 

Although they clearly love their isolated farm life, it’s equally 
obvious that both Dwyers look forward to market days and 
thrive on the contact and relationships with customers. Jo lik- 
ens it to being “the neighborhood bartenders; customers want 
to tell us about themselves as they’re buying vegetables, and we 
want to listen. Through the food, it’s a real sense of taking care 
of people. The crowd is so diverse in both markets - we have 
everyone from retirees to professionals to stay-at-home mom- 
mies. People find out about us mainly by word of mouth, or 
via our weekly e-mail newsletter [current circulation: 1,175], or 
just by driving by and seeing us there. We’ve been doing it for 
eight years, and that longevity and reliability count for a lot.” 

This fundamental sense of community is the defining factor 
when I visit the Wednesday farmstand in the Asian American 
Cultural Center parking lot on Jollyville Road. Under the big 
blue tent, customers scoop up lots of gorgeous winter produce, 
and John and Jo’s two checkout lines stay busy despite the 
fierce wind that threatens to blow the vegetables right off the 
tables. “I’ll call up the weather service and tell them to cut 
down on this breeze,” one customer jokes. 

As the regulars stream in, it’s apparent that everyone’s glad 
to see everyone else after a midwinter break. Neighbors gossip 
and swap news about houses, homecoming children, vacations, 
and pets. The hospitable Dwyers welcome customers by name 
and know their preferences. It truly is a diverse group: all ages, 
black, white, Hispanic, Indian, and Chinese. 

There are many anxious inquiries about when a particular 
vegetable will be back at the market, and much data is shared 
regarding recipes and cooking. “So glad you’re open again.” 
“Maybe my kids will eat these.” “When will the mixed greens be 
back?” “What’s the difference between spring onions and green 
onions?” “Arugula loses most of its spiciness when it’s cooked.” 
“I love beets, but I’ve never cooked them; my mom always did 
it. What should I do?” 

Amy Wong Mok, director of the Asian American Cultural 
Center, steps out to ask John about obtaining seeds and starts of 
Asian vegetables - her clients are looking for them. “I love sup- 
porting the farmers,” she tells me. “When John and Jo came to 
me about setting up a farmstand in the parking lot, I didn’t think

twice. We want them here. The values of the farmstand meet per- 
fectly with the values of the center. Fresh food is such an impor- 
tant part of Asian culture; what we eat is who we are. We believe 
in living according to nature, in harmony with the seasons.” 

Longtime customer Eleanor Newnan chimes in. “We have to 
credit these folks with helping us live longer. Their produce is just 
soooo ... [words fail her]. They’re a blessing to this community. 
If you read the newsletters, you can learn what it’s like to run a 
small organic farm; Jo really ought to make them into a book. We 
should start calling them ‘The Constant Gardeners.’” 

“Eating these kinds of pure vegetables is how I grew up,” 
offers customer Maggie Smith. “On a farm near Lampasas. My 
parents had a fruit orchard, a big garden, chickens. I’m a retired 
teacher and I’m happy to spend my money on this good local, 
organic produce.” 

Aspiring Farmers, Take Heed 

Last September, the hardworking farmers traveled to Sicily 
ostensibly for a vacation but found themselves researching 
small-farming methods there. “We can’t help it,” Jo says. “We 
have to look at farms and farmland. That’s the most interesting 
thing for us.” 

John continues, “What did we learn? For one thing, just how 
valuable the land is. In rural Sicily, every possible square inch is 
farmed. We also got exposed to the political aspects of farming 
in Europe. It has a lot to do with the EU, which has done much 
to throw local agriculture out of whack. There are definitely 
political parallels to what’s going on in the U.S. It always comes 
down to what’s happening at the local level. Also, agri-tourism 


gent” lifestyle. Guests will have the opportunity to chat with 
practitioners of green building and rainwater collection and 
gather the most current information on subjects such as biofu- 
els and renewable energy. Another all-day component will be 
the availability of healthy, organic treats provided by a variety 
of vendors, many of whom are regulars at the Sunset Valley 
Market.

has really taken off there: Farmers supplement income by having 
visitors vacation on their working farms.” 

So, what’s the hardest part about life on their farm? Jo says, “The 
fact that this very low, creek-bottom valley gets so cold. We didn’t 
realize this when we bought the farm, and it’s definitely a big factor 
in our life. And tell people who dream about farming after another 
career that this is anything but the retirement life. Which is fine if 
you love it, but it takes a tremendous amount of time and energy.” 
Considering advice to aspiring farmers, John says, “About 
land . . . unless you’ve done it before, you don’t really know what 
you’re looking for. Before just jumping in, try working with a 
farmer for a while first and learn what it’s about. And don’t buy 
land in a valley: It gets too cold! But in the Texas Hill Country, 
all the good dirt is in the valleys.” He adds, “Don’t think you 
can go into this business on a shoestring. You aren’t going to be 
making any money right away. And try to find a niche.” 

When asked about the vision regarding future expansion, 
without missing a beat John replies, “We’re there now. We’re 
where we want to be. We already work hard enough. As it is, we 
don’t have time to breathe in June and July when we regularly 
put in 14-hour days.” 

Jo takes up the thread. “Our idea is to just continue expanding 
what we’ve already got. It’s all about bringing more to market. For 
the most part, we struggle to have enough produce for all of our 
customers. And trying something new is the fun part.” ■

boys and girls who grew up to be the men 
and women who never forgot his final, fatal 
plunge into the land beyond beyond. 

And then, of course, there’s the man 
who made the gods and monsters, Ray 
Harryhausen, whose unique status in cine- 
matic history is unrivaled. His perfection of 
the technique of stop-motion animation 
(inspired by effects artist Willis O’Brien’s 
1933 King Kong ) in which small, articulat- 
ed models are animated frame-by-frame 


and then optically composited alongside 
their flesh-and-blood co-stars, has in one 
form or another influenced everyone from 
Peter Jackson to Robert Rodriguez. 

Now retired, the 85-year-old Harryhausen 
makes his home in London, but he’ll be 
stopping in Austin on Tuesday to sign cop- 
ies of his new book, The Art of Ray 
Harryhausen, and host a very special (and 
very sold-out) once-in-a-lifetime screening 
of Merian C. Cooper’s 1933 King Kong, the 
film that started him on his fantastic, 
improbable path of glory. - Marc Savlov 

Austin Chronicle: Do you have a personal 
favorite among your films? 

Ray Harryhausen: Well, we always had to 
make them on a tight budget, and that 
means you have to compromise a great 
deal. We tried not to let it show on the 
screen, but I think Jason and the Argonauts 
is the most complete. With Clash of the 
Titans, we had a bigger budget, but most of 
it went to the stars. 

AC: it’s a crime when Harry Hamlin [as 
Perseus] gets top-bitted over your stop- 
motion-animated Medusa. 

RH: We never had big stars in our films, 
but we never thought we needed them. The 
actors we did have were very competent, 
so I think that helped a lot. 

AC: What did you think of Peter Jackson’s 
remake of King Kong? 

RH: I was very impressed, of course, but I 
think they made a mistake in going into the 
past of the Anne Darrow character [Naomi 
Watts, filling Fay Wray’s original shoes]. 
People who go to see a film called King 
Kong are not really interested in the char- 
acterization and the past of Anne Darrow. I 
think [Merian C. Cooper’s original 1933 



King Kong ] is so compelling because there 
wasn't a superfluous word of dialogue or a 
superfluous cut in the film. Everything led 
to the main premise of the film. But Peter 
Jackson’s a wonderful filmmaker, and his 
Lord of the Rings and some of his other 
films are most impressive. But in his ver- 
sion, it took over an hour to even get to 
the island! 

AC: Tell me about the first time you saw 
King Kong. 

RH: Well, it was such an original thing, i 
was awestruck when I saw it at Grauman’s 
Chinese Theater in 1933. Nothing like it 
had ever been on the screen. I had seen 
[animator O’Brien’s 1925 version of] The 
Lost World when I was 4, but that just had 
simple piano music accompaniment. Max 
Steiner’s score for King Kong boosted the 
film into another dimension. To me, film 
music should heighten the image on the 
screen and make it bigger than life, and 
that’s exactly what Max Steiner’s wonderful 
score did for that film.

COMIC LEGENDS 

Shout! Factory, $39.98 

“Dying is easy,” Edmund Kean alleg- 
edly quipped on his deathbed. “Comedy 
is hard.” Had he lingered a little longer, 

Kean might have amended his witticism to 
"Conversation is easy. Conversation about 
comedy is hard.” Just ask anyone who’s sat 
through 90 minutes of Jerry Lewis pontificat- 
ing over the value of critics or Jack Benny 
reciting his tour schedule. The difference 
between being funny and talking about being 
funny is akin to the difference between 
dancing and simply talking about your feet. 
Something vital gets lost in the translation. 

From 1969 through 1974, Dick Cavett 
sat through a lot of comics discoursing on 
their craft - some more entertainingly than 
others. Cavett actually began as a comedy 
writer for talk shows, working for Jack Paar, 
Groucho Marx, and Johnny Carson, before 
attempting his own career as a stand-up 


comic. Too cerebral 
for mainstream audi- 
ences, he unexpect- 
edly found his niche 
hosting his own 
late-night talk show. 

The Dick Cavett Show 
never scored ratings, 
but it did garner the 
adoration of both 
critics and the coun- 
terculture, along with 
a string of guests 
who seldom graced 
Carson’s stage. 

Both fools and 
gold are here in abun- 
dance. In a sequence 
that totters over into the surreal, a tousle- 
headed Woody Allen reluctantly acquiesces 
to a push-up contest with his host, and can- 
didly relates an encounter with his ex-wife 
(“I asked her, ‘Would you be interested in, 
for old times’ sake, making love one more 
time?’ She said, ‘Over my dead body.’ I said, 
‘Why not? That’s the way we always used to 
do it.”') A nearly senile Groucho Marx exas- 


perates Truman Capote with 
constant interruptions, while a 
young Bill Cosby upstages an 
appreciative Jack Benny with a 
dazzling riff on jazz drumming. 
Mel Brooks is typically manic, 
Jerry Lewis atypically sub- 
dued, Carol Burnett charming 
(Cavett: "How did you lose your 
virginity?” Burnett: “As a nun 
in Switzerland.”), Lucille Ball 
indulgent of Cavett and his con- 
fession of boyhood lust for her. 
There may be more laughs in a 
single Richard Pryor stand-up 
show, but where else can you 
hear Lucy Ricardo talking about 
her G-string? - Steve Uhler

Oh, and don’t embarrass 
yourself by asking for an autograph or - worse yet - 
a few words on the record about Pulp Fiction or Kill 
Bill. Trust me, all right? 

ELVIS ENTERS THE 
BURNT ORANGE BUILDING 

Next up from University of Texas film arm Burnt 
Orange Productions is Elvis & Annabelle, a love 
story between a mortician’s son and Miss Texas. 

The film, written and to be directed by Will Geiger, 
is an odd take on the Snow White story, with the 
beauty queen dropping dead onstage, then coming 
to life on the embalming table. Look for a five-week 
Austin shoot beginning in mid-April. An earlier effort 
to shoot the film in Louisiana with Amber Tamblyn 
and Shia LaBeouf starring fell through after 
Hurricane Katrina.

Subheaded The Oscar Brown Jr. Story, the 
former actor and current radio producer Betts’ 
first directorial effort more than delivers on the 
promise, telling it with style and substance.

If 2002’s Secretary - a James Spader/ 

Maggie Gyllenhaal-fueled love story that manag- 
es to make sadomasochism sweet - had been 
made 30 years ago, it probably would’ve been 
a thriller. So to with Galvin’s Puppy. Asking simi- 
lar questions as to the proper ingredients that 
should constitute a stable relationship, we are 
given the adulterous Liz (Townsend) attempting 


suicide after getting kicked out of her sister’s 
apartment and her rescuer Aiden (Curry), a man 
who is seriously off his medication. Believing 
the unconscious Liz is his run-off wife, Aiden 
takes her back to his remote house and ties 
her to the bed, M/sery-style. Thus begins a ver- 
sion of this latest twist on the traditional love 
story, as the two reverse roles, literally and figu- 
ratively. Although the fractured plot leaves many 
questions, Townsend’s Liz manages to hold the 
story together with the requisite subtlety that 
handles all the presented madness. Some of 
the images and wordy script muddle the effec- 
tiveness of Puppy’s emotional commentary, but 
the concept is carried through with the earnest 
performances of its two leads.

The persistent sound of buzzing insects 
permeating the soundtrack of The Lost is eas- 
ily explained: Flies are notoriously attracted to 
garbage. Director Chris Siverston’s adaptation 
of Jack Ketchum’s cult novel bludgeons viewers 
with heaping helpings of ultra-violence, sleazy 
sexploitation, and goth rock. On one level, it 
succeeds admirably; the end result is pretty 
much guaranteed to induce a migraine. Ray Pye

young small-town psycho, who wears more 
make-up than Freddie Mercury, kills two comely 
campers one night for kicks. Four years later, 
he’s cleaning toilets at the Starlight Motel, hold- 
ing court over a coterie of fawning local losers.

Using the narrative device of a video letter, 
this locally produced doc takes an impressively 
thorough look at the wide-ranging causes and 
effects of the ever-growing undocumented 
migration between Mexico and the United 
States. By sharing the stories of four Mexican 
women left by husbands in search of work in El 
Norte, the film taps into the human toll taken - 
emotionally, economically, and culturally - by an 
immigration policy that refuses to realistically 
regard the needs of the migrating populace. For 
Eugenia Gonzalez, whose husband has been 
in the United States for eight years and whose 
sons have followed him one by one, the video 
letters serve as the painful and honest com- 
munication of an estranged family. In the case 
of Carmela Rico and Laura Masacruz, whose 
husbands suffocated, along with 17 others, 
in the back of the truck that smuggled them 
across the border and into Texas, the video 
letters allow these women to confront a U.S. 
Homeland Security spokesperson, to ask him 
why policy isn’t changing after all these deaths. 
Of course, in his video rebuttal, he offers them 
no real answer. And this film doesn’t offer any 
solutions to the Pandora’s box that is the cur- 
rent immigration debate. It does, however, ask 
the right questions. - Diana Welch 

WHO THE $#%& IS 
JACKSON POLLOCK? 

D: Harry Moses 

When Teri Horton, a 73-year-old former truck 
driver, bought a $5 painting at a thrift store, 


she thought it was the ugliest piece of shit 
she had ever seen. When she later discovered 
that it might be an original Jackson Pollock and 
worth millions, Horton decided to try to sell it 
to the art world. Only, no one would take it ... 
because she was a nobody with an eighth-grade 
education. So goes the premise of Moses’ 
documentary, a film that marries the world of 
the hard-working American with the art elite, 
and spans 10 years of Horton’s life, during 
which she desperately tried to have the painting 
verified by art scholars and museum curators 
around the 
country. Even 
after Horton 
hired a forensic 
scientist, who 
discovered 
compelling evi- 
dence that he 
believed verified 
the authenticity 

of Horton’s painting, she was still turned away. 
But as we watch Horton become all-consumed 
in this fruitless project, we realize there is more 
to Horton’s goal than $50 million. Even after 
she is offered $2 million, and later $9 million, 
she still turns down the money, happily living 
on social security until she gets the respect 
she yearns from the American art elitists. We 
also realize that Moses’ intent is not to prove 
whether the painting is an original, but to tell 
a story of a hard-worked woman with a $50 
million dream. The story is compelling, and the 
characters, even the cretins, are quirky, enter- 
taining, and insightful. - Sofia Resnick

Is This Crazy, or Is It Just Me?

I used to jokingly say that I watch TV so you 
don’t have to. I’ve decided to amend that line: 
I read TV industry trades so you don’t have to. 
Not that you’d want to. Some of this stuff is 
truly snore-inducing. But every once in a while, 
something strikes me as, well, crazy - or is it? 
Take the following: 

The Feb. 20 issue of Broadcast & Cable 
reports that Kellogg voluntarily stopped apple 
bashing. In now withdrawn TV and Web ads 
for their Apple Jacks breakfast cereal, a charac- 
ter called the CinnaMon (a cinnamon stick - 
get it?) was pit against a “devious and grouchy” 
apple in a race to a bowl of Apple Jacks (the 
CinnaMon always wins).

And while you’re at it, 
freshening up what those of us in the ignored 
demographic are watching might not hurt, 
either. As I said, I can’t remember the last time I 
watched 60 Minutes. 

Could it be - and this is really crazy - could 
it be that shows like 60 Minutes should take 
a lead from reality TV? Not just any reality 
TV I’m thinking the monstrously successful 
American Idol.

Ian McCulloch wrote those words at least 
a year before a handful of enterprising Austin- 
ites thought it might be fun to have all their 
favorite bands play here the same weekend, 
but no one sentence better describes what 
SXSW has become 20 years on: a Sisyphean 
struggle to keep going, going, going, clinging 
to the dogged belief that, despite the immuta- 
ble laws of time and space and nature, some- 
how you’ll be able to take it all in. 

This, of course, is folly. The best, and 
increasingly only, way to handle SXSW is to 
stay put. Sometimes 
this strategy backfires 
- neither Rosanne 
Cash, Lyle Lovett, 
nor the Pretenders 
brought their A game 
to Stubb’s Saturday 
night - but just as 
often it leads to com- 
plete rapture, as it did 
for Gogol Bordello 
and Flogging Molly at 
Emo's Thursday. 

Watching Molly’s Dave 
King, then Gogol’s 
Eugene Hutz whip the 
already-rabid crowd 
into a frenzy was worth 
the price of a badge 
several times over. 

Alternately, walking 


into venues at random often yields happy 
results, like it did for yours truly with 
Chicago’s Bottomless Pit at Club de Ville 
and Phoenix’s Digital Leather at Beerland. 

SXSW also makes bands you’ve seen doz- 
ens of times come through with career-best 
performances, like Austin’s the Arm and 
Sound Team Wednesday afternoon at Emo’s. 
For the Arm, it was the beginning of an event- 
ful week. Rolling Stone scribe David Fricke 
took furious notes at their Blender Balcony 
show that night and left with one of the final 
five remaining copies of 2004 ’s self-titled 
debut. Follow-up Call You Out is due next 
month on local label Indierect. 

For the second year in a row, the prickly 
post-punk quartet was involved in a brawl, this 
time when they rushed the stage to rescue 
their instruments from Cleveland's This 
Moment in Black History at the addVice 
afterparty Thursday night at Tillery Street 
Theater. Eventually the cops showed up, and 
a mechanic from the shop next door bran- 
dished a baseball bat in the parking lot. “I 
had to hustle my gear out the back alley,” 
recounts frontman Sean O’Neal. “It was pret- 
ty fucked up.” Elsewhere, Matt Drenik of 
Lions broke up a knife fight outside Trophy's 
Tuesday night by simply (and falsely) claiming 
to have kids. 

Sorting through the aftermath one week 
later, SXSW Managing Director Roland 
Swenson said he felt like the festival went 
“pretty well," with no major catastrophes like 
last year’s server crash that left registrants 
stranded for hours in line waiting to pick up 
their badges. The grumbling that SXSW is spi- 
raling out of control was louder than ever this 
year, but Swenson isn’t buying it. “I don't think 
so,” he says. “There’s built-in limits. There’s 
only so many hotel rooms or seats on air- 
planes. Next year, there’ll be 400 more hotel 
rooms right by the Convention Center.” 

By ail accounts, they’ll need them. “People 
said SXSW was too big 10 years ago,” smiles 
Swenson. Since then it’s only gotten bigger, 
thanks in large part to the corporate-spon- 
sored day parties - some, like Red Bull and

Levi’s, rented vacant venues for the entire 
week - that have proliferated like so many 
mushrooms after one of our all-too-infrequent 
Central Texas showers. Dozens of Austin bars 
and other businesses have responded by 
hosting their own non-SXSW shindigs. 

“That’s an issue for us,” Swenson admits. 
“We recognize that parties are a big part of 
the attraction. It's not like we want them to 
stop, but I wish they wouldn’t start so early. 
There’s not a whole lot we can do. All we can 
really do is make the programming compelling 
enough that people will want to go.” 

This may yet work itself out naturally: from 
what TCB saw, lines for day parties this year 
were much longer than for all but a few SXSW 
showcases, like the Flaming Lips’ “secret” 
Eternal show Thursday and Aussie diva Sia 
at the Parish Saturday. Swenson believes it 
all comes down to timing. “If you wanted to 
go to Arctic Monkeys [at La Zona Rosa] 


and showed up with a badge at 11:30pm, you 
got in," he says. “If you showed up at 11:45, 
you had to wait in line.” 

Timing isn't just a matter of minutes, either. 
Three of this year’s biggest buzz acts - the 
Monkeys, KT Tunstall, and Wolfmother - all 
played last year to much smaller crowds and 
a modicum of their 2006 hype. Wolfmother's 
2005 showcase, in fact, got them signed to 
Interscope, proof that SXSW’s original mis- 
sion - “Musicians in Search of Discovery," 
read The New York Times headline Monday - 
holds true all these years later. Next year, will 
it be the Ark? The Arm? Voxtrot? Dr. Dog? 
Apollo Sunshine? Hot Chip? Crom? Tapes 
'n Tapes? Or some band nobody saw except, 
as the Times' Jon Pareles wrote, “the right 
ones”? There's really only one way to find out: 
Come back.

ART BRUT ^ 

Parish, Wednesday, March 15 

When a band takes the stage to the open- 
ing strains of Metallica’s "Enter Sandman,” you 
never expect things to go well from there. Yet, 
Art Brut made it seem not ironic but rather part 
of their deliciously dry British humor. The South 
London quartet’s debut, Bang Bang Rock & Roll , 
is standard punk fare, angular and anthemic, 
led by singer Eddie Argos' narrative singsong 
cadence. As he walked onstage sporting a but- 
ton-down shirt and moustache, he looked like a 
gonzo, drunk-dad version of Brian Ferry, strutting 
around, jumping into the crowd, and showing off 
some choice dance moves. Fie began almost 
every song with a declarative “Ready Art Brut?” 
as the group raced through fist-pumping opener 
“Formed a Band,” the plodding “My Little 
Brother,” and ballad “Rusted Guns of Milan,” 
the lyrics to which include the line “I’m fine 
when I am with my own hand.” By the time they 
got to "Modern Art,” the ass-kicking “makes me 
want to rock out!” chorus had people throwing 
fists in the air and spilling drinks everywhere. 
Argos is a fine frontman, equal parts Mark E. 
Smith snark and Ferry suave, and eventually 
all the sneer gives way to making the audience 
want to rock out, just like Art Brut told us to.

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CHAMILLIONAIRE 

Back Room, Wednesday, March 15 

Engaging in the traditional how-many-rappers- 
can-be-squeezed-onstage-at-once, Flouston’s 
Chamillionaire bombarded the Back Room 
with a barrage of frenetic raps and singsong 
hooks. Running through hits like a muscled-up 
Escalade, the gold-certified MC performed the 
first two songs from Get Ya Mind Correct , Play- 
N-Skillz productions “Call Me” and “ Ridin’ ,” The 
Sound of Revenge highlights “In the Trunk” and 
“Turn It Up,” as well as the Mixtape Messiah 
version of "Slow Jamz.” Recalling the time when 
he and former partner Paul Wall were booed off 
of a Flouston comedy club stage, Chamillionaire 
reveled in the prospect that "some of those 
same folks are now loving it right here in the 
front row tonight." While skeptics might have 
been turned off by Cham’s rhyming over vocal 
backing tracks, the agile rapper eventually ran 
circles around his double-timed verses. As the 
audience engaged in choirlike recitals of his 
choruses during the showcase, many a fan 
could be heard in the parking lot afterwards 
echoing, "They see me rollin’, they hatin’, patrol- 
lin’, and tryn’ to catch me ridin’ dirty.” Infesting 
memory banks with his Texas drawl, Cham fore- 
shadowed his ballyhooed all-ages Sunday eve- 
ning show at La Zona Rosa. - Robert Gabriel 

GOLDFRAPP 

Austin Music Hall, Thursday, March 16 

It’s enough to incite a riot: Take an act 
who’s scheduled to perform after a special 
guest, then bump their slot up half an hour 
when the special guest flakes. In this instance, 
Goldfrapp’s showcase was moved up after Ray 
Davies reneged on a showcase at the Austin 
Music Flail following Morrissey. Many an eager 
fan arrived prior to the appointed start time 
only to catch the last few songs. Funny thing is, 
it only took those last five or six songs to get 
the gist. Not to say that the British performing 
artist/new electronica sensation is a one-trick 
pony, but if the horseshoe fits ... A breezy 
blonde blend of Stevie Nicks and Debbie Flarry, 
Allison Goldfrapp really knows how to work 
the wardrobe, a fuschia pink cape worn over 
a black tank top and black jeans. FHer stage 
presence consisted solely of flapping the cape 
around, letting her hair be blown by the onstage 
wind machines, and strutting around reciting 
the lyrics to “Ooh La La,” “Love to C U,” and 
“Ride a White Florse,” all tracks from her lat- 
est release, Supernature (Mute). Not bad, just 
bland, which eases the pain of having missed 
the bulk of her set. - Melanie Haupt 

DENGUE FEVER 

Carribean Lights, Thursday, March 16 

Cambodian songstress Chhom Nimol, 

Dengue Fever’s singer, couldn’t be blamed for 
fanning herself before the band’s lam show- 
case. In the midnight slot, Brazil’s Lenine abso- 
lutely cooked the place with a tropical funk-rock 



blowtorch. Not that it mattered; Dengue Fever’s 
Mekong-meets-Memphis sound emits its own 
steam. Nimol burst out of the gates with a 
chimey, PA-stretching, solo vocal prologue, just 
in case folks weren’t familiar with her peerless 
pipes. The other five group members, meanwhile, 
cooked up a funky, jazz-inflected, space-rock 
backdrop for the petite chanteuse’s chill-inducing 
vocal flights and glass elevator falsettos. The 
tenor saxing of David Ralicke (Ozomatli, Beck) 
drew from Eddie Flarris to Ethiopiques, joining 
cracking drums, funk-dub bass, chicken-scratch 
guitar, and Farfisa organ. Pulling from their 
2003 eponymous debut, as well as from last 
year’s even better Escape From Dragon House 
(M80/Birdman), the band closed with “One 
Thousand Tears of a Tarantula,” an upbeat 
Dragon House number, here rendered faster 
and more epically. Dengue Fever: the best way 
to close KUT’s second successful year of “All 
Music is World Music.” - David Lynch 

GOGOL BORDELLO 

Emo's Main, Thursday, March 16 

This isn’t a rock show, it’s a celebration of 
life and liberty dispensed by Ukrainian emigre 
Eugene Hutz and his insanely energetic crew 
of larger-than-life characters. Gogol Bordello is 
the most uniquely entertaining act to hit SXSW. 
Opening with slow climb “Immigrant Punk” off 
last year’s Gypsy Punks: Underdog World Strike, 
the international sevenpiece spazzed out. 


“It’s one-year anniversary since joining [label] 
Side One Dummy,” Flutz exclaimed with thickly 
accented, broken English. “So let’s party!” The 
stage was then transformed into an Eastern 
European cabaret, due largely to Flutz’s amaz- 
ing ’stache and the talent and antics of former 
Moscow theatre director Sergei Riabtsev on 
fiddle. Flitting nearly everything off Gypsy Punks 
in the hourlong set, the show coalesced with 
drama, athletics, and punk rock, not to men- 
tion the explosively manipulative "Start Wearing 
Purple,” the accordion solo in “Not a Crime,” 
and the screaming marionettes of "I Would 
Never Wanna Be Young Again.” If the life of a 
NYC immigrant can be summed up in one song, 
it must be “Undestructable.” Flutz mounted the 
bass drum, balancing deftly on the hands of a 
hundred fans, as he spat and screamed politi- 
cal. Now that’s activism. - Darcie Stevens 

FIGURINES 

Karma Lounge, Thursday 16 

The last place any band wants to be stuck 
showcasing at is a non-Sixth Street venue that 
only hosts live music during SXSW. Such was 
the case with Karma Lounge, and such was 
the luck of Figurines, an affable Danish quartet 
that turned in an enjoyable closing-time set for 
a smallish but appreciative crowd. Given their 
shaggy manes and untucked vintage Western 
shirts, one could be forgiven for pegging

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360 & 183, in front of Sam’s 
512-346-6500 
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Figurines as roots rockers upon first glance, 
but this book definitely didn’t match its cover. 
While vaguely westward flourishes popped up 
here and there, the band’s primary focus was 
on quick darting, stingingly emotive post-punk 
blasts of the Built to Spill variety. Vocalist/gui- 
tarist Christian Hjelm sang with a high-pitched 
nervousness that added vulnerability to quirky, 
sentimental songs like “The Wonder" and “I 
Remember’’ from their U.S. debut, Skeleton 
(The Control Group). Between their obtuse gui- 
tar riffs, rise-and-fall song structures, and care- 
ful attention to tone (the latter characteristic 
seems to be emblematic of Scandinavian pop 
bands), Figurines gamely packed in more skitter 
than three cups of coffee. Even if their sound 
was somewhat obvious in its inspiration, their 
solid, juiced-up delivery could’ve really set it off 
on the right night in the right room.

ashamed you haven’t seen them sooner. That 
was the kind of show the Woggles played at 
their Chicken Ranch Records showcase. Now in 
their 19th year, the Georgia-bred quartet literally 
wore their fealty of Sixties garage rock on their 
matching aquamarine shirtsleeves. A coterie of 
go-go dancers added to the Shindig vibe, but 
this was more than just another garden-party 
nostalgia trip. With most garage-rock drummers 
emerging from the punk school, few can nail 
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an R&B backbeat with the get-down goodness 
of the Woggles’ Dan Elektro. He knew how to 
“Get Down With It” and give the folks up front 
“Something to Believe In.” Based on impec- 
cable cover choices like the Lords’ "Help the 
World Is Falling,” you just know they have great 
record collections back home. As their set wore 
on, the volume of dancers made Habana Calle 
6’s patio look like the set of a Sixties afternoon 
dance party show on local TV.

ANIMAL COLLECTIVE 

Fox & Hound, Friday, March 17 

Waaaay back before SXSW, Spin columnist 
Ultragrrrl said she was looking forward to see- 
ing Animal Collective; she previously thought 
they sounded like “a bunch of retards clap- 
ping.” For the majority of their 90-minute set, 
Avey Tare, Panda Bear, Geologist, and Deaken 
reached back to Sung Tongs-era weirdness, 
drawing out long ribbons of reverb-heavy lullaby 
noise cut by the occasional scream or effects 
wonk. Bearded sound manipulator Geologist 
was wearing some sort of miner’s helmet with 
a light attached, so as he moved his head back 
and forth, a strobe effect happened over the 
crowd. It felt like a rave circa 1995, except now 
everyone in the crowd was on crystal meth, and 
Thurston Moore was there. The barrage contin- 
ued, and at certain points the band would break 
into a “jam,” with all four members banging on 
something or dancing in place and/or singing. 
Unfortunately, one reggae-tinged number veered 
dangerously close to sounding like 311. Then, 
they ferreted out songs from their latest album, 
Fee/s, a decidedly more poppy endeavor. The 
vocal reverberations of “Grass” and the beau- 
tiful drone pop of “The Purple Bottle” broke 
everyone out of their trance, culminating in a 
cathartic eruption. So, not exactly “retards clap- 
ping,” but more of a primal instinct not everyone 
in the crowd could follow.

ARCTIC MONKEYS 

La Zona Rosa, Friday, March 17 

Flow good was the SXSW debut of the Artie 
Monkeys? Perhaps only as good as you’d allow 
yourself to think they were. With these Sheffield 
teens arriving in town with the biggest-selling 
debut in British rock history, it was both too 
easy to expect too much and too early to call 
bullshit for the sake of being the first to call 
bullshit. What we got was actually fairly hard 
not to love: a live show with all the incongruous 
hallmarks of the album - precision/sloppiness, 
angst/wit, comedy/drama. Add crankiness/ 
cockiness and you’ve got frontman Alex Turner, 
who followed a childish anti-photographer tan- 


trum with a midset declaration that wasn’t as 
cheeky as it should have been: “I know. We’re 
good, right?” Right. Perhaps because this was 
their one and only SXSW appearance, they 
seemed well-rested, well-rehearsed, and ridicu- 
lously tight, with rhythms that stopped on 
dimes and precariously stacked bridges and 
choruses that constantly seemed on the verge 
of collapsing onto each other, yet never did. 
While it’s easy to argue that much of their 55 
minutes sounded like one giant song, the hits- 
to-be glistened, from a blitzkriegish run though 
“I Bet You Look Good on the Dancefloor” to a 
funky "Fake Tales of San Francisco,” featuring 
extra guitarwork from special guest Keith 
Murray of We Are Scientists. The show-closing 
Trail of Dead-style trashing of the rented back- 
line was superfluous since Turner & Co.’s start- 
to-finish swagger was more refreshing than 
offensive. So again, how good was the SXSW 
debut of the Artie Monkeys? No less powerful 
than the hype.

WITCH 

Dirty Dog Bar, Friday, March 17 

You might not know Witch, but you’d have to 
be a Bush appointee in a hurricane to not have 
heard of J Mascis’ Dinosaur Jr. In Witch, Mascis 
pulls a reverse Dave Grohl, shifting from guitar 
to drums, his first instrument. Said kit was rudi- 
mentary, although Mascis beat the shit out of 
it, thwacking a kitchen sink-sized snare. Mascis 
made it look easy in his Holstein cow shirt, 
props to his native Vermont’s biggest industry. 
The guitar-guitar-bass-drum quartet clearly has 
individual chops, although as a band they still 
need some work in the cohesiveness depart- 
ment.

One of the more hilarious sights witnessed 
during Be Your Own Pet’s set was a suited, 
music-exec type stagediving into the crowd. 

This at the advice of spunky blonde singer 
Jemina Pearl, who instructed us to move 
our asses, pronto, halfway into their set. No 
problem. The Nashville teens sounded like 
they’ve been on a steady diet of Pixy Stix and 
Ramones albums for the last 10 years, romp- 
ing through blasto-punk rants.

The strategy worked 
to showcase Hynde’s strengths as a performer, 
especially her still-potent punk sensibility. With 
her sheep-dog shag intact, she swiveled her 
hips through songs familiar and unfamiliar as if 
the Pretenders had first come out of the gate 
last week. Sure, the kids were puzzled that she 
balked at yelled requests for "Middle of the 
Road,” but by the time Hynde rolled with "Back 
on the Chain Gang,” the crowd was all con- 
tenders - no, urn... pretenders. With a graying 
Martin Chambers still on drums, and longtime 
collaborator Adam Seymour playing a searing 
lead guitar, the set could not have been tighter. 
The rain held off, and after a pair of encores, a 
final SXSW clinic was complete.

lessness wasn’t a problem. Nor was resting 
on the laurels of pop music’s past. The HD’s 
are clearly indebted to the psychedelic Sixties, 
but they expand outward from that, bringing in 
4AD-style ethereal flourishes that help keep the 
sound fresh.

With the exception of two numbers, the first 
half-dozen songs from this Brooklyn quintet’s 
set list previewed their forthcoming Merge LR 
Cannibal Sea.

Richard Swift just doesn’t happen anymore. 
There are no more piano troubadours that meet 
the spontaneity and passion of Tom Waits. 
There are no more downtrodden musicians 
who write lyrics that actually mean something. 
Richard Swift, therefore, is an anomaly. "I am 
New York,” the afro’d Los Angelean croons on 
"The Novelist,” the opening glorification off last 
year's debut The Richard Swift Collection Vo I. 1. 
Animated and vibrating at the helm of his elec- 
tric baby grand, Swift led his band of misfits, 
the Sons of National Freedom, through modern 
ballads and systematic breakdowns. Swift’s 
tunes came full force, climaxing in a combina- 
tion of decades unlike anything the dance 
revolution has experienced: from Al Jolson to 
Nick Cave in a measure, to the Beatles and 
Nick Drake in a heartache. Swift is a pissed 
off carney working the Ferris wheel atop some 
random boardwalk: “Tonight is gonna be a 
lovely night, with everybody looking oh so nice, 
and I wish that I was never born.” Second-to- 
last celebration "The Atlantic Ocean” is the 
perfect segue to Jagjaguwar’s less serious Pink 
Mountaintops, who fixed a Sixties smorgasbord 
of tambourine and joy - no war songs here, just 
extravagance. Steve McBean’s hippie clan is 
an image of collective, all smiles, bounce, and 
hair. Yet where Devendra Banhart goes south 
with patronizing glee, McBean’s Toronto troupe 
brings everyone along for the ride on the Axis 
of Evol. Just another notch on the Secretly 
Canadian/Jagjaguwar bedpost.

Elephant Room, Saturday, March 18 

Following the wonderfully wild piano jazz of 
Katahdin’s Edge, classical pianist Christopher 
O’Riley sat at the Elephant Room’s grand piano 
and proceeded to play with three-handed inten- 
sity. Not a dusty classical piece, but rather one 
of the many Radiohead songs he’s transcribed 
for the 88 keys on 2003’s True Love Waits and 
’05’s Hold Me to This. No doubt blasphemous to 
some Radiohead and classical fans, this unde- 
terred ivory tickler has given the same treat- 
ment to Tears for Fears, George Harrison, Nick 
Drake, and in his newest, Home to Oblivion, 
Elliott Smith. Halfway through his dozen songs, 
O’Riley played "Not Half Right,” a Smith tune 
dating back to the rocker’s Heatmiser days. 

A break in counterpunctual energy, the notes 
dropped like autumn rain on loamy soil. The 
unreleased Radiohead cut “Lift” followed, dem- 
onstrating that O’Riley has an elastic sense 
of time for a classical musician - and power,

NEW ORLEANS SOCIAL CLUB 

Auditorium Shores, Saturday, March 18 

“We can’t wait to get things together, so we 
can go back home.” The New Orleans Social 
Club, comprised of Crescent City exiles Leo 
Nocentelli, George Porter Jr., Ivan Neville, 

Henry Butler, and Raymond Webber, stormed 
Auditorium Shores with a lyrical sense yield- 
ing emotional appeals and prideful affirma- 
tions. Opening with a gutbucket cover of 
Creedence Clearwater’s "Fortunate Son,” the 
all-star assembly was joined by Big Chief Monk 
Boudreaux in full plumage, legendary pianist 
Willie Tee, John Boutte singing Annie Lennox’s 
“Why,” and Cyril Neville fronting a rousing 
performance of the Impressions’ “This Is My 
Country.” Introduced as the high priest of New 
Orleans music, pianist/singer Allen Toussaint 
followed with a classy set of contagious opti- 
mism. Toussaint staples “Big Chief,” “Working 
in a Coal Mine,” “Yes We Can Can,” and “Lady 
Marmalade" warmed the breezy sunset as the 
stately landmark maintained that “if there’s one 
man left in New Orleans, it’s going to be me.”

SXSW PANELS 

NEW ORLEANS MUSIC 
AFTER KATRINA 

Austin Convention Center, Saturday, March 18 

Will the horrors of Katrina and its after- 
math be the death knell of music in New 
Orleans? Not according to a panel of folks 
who should know. Moderator and some- 
times New Orleans resident Harry Shearer 
(Le Show, The Simpsons) led a discussion 
between Jan Ramsey (Publisher, OffBeat), 
Scott Aiges (Director, Louisiana Music Export 
Office), Keith Spera (music writer, The Time s- 
Picayune), and musicians Cyril Neville and 
Allen Toussaint. Spera told one storm story: 
“We came upon a policeman leaving Wal- 
Mart with a stack of DVDs, and we knew the 
rules had changed." Current Austin resident 
Neville talked about his famous musical fam- 
ily and how “most lost everything, and now 
we’re scattered across the country." Ramsey 
declared, “Music is the lifeblood of New 
Orleans culture,” but now “there’s a New 
Orleans musical diaspora.” It ain’t news for 
often-exploited Crescent City sound makers, 
but this disaster pulled into full relief the fact 
that “life for average New Orleans musicians 
is hell,” according to Neville. One concern 
is that as Big Easy melodians relocate and 
are respected in places like Austin, they 
might not move back. Still, folks generally 
agreed with Toussaint’s saintly wisdom, “New 
Orleans music will always be fine.” In spite of 
all that’s happened since Katrina, Cyril Neville 
reminded everyone, “The new hurricane sea- 
son starts June 1." - David Lynch 

OUTSIDE THE BOX 

Austin Convention Center, Saturday, March 18 

Although lightly attended, this was a panel 
for record geeks. Yet it wasn’t until raconteur 
Andy Schwartz threw out the idea that the 
1990 Robert Johnson box marked a turning 
point in how both record labels and music 
consumers thought about such packages 
that the panel came alive. In fact, although 
writers Sylvie Simmons and Jaan Uhelszki 
were the moderators, it was Schwartz, an 
11-year veteran at Sony Music, who kept 
things interesting with facts and questions. 
James Austin of Rhino Records explained 
that Germany’s Bear Family label manages 


to release elaborate, megadisc collections of 
folks like Wynn Stewart and still stay afloat 
because of a business model that’s drasti- 
cally different from anything found here in the 
U.S. While a couple questioned the need for 
artists to have several box sets, Shawn Amos 
of Shout! Factory spoke about the balancing 
act reissue labels face. “How do you keep 
something alive and make it commercially 
viable?” he asked. He also claimed that 
there are artists who deserve such collec- 
tions - mentioning Herb Alpert - yet have no 
interest in doing one. Austin also revealed 
that he’s working on a box for Gram Parsons 
with the assistance of Emmylou Harris. In the 
end, this was just a fun conversation among 
music freaks that could have gone on for 
hours and is something SXSW needs to do a 
lot more often. - Jim Caligiuri 

DIAMONDS IN THE SOUTH 

Austin Convention Center, Saturday, March 18 

As moderator Matt Sonzala of Damage Control 
Radio quipped that 1986 marked both the 
inception of SXSW and Rap-A-Lot Records, 20 
years of Houston rap dissected itself for a 
panel of Screwston enthusiasts. “This is not 
the first time Houston rap has blown up,” 
Sonzala announced, “but this time is certainly 
the biggest.” As a new breed of artists includ- 
ing Paul Wall, Mike Jones, and Chamillionaire 
reap the benefits of a regional buzz, longtime 
South Park promoter DJ Chill harkened back 
to more isolated times. “The industry support 
wasn’t always there. Once the industry real- 
ized that the streets were buying up rappers 
like Lil’ Keke, ESG, and K-Rino, they then felt 
they had to support.” While the perception of 
Houston as a self-sufficient rap market vali- 
dates itself on a regular basis, Chill also 
reminded that it’s often external hype that 
begets internal resolution. “At first, Houston 
rappers couldn’t do major shows in Houston. 
They had to go out and do shows in small 
towns across Texas and Louisiana in order to 
build up their reps, which only then allowed 
them to do major shows in Houston.” Ozone 
Magazine editor Julia Beverly reinforced the 
irony of the situation. “When people think of 
rap in the South, they think of Houston, New 
Orleans, Atlanta, and Miami.

In January, history professor David Weale of Canada's University of Prince Edward Island 
offered B-minus grades to any students in his overcrowded class if they would just go away, 
and 20 of the 95 accepted. (However, the administration found out, and Professor Weale, 
who had retired last year but returned to teach that one course, re-retired.) 


“Reeking” as a Career Field: Homeless New 
Jersey man Richard Kreimer said in February 
that he had settled, on undisclosed terms, part 
of his most recent lawsuit, against a transit 
company and two drivers, for having denied 
him rides because of his foul odor. Kreimer’s 
history includes a $150,000 settlement in 
1991 with the public library in Morris County, 
which had tried to keep him out because of the 
odor, and by his count, $80,000 in additional 
lawsuit-related income (though some went 
for legal expenses). Kreimer dropped another 
foul-odor lawsuit in February against a transit 
company and a train station in Summit. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Police in Milford, Texas (just south of Dallas), 
arrested a man in February who had fled a traf- 
fic stop, and in the ensuing chase, saw him tear 
open and toss out bag after bag of a substance 
(but some blew back in the car). When finally 
stopped, said police chief Carlos Phoenix, the 
man was “literally covered in marijuana” from 
the blowback. And in January, in Anchorage, 
Alaska, a man who had painted his face Smurf- 
like blue robbed the Super-8 Motel, and police 
put out a description. A short time later, a call- 
er reported a man with blue smudges behind 
his ears, and police soon arrested Daniel Peter 
Clark, 19. 

GOOD NEWS FOR COLLEGE KIDS 

Former Fairfield University student William 
Rom, 24, won $111,000 from the school in a 
February verdict because he was improperly 
suspended four years ago. At the time, Rom 
was accused of entering a women’s restroom, 
fighting, ripping posters off walls, dumping 
water on students from a second floor, smash- 
ing a bathroom mirror, running naked on 
campus, and (underage) drinking (and subse- 
quently vomiting in the dorm). 

SCHOOL DAZE 

• 1) The head of the Jo Richardson comprehen- 
sive school in Dagenham, England, prohibits stu- 
dents from raising their hands in class, accord- 
ing to a January Daily Telegraph report, to keep 
those not called on from feeling “victimi(zed).” 
2) And rules drawn up in February by the Welsh 
Assembly called for schools in Wales to ban all 
kissing, even in school plays (but an assembly 
spokesman said Romeo could give Juliet “a peck 
on the cheek”). 

• In February, Bolivia’s foreign minister pro- 
posed to include coca leaves as part of school 
breakfast programs, noting that they contain 
many times more calcium than does milk 


(and unless processed as cocaine, are not 
mind-altering). And in November, the Coffee 
Industry Association of Brazil proposed to help 
fund a breakfast program for a million school- 
children as young as age 6, provided that the 
meal includes coffee. 

HOME, SWEET HOME 

Developer Ryan Pedram was finally ordered 
to stop work on his new three-story home in 
the Bronx in New York City after he had begun 
building it flush with a disputed property line, 
including constructing one cinder-block wall to 
encompass the trunk of an oak tree that ostensi- 
bly belongs to his neighbor. (He had figured on 
winning the property dispute and removing the 
tree; his plan, in case of loss, was not reported.) 
Also, in Brooklyn, a judge recendy allowed 
industrialist Simon Taub to install Sheetrock 
walls in several rooms in his home as a tempo- 
rary solution in a pending divorce, to allow both 
husband and wife to share the house (reminis- 
cent of the 1989 movie The War of the Roses). 


PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

• Unusual Obsessions: f) orchids (When col- 
lector Sian Tiong Lim, 32, was recently jailed 
for four months in England for orchid-smug- 
gling, orchid expert Eric Hansen told United 
Press International, “There is a lunatic fringe to 
the orchid world, and a fine line between the 
average grower and the horticulturally insane.”) 
2) rare bird eggs (Collector Gregory Wheal, 
42, also was jailed recently for four months in 
England after a 30-year history of stealing from 
hundreds of nests. His lawyer told the judge 
that Wheal needs professional help.) 

• When Travis Frey, 33, was charged in 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, in February with kid- 
napping his wife, she gave police a “Contract 
of Wifely Expectations” that he had alleg- 
edly written for her (subsequently published 
on TheSmokingGun.com, which called it a 
contract “for the ages”). In painstaking detail, 
the husband prescribed the micromanagement 
of her life, including what she would wear 


in public and to bed and the exact times she 
would be available for specified sexual relations. 
Instructions on hygiene and body-shaving were 
given. Eight explicit, nonsubservient wifely 
reactions were banned. She could earn “Good 
Behavior Days” with exemplary performance 
but would lose them on specified misbehaviors, 
including complaining about the contract. 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

• I) Health authorities in Thailand began 
warning teenage girls in January of the dental 
risks of do-it-yourself orthodontics (colorful 
metallic teeth braces worn for fashion to match 
girls’ outfits, according to an Associated Press 
dispatch). (2) In Lunar New Year celebrations 
in January in China, 120 million rural peas- 
ants traveled to and from cities via jam-packed 
trains, despite meager restroom facilities. As a 
result, according to a Reuters dispatch, there 
was a massive holiday run on adult diapers. 

• A 300-page indictment detailing more than 
1 ,000 allegations of election fraud was returned 
in February by a grand jury investigating the 
coal-mining town of Appalachia, Va., follow- 
ing reports of absentee-ballot bribery by two 
town officials. Prosecutors accused candidates’ 
operatives of offering the locals such goodies 
as beer, moonshine, and cigarettes and, in one 
case, a supply of pork rinds. 

UPDATE 

In 2003, “News of the Weird” reported 
that the Pentagon’s Defense Threat Reduction 
Agency had been Internet-monitoring a facil- 
ity on Scotland’s Isle of Islay whose webcam 
was showing images suggesting a chemical 
weapons lab but that, after lengthy surveil- 
lance, the agency had found it to be a whiskey 
distillery. In February 2006, that distillery 
(Bruichladdich, one of the U.K.’s most adven- 
turous) announced it is preparing to make 
a 92%-alcohol whiskey whose recommended 
dose is two spoonfuls. Said the managing direc- 
tor, “To be honest, I’m just hoping the distillery 
doesn’t explode.”

The dogwood blooms dance in the breeze among the leaves like 
white butterflies tethered to the trees. Nowhere in the state takes 
more pride of its dogwood trees than Palestine, and nowhere can 
you find a greater concentration of the blooms than in Davey 
Dogwood Park. 

“It looks like it’s going to be an OK year for the dogwood 
blooms,” says Mary Krause at the Palestine (pronounced “palace- 
steen”) Chamber of Commerce. “The redbuds have begun to 
bloom, and I don’t think the drought is going to reduce the dog- 
woods by much, if at all.” 

The gnarly dogwood tree has a tremendous range over the 
southeastern United States, going as far north as southern Maine 
and dropping down into Illinois and East Texas. Palestine is about 
as far west as the trees’ natural territory goes. Considered a fast- 
growing and short-lived tree, the dogwood is often planted as a 
small ornamental tree. The hard, smooth wood is often used for 
tools, especially shuttles for textile weaving. 

The flowering dogwoods are an extremely valuable plant in g 
nature. The seeds, fruit, flowers, twigs, bark, and leaves are a “ 
major source of food for many animals. The high calcium and fat s 
content of the fruit, which is poisonous to humans, is beneficial “ 
to more than 36 species of birds, plus small and large animals. 

Legend has it that the dogwoods were once large and stately 2 
trees. The dense and heavy wood was used to make the cross 
that Jesus died upon. Seeing the distress that the tree felt, God 
decided that the dogwood tree would never again grow large 
enough to be used for such a cruel purpose. From then on, the 
flowers were formed with two long and two short petals to form a 
cross. In the center of the outer edge of each petal, a nail hole is 
stained with red. In the center of the bloom is a cluster that 
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ommends FM 315 heading north from Palestine and FM 294 
going southeast out of Elkhart in the southern part of the county 
as scenic, backroad drives. 

The largest concentration of dogwood blooms can be found in 
Davey Dogwood Park north of Loop 256 and North Link Street. 
The narrow road through the 200-acre park is a roller-coaster ride 
winding up and down the steep hills. The picnic areas in the box 
canyons are full of trees sporting the white blooms. 

Another great way to see the dogwoods and other flowers of 
East Texas is a ride on the Texas State Railroad between 
Palestine and Rusk. The restored steam engines and antique 
coaches travel the 25-mile route through some of the most beau- 
tiful and unspoiled countryside in the Pineywoods. 

Operated by the Texas Parks and Wildlife Department, the 
Palestine depot was narrowly saved from closure because of bud- 
get woes for this year. The vintage train runs from mid-March 
through September, tickets are $17 for adults, and kids ride for 
free on most Saturdays and Sundays. The required reservations 
and information can be obtained at 800/442-8951 or at 
www.tpwd.state.tx.us. 

Established in 1846, Palestine really began to grow when the 
railroad arrived in 1872. The Anderson County Courthouse was 
built on the highest hill in the area and is worth a self-guided 
tour. The town has gone through three different growth spurts 
over the years. The first one happened around the courthouse, 
and the old buildings have been remodeled for antique shops, a 
coffeehouse, restaurants, and the famous Eilenberger's Bakery at 
512 N. John St. The town grew toward the railroad yard at the 
bottom of the courthouse hill until the automobile took over, and 
now Loop 256 has spread the business district along it’s north- 
eastern corner.

Where Are They Now? 

The Vortex, through March 25 
Running time: 1 hr, 5 min 


Even in a day when we’re steeping in true crimes, soaked by the con- 
stant stream of bloody sagas from print magazines, network newsmag- 
azines, and cable documentaries, this crime continues to stand out, to 
fascinate. In a largely peaceful corner of the world (New Zealand), in a 
less violent time (the 1950s), a woman is bludgeoned to death with a 
brick in a stocking, her blood on the hands of two teenaged girls (one 
her daughter), close friends who shared not only interests and secrets 
but a richly detailed fantasy world. Their remarkable imagination and 
devotion to each other and the way it somehow found expression in 
this shockingly violent act was such that one can see why actress 
Shannon Grounds would be drawn to the story and ask playwright 
Cyndi Williams to base a play upon it, just as filmmaker Peter Jackson 
had been drawn to it for his 1995 film Heavenly Creatures. The story 
encapsulates our best and worst impulses, tested by the pressures of 
class and adolescence and exposing the extreme outlets sometimes 
found for them, all churning in complex characters. It is a dark pool, 
the depths of which could not be sounded by a dozen dramas. 

The title Williams has given her play, Where Are They Now?, betrays 
its focus. It’s not the sensational crime itself, although that’s pre- 
sented theatrically, or the uncommonly intense friendship of the girls, 
although that is certainly portrayed and quite effec- 
tively; rather, it’s the wake of this defining event in the 
lives of these two women. At one point, a character 
asks how one goes on living after committing an act 
as brutal as the murder these young women did. 
That’s the question Williams explores, turning it over 
and over in text that echoes itself like a cop trying to 
wear down a suspect, and while no definitive answer 
is really offered, the script’s best guess is not easily. 
We see the women in adulthood, both having changed 
their names and attempted to build new lives. But whether they’re 
drawn back to their crime themselves or by others, it is a stain that 
won’t be washed away, and we see how it wears on them. 

This is the third time that Williams and her collaborators have 
staged the play in the past year, and it shows. Both play and this pro- 
duction are admirably focused, like the one hot light that bears down 
on suspects in a police interrogation room. Williams, who also directs, 
keeps her cast intent on mining the internal struggles of the protago- 
nists Pauline and Juliet, and the actors artfully chart a fascinating 
turn in character in the women before the crime and after. Portraying 
them as girls, they play to our expectations of them. Grounds’ Pauline, 
described as dowdy and disdained, is the darker, harder one, evident 



in both her dress - an unflattering charcoal gray sweater - and her 
eyes, which hold the jaded glare of the outsider, the kid who doesn’t 
fit in and knows it. Mikeska’s Juliet, meanwhile, said to be a natu- 
ral beauty and child of privilege, is the picture of softness all over: 
creamy skin, fair hair, pink sweater, dreamy gaze. Both figures radiate 
a powerful sense of resentment at being judged by their appearance 
and underestimated for it, and we can feel the bond forged in that. 

But something in the crime reverses the polarity of their personas. As 
Anne, the mystery novelist Juliet becomes, Mikeska’s eyes ice over 
and her voice takes on a cynic’s edge, as polished and unyielding as 
brushed steel. As Hilary, the librarian Pauline becomes, Grounds’ edgi- 
ness is shattered, leaving an all-too-visible brokenness in her being, 
regret and fearfulness haunting her every step. 

The two lead players don’t accomplish all this alone. Filling a crucial 
role as psychological foil is a third actor, Anne Hulsman, who pokes 
and prods the pair with challenges to their security and motivation; she 
pulls at their scabs, never letting them heal. Designer K. Eliot Haynes 
provides a similar function with his unsettling soundscape, its eerie, 
prickly rhythms and noises keeping us psychically off-balance. And cho- 
reographer Mandie Pitre’s movements communicate beyond words the 
potent push-and-pull within these characters, between past and pres- 
ent, acceptance and rejection, unity and separation, wrong and right, 
living and dying. Ultimately, this production of Where Are They Now? 
does its source proud; it fascinates. It’s one true-crime drama that 
isn’t about who done it but who survives it. - Robert Faires

The Velveeta Room, March 18 

I just got back from the Velveeta Room and, boy, are my 
legs tired. 

It was SXSW, as you may be aware, and I was checking 
out one of the few nonmusical (and nonaffi Hated) shows avail- 
able in the swarm of activity that the streets of Downtown 
Austin had become. Comedy. Stand-up comedy. Not only in 
the midst of SXSW, but in the midst of a sort of improv-com- 
edy renaissance occurring all over the River City. 

Stand-up comedy: It’s still a good thing. 

Of course, that depends on the comedians performing: and 
this past Saturday the venerable Cheese Palace (as it’s aka) was 
host to Sean Carey, Lucas Molandes, and Rob Nash. And that, 
too, it turns out, is a good thing. 

Walk with me into the Velv. Enter off Sixth Street after 
elbowing through the throngs of frat boys and townies and 

transients and hipsters and hipster-manques. 
Hand a fivespot to the barker stationed out- 
side the door, and enter into the smallish, 
comfortably rundown and shadowy confines of 
the venue - a venue attached to the greater, 
more glorious body of Esther’s Pool the way 
an appendix is attached to the interior of, 
say, Kate Winslet. A waitress will seat you 
at a table, in a chair, or on one of the small 
and ratty couches, and she’ll take your drink 
orders. Go ahead, pretend you're Lebowski and get a White 
Russian: It will only enhance your experience. 

And now here’s your drink and there’s Sean Carey on the 
small, well-lighted stage. He’s a young white guy, this Carey, 
and he’s tonight’s emcee. He does a short set before intro- 
ducing the feature act, and the set’s perfectly suited for open- 



ing. Carey has a friendly delivery, welcoming and encouraging 
without dipping into the well of phony gung-ho. It's like your 
kid brother’s up there, doing his bits about dating and living in 
Austin, and he’s not blowing you away, but he’s putting you at 
ease with the idea of seeing live stand-up and, oh ha ha ha, 
who knew the kid had such a clever way with an anecdote? 

The feature act’s Lucas Molandes, another relative new- 
comer to the local scene. This guy's destined for some kinda 
stardom. He’s up there, pacing back and forth, wetting his 
whistle on a cold Shiner, rattling out joke after joke, a short 
Hispanic machine gun of yucks. Some of the jokes are con- 



nected, others are all over the proverbial map. He’s testing 
the audience, he says, trying to get a bead on what type of 
material will work best for this crowd. He's self-referential 
throughout his enjoyable set, but not in a faux postmodern 
way; more like a young craftsman publicly exploring his pro- 
cess while he builds. Molandes is funny enough now, but, 
watching him, you get the idea that, a few years down the 
road, a few chops earned, a few patterns focused, this guy’s 
gonna be hecklerbane. This guy’s gonna be all HBO. 

And the night’s headliner? Rob Nash, better known for his 
theatre work, his one-man, multiple-character shows about 
growing up Catholic and gay and so on. The man’s been off- 
Broadway recently, and his productions always merit a rave 
or three. And here he is onstage as a comic, grinning at you 
while you drain your White Russian. 

Nash works the gay material as only a gay man can. He 
works it, evoking minor laughter, until he wonders aloud if 
the audience would prefer jokes about heterosexual relations 
instead - then launches into a series of that flavor. He’s got 
a music stand, holding pages of notes, which he glances at 
between barrages of humor. He’s fast, he's very theatrical 
with his impersonations and inflections and movements, and 
he’s trying, relentlessly, to coax a laugh out of the unsmiling 
couple sitting near the wall. He focuses on them, worrying 
them like a tongue at a tooth-hole. Nada, though the rest of 
the audience is amused. The clock ticks while Nash searches 
his notes for material. He shrugs, says, “How about a few 
impersonations?” and offers: Michael Buble singing Nine Inch 
Nails, Fred Schneider of the B-52s attempting to fit into a cho- 
rus, a 120-second version of the claymation Christmas show 
Rudolph the Red-Nosed Reindeer. This is pretty good stuff, and 
it ends with Nash channelling Sesame Street’s Grover defining 
“near” and “far," everyone smiling and awash with nostalgia. 

Lights, curtain. It’s been about an hour and a half of live 
stand-up in a storied dive off Sixth, and it’s been a decent 
time for five bucks and a few drinks. This review’s here all 
week, tip your waitress. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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Inside Man

With a cast like this it’s difficult to go wrong, and, 
indeed, Lee has created a truly original film from 

various shopworn genre cliches, chief 
among them, the New York City bank 
heist/hostage standoff gone awry. As 
with all of Lee’s films, there’s much 
more going on beneath the surface 
than is immediately apparent. Inside 
Man takes pointed and well-deserved 
jabs at everything from post-9/11 
treatment of nonwhites to, ultimately, 
a scheming cabal of backlogged evils 
that, even a decade ago, would have 
seemed wholly fantastic (and very much in the realm 
of two other NYC thrillers: Marathon Man and, to a 
lesser degree, The Taking of Pelham One Two Three ) 
but now feel drastically less so. The inside man of 
the title is actually three men and one woman, all 
with variations on the name Steve, who, led by a silky smooth Owen, 
commandeer a Manhattan bank with the supposed notion of financial 
gain. It’s not so cut and dried as all that, as Washington’s hostage 
negotiator, Detective Keith Frazier, and his partner Detective Bill 
Mitchell (Ejoifor) slowly learn. Frazier, his career stalled in mid-stride 
by 140 grand gone missing from another case, is thrown this bone 
by his superior with the ultimatum: Don’t Fuck Up. But even he’s not 
sure if he’s on the right track when the crooks demand a plane and 
food yet kill no hostages, as if they’re biding their time, waiting for 
something more precious than money. That’s exactly what they’re 
doing. The audience is in on it, but screenwriter Russell Gewirtz’s 
cunning, tight script doles out droplets of information at a painfully 
slow rate, which only increases the tension. It’s a great, unique script 
(I can't wait to sit down and read it through) that upends genre con- 
ventions and is buoyed by a grimly calm performance from Plummer 
as the bank president and an initially irritating turn by Foster as a 
enigmatic go-to girl who apparently has more political sway than 
anyone else in the five boroughs, and just maybe beyond that, to 


Washington itself. In the midst of all the bank-heist hullabaloo, Lee 
does an amazing (but very Lee-like) thing: Fie comments, through 
various hostage characters, all well-delineated despite their minimal 
screen time, the very essence of the city post-9/11: Its culture-clash- 
ing, turbaned-and-yarmulkaed, unmelted stew of immigrants and natu- 
rals remain inextricably mixed within the great melting pot. That man 
with the foreign-sounding surname was born and bred in Brooklyn 
or Bed-Stuy, do or die. In Inside Man (even the title is cagey), the 
robbers end up playing the cops like bull fiddles, with the unwitting 
assistance of the hostages, until Washington - in another shockingly 
good performance - isn't even sure what he’s doing. The only impera- 
tive that still stands strong in Lee’s post-9/11 world is the one that 
stands just as strong in the world outside the cineplex: If you want 
to find the bad guys, all you have to do, time and again, is follow the 
money. - Marc Savlov

O COWBOY DEL AMOR 

D: Michele Ohayon. (NR, 86 min.) 

Ivan Thompson is a piece of work. For 
16 years this “Cowboy Cupid” has been 
introducing marriage-minded American 
men to Mexican women. Well, that’s one 
interpretation, anyhow. Thompson calls it 
the “woman business”: rounding up the 
fittest specimens and brokering them, 
just like ranching. “Las gringas want lots 
of things," he explains, and American 
women are “too hard to please.” So we 
follow Thompson and a client, a truck 
driver who for $3,000 wants “almost 
a love-at-first-sight kind of feeling,” to 
Torreon, where they place want ads (no 
more than one child, no more than 130 
pounds, and “no vices”) and wait for the 
brides to turn up. I probably don’t have 
to tell you Thompson is a real son of a 
bitch, but he’s a truly fascinating nonfic- 
tion character, and Ohayon’s storytelling 
is rock-solid. She holds Thompson’s 
feet to the fire once or twice, but really 
this is a love story set in an ideological 
minefield with a most unusual yenta: a 
craggy, bowlegged New Mexico cowboy 


who compares himself to Christ when 
condemned for his business practices. 
There’s seemingly no telling what he’ll 
say in any moment (“If you do want to 
see me take my clothes off,” he lips to 
the camera operator at bedtime, “could 
you please turn on some music?”), but 
he turns out midfilm to have a soft side. 
Maybe. I’ve seen a lot of documentaries 
lately, but this pick from last year’s South 
by Southwest film festival (and winner 
of the Documentary Feature award) is a 
shining example of how the format can 
use character as a prism. In one beauti- 
ful segment late in the film, Ohayon and 
her editor, Kate Amend, cut between 
footage (by Flollywood cinematographer 
Theo van de Sande) of two weddings, one 
on each side of the border. The result 
is a lyrical contrast of two contiguous 
cultures, worlds apart in their definitions 
of family and love but brought together 
by mutual awe and basic human need.

DUCK SEASON 

D: Fernando Eimbcke; with Enrique Arreola, Diego 
Cataho Elizondo, Daniel Miranda, Danny Perea, 
Carolina Politi. (R, 90 min.) 

When you’re 14 and stuck at home all 
day with your best friend, what do you do? 
Let’s say you live in a Mexico City housing 
project, and the electricity is intermittent, 
so Xbox (though you have one) is out. The 
phone still works, so Flama (Miranda) and 
Moko (Elizondo) order pizza, then torment 
the deliveryman (Arreola), who’s having an 
early midlife crisis. Meanwhile 16-year-old 
neighbor Rita (Perea) needs their oven to 
bake a cake. A study in aimlessness, the 
film comprises Jarmuschy black-and-white 
static long takes with elements in motion 
meandering through the frame. Like the 
film’s international benefactor, Alfonso 
Cuaron, writer-director Eimbcke is an avid 
visualist, but Duck Season devotes itself to 
youthful inertia; as its characters struggle 
to achieve and maintain momentum, the 
camera stays desperately trapped in its 
one interior location, literally climbing the 
walls while a dripping bathroom faucet 
beats a relentless tattoo. In other words, 
the movie isn’t the teenage laugh riot its 
summary suggests. It’s squirmy and rest- 
less. Its guiding metaphor is an image 
of migrating ducks - when the lead duck 


tires, we are told, it falls back to the rear 
of its formation and the second duck takes 
over. If there’s any answer to the boys’ dis- 
affection - Flama’s parents are divorcing 
bitterly, and Moko is realizing that he’s gay 
- it comes in the form of Rita’s pot brown- 
ies. But even as the foursome inevitably 
bonds in their shared plight of purpose- 
lessness, they leave behind messy bowls, 
broken bric-a-brac, and 300 half-eaten 
chocolates. Eimbcke drives his point home 
with a gorgeous opening montage of urban 
blight (if such a thing can be said to exist, 
it does here): a torn and forgotten bas- 
ketball net, a “children at play” sign in a 
parking lot strewn with weeds. And behind 
the concrete walls of the grim high-rises 
bordered by freeways and power lines, kids 
are compartmentalized into little boxes of 
boredom eight stories up. Not in recent 
memory has a movie so short - 90 min- 
utes on the nose - been so stagnant and 
stubbornly slow to build. And that’s exactly 
the point. - Marrit Ingman

© METAL: A HEADBANGER'S 
JOURNEY 

D: Sam Dunn, Scot McFayden, Jessica Joy Wise. 

(R, 96 min.) 

There are few things in life as sonically 
satisfying as the British heavy metal outfit 
Motorhead’s 1980 single “Ace of Spades,” 
a two-minute-and-49-second ode to the 
high-stakes high life of the rock & roll out- 
law that sounds as if it were recorded in 
one take by angry, feral men with blown 
amplifiers and lacerated guitars. It sounds 
dirty, too, literally so, as though the music 
itself had just woken up from an all-night 
debauch, howlingly hung-over and lurching 
about, desperate to find that first revivify- 
ing belt of the day. KISS may have wanted 
to rock & roll all night and party every day, 
but the voice of Motorhead’s snaggle- 
toothed frontman Lemmy Kilmister - razor 
blades wrapped in coarse-grain sandpaper 
and then doused with Jameson's and set 
alight with a Lucky Strike dog-end - proved 
(and still does 26 years later) that his 
band really did. Like Robert Johnson’s 
plaintive Delta blues howl a half-century 
before it, it’s a sound that by all rights 
should lie forever due south of civilization: 
primal, reptilian, and aggressively addic- 
tive. If Black Sabbath is heavy metal’s 
sacred heart, then Motorhead is almost 
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certainly its throbbing, thrusting libido. 
(Please, people, use protection when 
engaging in Motorhead.) Both Black 
Sabbath’s Tony lommi and Motorhead’s 
Kilmister pop up as the chatty elder 
statesmen of metal in this vicariously 
thrilling documentary, which seeks to 
explain heavy metal’s many permutations 
(glam metal, the new wave of British heavy 
metal, speed metal, black metal, death 
metal, Norwegian death metal, ad infini- 
tum) and its sheer endurance over the 
past 30-odd (sometimes very odd if you 
count King Diamond or Voivod) years. 
Dunn, a metalhead since the age of 13 
who currently holds an advanced degree in 
anthropology, makes for an immediately 
ingratiating host, traversing the globe in 
search of answers like some scrawny, 
long-haired Indiana Jones. What he discov- 
ers will likely come as no surprise to 
headbangers - or punks, for that matter - 
but the mission of this smart and revela- 
tory doc is broader than simple reportage: 
He wants the uninitiated to understand 
what all the fuss is about, too. And like 
the anthropologist he is, he succeeds in 
spades (and, yes, aces as well). Iconic 
names like Iron Maiden, Dio, and Alice 
Cooper chime in from time to time, but it’s 
Metal’s comprehensive and comprehensi- 
ble dive into the history of the genre that 
is its most intellectually satisfying part, 
tracing the music’s regimented, bottom- 
heavy sound far past the blues to the 
martial, operatic epics of Richard Wagner, 
and beyond that the pounding polyrhythms 
of Mother Africa. Heavy metal’s penchant 
for attracting controversy is touched on as 
well as is its supposed objectification of 
women. (At one point a matriarchal metal 
detractor is asked what she thinks of 
Cannibal Corpses’ outlandishly gory cover 
art. She visibly recoils before answering, 
“Well, obviously things are much worse 
than I thought.”) Proto-groupie Pamela Des 
Barres and the women from Girlschool 
scoff at the very idea. There’s so much 
information and so many finely honed 
arguments in this ultimately joyous film 
that it’s liable to send audiences scurrying 
home to their computers to download the 
bands they’ve just heard. By Metal’s end, 
the only question that remains unan- 
swered is a personal one: How on earth 
do I reconcile my love of Motorhead with my 
love of Morrissey (much less the Misfits)? 
Call me, Sam. (Metal: A Headbanger's 
Journey screened during the SXSW 
Film Festival.) - Marc Savlov

hone her football skills (and by football, 
we of course mean soccer) and prove that 
girls are every bit the equal of their male 
counterparts on and off the pitch. The 
inclusion of real-life footballer Jones (late 
of Lock, Stock and Two Smoking Barrels, 
not to mention Chelsea, Sheffield United, 
and Leeds United, among other rough-and- 
tumble British football clubs) is a bizarrely 
appropriate touch, but She's the Man's opti- 
mal demographic of ’tween and teenage 
girls isn't likely to recognize the hulking, 
hooliganistic Jones for the astonishing foot- 
baller he once was. As Bynes dons drag 
and strives to ape the mannerisms of the 
modern American male - apparently urban 
slang is still the rage, homie - she man- 
ages a decent sense of comic timing and 
googly-eyed anti-aplomb. Not so the rest 
of the cast, although casting a tarantula 
as Malvolio is a masterstroke not even I 
would have dared. (Indeed, this reviewer 
was thinking more along the lines of The 
Fall’s Mark E. Smith, or, possibly, the late 
Ian Curtis. But then, I suppose that’s why 
I'm writing about films and not directing 
them.) With its knotty skein of misplaced 
affections and teenage angst failing utterly 
to reach the requisite naughty zenith, She’s 
the Man comes off like the pilot for a new 
Nickelodeon show, all ham-fisted humor 
and pint-sized longing, with Mr. Show’s 
David Cross thrown in for bad measure. 

This isn’t the worst thing you could send 
your teen off to - there’s always Gitmo 
for that - but its kooky hybrid of slapstick 
gender jokes already had whiskers on 'em 
in Shakespeare’s day. Bynes, with her Fugu 
cheeks and tomboy flair, is a gifted come- 
dienne, but by the end of the film you feel 
as though you’ve been sitting there for 12 
days and nights. - Marc Savlov

O TRISTRAM SHANDY: A COCK 
& BULL STORY 

D: Michael Winterbottom; with Steve Coogan, Rob

A quick skim of Michael Winterbottom’s 
large and varied body of work, and you 
might think he was an elitist, with two 
adaptations of Thomas Flardy novels (Jude, 
The Claim) and frequent forays into politics 
( Welcome to Sarajevo, In This World, the 
forthcoming The Road to Guantamano) and 
pop-music arcana (24 Hour Party People, 

9 Songs) under his belt. But he’s never 
played egghead to the audience; there’s 
an accessibility to his films that belies 
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their subject matter (some cried too much 
accessibility with 9 Songs, his 69-minute- 
long Brit-band performance piece that was 
broken up by that great unifier, honest-to- 
God fucking). Whether hunkered down in 
Sarajevo or the sci-fi futuristic landscape 
of Code 46, Winterbottom’s chief concern 
- and talent - is the illumination of human 
nature, with all the messes and occasional 
marvels it makes. And so it goes with 
Tristram Shandy: A Cock & Bull Story, a 
project that, on paper, sounds more than 
a little off-putting (something the tagline 
cheekily nods to: “Because everyone 
loves an accurate period piece”). It's an 
adaptation of Laurence Sterne’s revered 
but little-read - at least by Americans and 
non-Ph.D. candidates - 1759 novel, previ- 
ously believed to be unfilmable. Called a 
“postmodern classic before there was any 
modern," Sterne’s chronologically wacked 
novel charts the accident-riddled concep- 
tion, birth, and circumcision of nobleman 
Tristram Shandy, with detours that include 
Shandy's Uncle Toby and his battle-injured 
groin. By all accounts, Sterne’s novel is 
nutty and ribald and utterly defiant of con- 
ventional storytelling techniques ... hence 
this adaptation’s wonderfully meta take. 
We’re not watching a straight adaptation, 
but rather a beleaguered crew’s attempts 
to film an adaptation. British comedy 
star Steve Coogan plays Tristram Shandy, 
Shandy’s father, Walter, and a fictionalized 
version of himself (albeit one that is in 
some part informed by Coogan’s real-life 


tabloid dalliances). Coogan (the character) 
is swimming in it: fighting off predatory 
journalists, jockeying for leading-man credit 
with his pleasingly dimwitted co-star Rob 
Brydon (Brydon), and struggling between 
two very different impulses - to woo the 
comely PA, Jennie (Harris), or to play dutiful 
provider to girlfriend Jenny (Macdonald) and 
their newborn son. At first, the film’s three 
threads - the straight Sterne material, 
Coogan’s domestic troubles, and the tra- 
vails of moviemaking - appear to exist on 
separate planes, with very funny stuff to be 
found on all three levels. (Although movies 
about moviemaking may seem like a tired 
business at this point, Tristram Shandy's 
noninsider tone is more gently exasperated 
than, say, the scabrous The Player, and the 
film’s frequent use of music from the likes 
of Barry Lyndon, Amarcord, and Smiles of 
a Summer Night makes for an inevitable, 
instant nostalgia.) But eventually, the 
threads begin to knot into thematic coher- 
ence, most especially in the film-within- 
the-film’s examination of parenting. Quite 
astonishingly, amidst all the chaos - and 
there’s no better word for Tristram Shandy's 
inspired, breakneck madness - what 
emerges is a featherlight, moving medita- 
tion on new fatherhood. I say feather-light 
in that there are no plunking life lessons 
to be had - Winterbottom’s never been a 
scold, either - indeed, the only time any- 
thing goes plunk here is in the film’s 
abrupt conclusion. - Kimberley Jones

TSOTSI

Winner of the 2005 Best Foreign 
Language Oscar, this South African entry 
is a harsh but ultimately redemptive tale 
of a young gang leader who lives in a 
shantytown on the edge of Johannesburg. 
The film is based on a novel written in 
the early Sixties by famed playwright 
Athol Fugard, and adapted for the 
screen by director Flood. In the title role, 
Chweneyagae, a newcomer who makes a 
strong impression, is identified only by the 
name Tsotsi, a word that translates as 
“thug” or “gangster." Fie leads a gang of 
three others, who head out for their daily 
work of mugging, maiming, and occasional 
killing, while others depart home for the 
salt mines (or in this instance, the dia- 
mond mines). Tsotsi is short of stature 
and quick of temper, alienating his steady 
crew after he irrationally pummels one of 
them senseless. Wandering about on his 
own (where he has flashbacks to his hor- 
rible childhood with his dog-kicking father 
and ill mother) he impulsively shoots a 
well-to-do woman and steals her car, not 
realizing that there’s a baby on board. 

But soon after he crashes the vehicle, he 
discovers the unharmed baby, stuffs it in 
a shopping bag, and trudges off toward 
home. Then one of those universal movie 
cliches takes over, again showing us the 
power of a helpless baby to soften the 
hardest of hearts. Though Tsotsi takes 
the baby to his shack, he’s completely 
unknowledgeable about attending to its 
needs: Fie tries to feed it condensed 
milk, uses old newspapers and tape for 
diapers, and shoves it under the bed to 
muffle its crying when he goes out - only 
to return to find the infant covered in 
ants. Frustrated, he randomly selects a 
nursing mother (Pheto) to suckle the baby 
at gunpoint. Over time, her fear turns to 
compassion, and she becomes a surro- 
gate mother for both the baby and Tsotsi. 
If only redemption were as easy as this 
movie makes it out to be. The perspective 
Tsotsi provides of the impoverished South 
African ghetto is disturbing and humbling, 
showing families living in tin shacks 
with no utilities and abandoned children 
sleeping among discarded construction 
materials. There is much here that helps 
us understand how hopelessness can 
become a direct outgrowth of the dire situ- 
ation. What Tsotsi fails to explain is how 
the mere introduction of a baby can melt 
the cruel cycle of criminality and disregard 
for others. - Marjorie Baumgarten

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UNKNOWN WHITE MALE 

D: Rupert Murray. (PG-13, 88 min.) 

The ambitions of this intriguing documen- 
tary about one man’s amnesia far outweigh 
its accomplishments. When it’s at its best, 
Unknown White Male can be stirring and 
thought-provoking, but too often it’s lax and 
complacent when what's called for is some- 
thing more probing and investigative. 
Filmmaker Murray begins filming his old 
friend Doug Bruce a few months after the 
latter has been diagnosed with retrograde 
amnesia after walking into a Coney Island 
police station on July 3, 2003 with no mem- 
ory of who he was or anything about his life 
up until that point. It’s the kind of condition 
that occurs much more commonly in soap 
operas than in real life, and although none 
of the doctors interviewed for the film will 
discount Bruce’s total memory lapse, they all 
agree that its occurrence is extremely rare 
and unusual. We watch as friends and three 
girlfriends (two old and one new) help reac- 
quaint Bruce with the trappings of his life. It 
turns out that he acquired enough wealth on 
the British stock exchange to retire while in 
his early 30s, move to New York, and enroll 
in photography school. Fie goes abroad to 
visit his father and sisters, and later travels 
to London to visit old friends. No memories 
stir, and Bruce, indeed, seems relieved to 
like all these people, because if he did not 
he suggests he’d have no trouble letting them 
slip away from the new Bruce. Inevitably, view- 
ers will find themselves wondering what it 
would be like to have such a fresh start in 
life - frightening yet liberating at the same 
time. And of course, money can’t buy happi- 
ness, but independent wealth can assuage 
any problems that arise - an aspect of 
Bruce’s story the film doesn’t investigate. 
Murray takes the situation at face value, 
never voicing any suspicions about the pos- 
sibility that Bruce’s amnesia is an elaborate 
hoax - something that many journalists have 
charged since the release of his film. Flad 
he been more questioning of his friend, 
Murray might not be in this predicament. 
Many are the times the viewer stares disbe- 
lievingly at the screen, furious with Murray 
for not asking follow-up questions or simply 
refusing to see the need to prove the veraci- 
ty of the story. Granted, in these months fol- 
lowing the exposure of the frauds perpetrat- 
ed by authors James Frey and J.T. Leroy, the 
public may be more skittish about these 
things, but Murray’s duty as a documentarian 
should have demands a more rigorous 
approach. Employing lots of distorted, fast- 
moving, fish-eye shots, it’s clear that 
Murray’s aim was the personalization of the 
issue by using an abundance of point-of-view 
footage and re-enactments. Unfortunately, 
the blurry perspective on the screen ends up 
being a reflection of the film as well as its 
subject. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Boasting that your film features “two of the six 
writers of Scary Movie," as this film’s marketing 
campaign does, is like bragging that you came in 
second in the annual Bulwer-Lytton Bad Fiction 
Contest. Ostensibly a parody of touchy-feely-quasi- 
comedies like My Big Fat Greek Wedding and Meet 
the Parents, Date Movie plays even beyond the bal- 
conies to the streets outside, where it’s cold, wet, 
and desperately in need of a good diarrhea gag. 
Hannigan (Butty the Vampire Slayer’s Willow, or, if 
you prefer, that girl from band camp in American 
Pie) plays Julia, a 239-pound Everygal searching in 
vain for her one and only True Love. With an assist 
from Cox (the Farrelly brothers’ diminutive regular), 
she embarks on an extended romantic quest that 
allows the writers free rein to maul virtually every 
recent romantic comedy, from Hitch to When Harry 
Met Sally.

Wes Craven’s 1977's The Hills Have Eyes 
remains for many his most subversive and freak- 
ishly engaging work. That film's plot was as simple 
as it was outrageous: An all-American family (i.e., 
squabbling, miserable) headed to California in an 
RV is waylaid while passing through the Nevada 
badlands by a clan of bloodthirsty, cannibalistic 
mutants who then attack, slaughter, and force 
their “civilized” mirror image to ever-more subhu- 
man acts of violence, thus obliterating the line 
between “us” and “them.” Craven’s nuclear family 
vs. nuclear family joke (the unspoken message 
is that the cannibal clan is somehow the result 
of all those Cold War nuke tests) is a corker, and 
this new version takes it to even giddier, more 
effects-heavy extremes, laying some genuinely 
gruesome KNB make-up atop what was already a 
blacker-than-black storyline.

America has been brought to its knees 
by terrorism, plague, and other crises, but England 
has endured, thanks to a contrived rise in jack- 
boots and truncheons and the rebirth of outright 
fascism. V for Vendetta is also an eloquent tale of 
dysfunctional love - between a man and his ide- 
als; between a country and its government; and, 
in the end, between Evey (Portman) and V. The film 
is a futuristic slice of pop-culture agitprop, replete 
with a costumed antihero, lovingly choreographed 
action sequences, cunningly ornate dialogue, and 
a terrific, rousing score. This is a thinking person’s 
action film.

Why We Fight, Jarecki's canny and somewhat 
overwhelming documentary argues persuasively 
that the chief business of American business is 
nothing less than persistent and perpetual warfare 
(rechristened when deemed necessary with less 
bellicose sobriquets - i.e., “police actions”) and 
the funding and arming of myriad "friendly foreign 
states,” several of which have turned out in recent 
years to be not as friendly, or useful, as once 
presumed. Why We Fight opens with a remarkably 
prescient and, apparently, wholly ignored warning 
to the American people from outgoing president 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to guard against the collu- 
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sion of big business and our national tendency 
toward pugilism. Citing as evidence the growing list 
of post-World War II conflicts the U.S. has either 
initiated or allowed itself to become involved in 
(and thereby fueling the economy by creating jobs 
at defense contractors and military support com- 
panies, such as Lockheed Martin and Halliburton), 
Jarecki paints a grim picture of war profiteering run 
amok.

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When Lou Barlow screamed, “Why don't 
you like me?" on Dinosaur Jr.’s Bug (1988), it 
encapsulated the trio’s love/hate relationship 
as much as their loud-as-fuck sonic plateaus. 

The original band - singer/guitarist J Mascis, 
bassist Lou Barlow, and drummer Murph - dis- 
solved shortly thereafter, as Barlow found him- 
self kicked out and replaced immediately. 

Last year, Merge reissued the band's first 
three albums, and an unfathomable Dinosaur 
Jr. reunion surfaced from the tarpits. Fresh off 
a tour of Japan and Australia, drummer Murph 
says the vibe is a little more mature now. “Lou 
has a new baby, and he’s been bringing his wife and baby on tour,” 
he says. “It feels pretty natural, like we're all kind of brothers. When 
I was in high school, there were certain brothers who just couldn’t 
get along, and as they got older they put down their differences." 

Whatever issues stalked the initial trio's short tenure ('85- 
’88), they still managed to put out grungy punk masterpieces like 
1987's You're Living All Over Me, rife with Mascis’ deadpan wail 
and crunchy guitar/drum thunder. Twenty years later, the musical 
climate isn’t quite as murky. “There's still pockets of stuff under- 
ground,” Murph posits. “Back in '87, it seemed like that was the 
main thing for us. It was one scene. Hardcore was still going, and 
there was that feeling like, ‘This is new to people’s ears.' Now, 
you have to look for it.” 


Lucinda Williams paramount, Saturday 25 

Lucinda Williams once owned a white chenille bedspread. Its 
looped tufts, angular design, and traditional comfort still work 
as a metaphor for her supple folk-rock and classic songwriting. 
Despite last year's Live at the Fillmore CD and her Car Wheeis- 
era Austin City Limits performance on DVD, the Austinite-turned- 
Nashville-royalty hasn’t released a studio album in three years, 
which just means one is on the way. Longtime guitarist Doug 
Pettibone accompanies her for the first local sit-down in many 
a year. - Margaret Moser 


With the recent wave of seminal Eighties acts like the Pixies 
and Mission of Burma reuniting, Dinosaur Jr.'s reasons were not 
entirely monetary. “It’s a generational thing," he says. “I think a 
lot of people from that [era] want to re-voice things, so you can 
see where a lot of that music came from.” 

New songs have already been written, pointing toward a pos- 
sible new album in the fall. As for touring together for months 
at a time, Murph stays positive: “J's like, ‘It's an experiment, 
man, let’s try it.’ And I’m like. ‘OK, but remember that time we 
played 11 shows in a row and your amps blew up?”’

Kathy Valentine's first solo CD, 

2005’s Light Years, shone like the 
indie rock night-light it was, illumi- 
nating the guitarist’s multifaceted 
career, whose foundation remains 
membership in rock's most suc- 
cessful all-girl band, the Go-Go’s. 

The ability to step outside 
any storied musical franchise 
has preserved many a musi- 
cian’s sanity, even if for 
Valentine the conception 
of Light Years happened to 
coincide with the arrival of 
her daughter Audrey, whose 
birth interrupted the vocal 
overdubs for the album. 

“I started recording when 
I was pregnant, so it felt like 
I had two babies at the same 
time,” she says. “After she was 
born, I went back in, but I'd stop 
and tell the engineer, ‘I have to 
breast-feed now.’ Having Audrey at 
the same time as the record gave it 
more dimension." 

Dimension is something Valentine's 
had experience with. The Austin native 
left home in 1980 to seek her guitar- 
playing fortune in L.A.'s exploding punk/ 

New Wave scene. She traded six strings to 
play bass for the Go-Go's just as they launched head over heels 
with a string of bouncy, exuberant pop-rock classics that helped 
define the decade’s music. After the Go-Go’s acrimonious split in 
1985, Valentine dug into her Texas background playing with the 
Textones, Bluebonnets, and the Delphines, cultivating her bluesy, 
rootsier edge. 

The dozen songs on Light Years display that deft songwrit- 
ing, bolstered by musical support from Clem Burke, Ace Frehely, 
and Denny Freeman. Even while stepping up to the mic over 
the years with her other bands, as well as in Go-Go’s reunions, 
it took Light Years for her vocal style to emerge with muscle 
and might. Valentine’s got the beat once again with the Go-Go's 
- Sunday at Stubb's - and promoting her CD with solo shows. 
She's excited about another change in her life. “My husband and 
I are house-hunting in Austin! This is where I want to raise 
a family." - Margaret Moser 


Sam Bush/Bela Fleck

One of the most talented mandolin players of our day, Sam 
Bush hasn’t played in Austin in quite some time. A founding 
member of the New Grass Revival, he’s also known for mixing 
Bill Monroe, Bob Marley, and Mahavishnu John McLaughlin into 
a dizzying whole.

Q. Is SOD available in food or do I need to get it 
in a supplement? I’ve been reading that it’s a great 
free-radical neutralizer. 

A. Superoxide dismutase, or SOD, is a pow- 
erful antioxidant enzyme found in the cells 
of almost every living thing that depends on 
oxygen, from bacteria to us. There are actually 
three types of SOD, each making use of certain 
nutritional minerals combined with protein, 
to neutralize oxygen free radicals. Oxygen free 
radicals are being constantly produced by our 
mitochondria in the process of converting the 
food we eat into energy we can use, and also 
when needed by our white blood cells to defend 
us against invading infectious organisms. 

SOD is found in a lot of foods, but even though 
it is on the small side as body proteins go, only 
about half the size of the hemoglobin molecule, 
SOD is far too large a molecule to be easily 
absorbed from food. The foods that are rich sourc- 
es of SOD, such as broccoli, cabbage, or barley 
grass, are also good sources of the minerals (zinc, 
copper, and manganese) that our bodies use to 
make our own SOD, and this may possibly explain 
the slight boost in blood SOD from supplements. 
The protein part of SOD, from either food or a 
supplement, is apparently mosdy digested. 

Increased SOD levels in the body would 
certainly be helpful in many situations, and 
researchers are experimenting with ways to pro- 
mote better absorption of SOD. Enteric-coated 
capsules and sublingual tablets of SOD are avail- 
able, as well as topical creams. Except for their 
expense, these forms of SOD are harmless to try. 
Orgotein, an injectable form of SOD, is available 
by prescription and is the form with the best 
reputation for producing benefits. However, 
since it is made from cow liver, it sometimes pro- 
duces allergic reactions and should be adminis- 
tered only by a physician. 

SOD shows real promise in the treatment 
of several maladies. SOD injected directly into 
the knees of patients with osteoarthritis has 
relieved the symptoms of joint swelling, pain, 
and morning stiffness for about three months. 
Other inflammatory conditions, such as Crohn’s 
disease and interstitial cystitis, have responded 
to injections of SOD. It has been theorized that 
low levels of SOD in those with Amyotrophic 
Lateral Sclerosis (Lou Gehrig’s disease) leave 
nerve cells more vulnerable to free radical dam- 
age, and that SOD injections along with vitamin 
E supplements will slow the progression of this 
mysterious and presently incurable disease. 

Bum injuries, including the radiation dam- 
age associated with cancer therapy, treated with 
injected SOD healed completely in about 30% 
of cases and were helped in another 60%. SOD 
spray yielded lesser benefits. 

There is money to be made if SOD reduces 
wrinkles and slows the aging process, which 
seems possible, but the real payoff for all of us 
comes if SOD is capable of suppressing cancer 
growth. There are still a lot of unanswered ques- 
tions about how it works, but increasing the 
SOD level of cells probably changes the way in 
which cancer cells use oxygen. Cancer cells grow 
best in the absence of oxygen, and the presence 
of high levels of SOD seems to prematurely 
“age” cancer cells more than normal cells. 

The use of SOD supplements is still in its 
infancy but shows definite promise once a way is 
found to deliver it intact to the cells that need it.

LISTEN UP - BURNING 
CDS AND COPYRIGHT LAW 

I’ve been buying compact discs and then burning 
copies for friends for years. One friend recently told 
me that what I am doing is illegal. Is burning copies 
of my CDs for friends illegal? 

You are thumbing through your friend’s CD 
collection when you come across the album that 
you’ve been meaning to buy for months. You 
friend offers to bum you a copy, and you start 
to look forward to listening to cool new music 
on your ride home. Everyone has been in that 
situation, but not many stop to ask a relevant 
question: Is it illegal to bum CDs for friends? 

Technically, the answer is yes. Under general 
copyright law, distributing a copy of copyrighted 
materials dike a music CD) can only be done 
with the permission of the copyright holder 
(usually the artist or record label). Moreover, 
the No Electronic Theft Act, a federal law, states 
that it is a federal crime to reproduce, distribute, 
or share copies of electronic copyrighted works 
such as a music CD. This can be true even if 
you copy and then give the CD away without a 
commercial purpose or receiving financial gain. 

The law creates an exception for “personal 
use,” which means that burning copies is legal if 
the person plans to use the copies for their own 
personal use. Practically speaking, this means that 
once you have bought an album, you can bum 
it in order to play on your portable music player, 
computer hard drive, etc. The law, however, does 
not allow someone to bum a CD and then pass 
the copy on to others. Passing out burned copies 
of the CD to family and friends or otherwise giving 
away a copied CD is not considered “personal use” 
and would be in violation of federal law. The same 
general rules apply to other copyrighted materials 
like movies, video games, or software programs.

READER'S BATTERY HAS ACID REFLUX 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I own a burgundy (I know that’s important) 
1992 Honda Accord. About six months ago, I 
couldn’t get the car to start. Looking under the 
hood, I discovered that the clamp on the positive 
battery cable had completely corroded away. I 
made a quick fix with a hose clamp, but figuring 
that was only a temporary solution, I took the car 
to my local dealer and had the entire battery-cable 
harness replaced. Yesterday, I went to give someone 
a jump-start and discovered that the new battery- 
cable clamp on the positive side had turned to 
mush. It is literally liquefied, and appears to be 
melting away. It was also completely covered with 
a mound of bright blue-green, powdery material. 
What’s going on? Oh yeah, the battery is only 
about a year old. - Joel 

RAY: Your battery has acid reflux, Joel. You 
need Prevacid. 

TOM: The blue-green powder you’re seeing 
is the corrosion that results when the acid in 
the battery meets the lead and copper of the 
connector. I happen to have a Ph.D. in chemi- 
cal engineering, Joel, so 1 can tell you precisely 
what’s happening here. The H2S gas from the 
battery combines with the PB and CU of the 
clamp and the O 2 in the air, and produces 
H2SO4 (sulfuric acid), hydrogen, and a blue- 
green version of Aunt Jemima pancake batter. 

RAY: What’s the chemical formula for Aunt 
Jemima? 

TOM: I’ll have to check my CRC Reference. 
But the mystery here is why the battery is 
releasing gas. Modem batteries are sealed, so 
they’re not supposed to out-gas at all. But they 
do have vents so that if the pressure inside gets 
too high, they release gas instead of exploding. 

RAY: One possibility is that your battery has 
a bad cell. Even though it’s only a year old, 
that happens. 

TOM: But a more likely explanation is that 
your battery is getting overcharged by the 
alternator. 

RAY: I’m betting that when you went to the 
dealer, you just told him what to replace - you 
didn’t let him diagnose the problem. We call 
that tendency “male answer syndrome.” My 
brother and I have both been in therapy for it 
for years now. 

TOM: If you had, instead, just gone in, 
shrugged your shoulders, and pointed at the 
melted terminal, he probably would have done a 
real diagnosis and tested your charging system. 
That’s what he needs to do now. Testing the 
charging system will tell him whether the bat- 
tery is bad, if it’s getting overcharged, or both. 

RAY: In any case, we’re pretty sure that 
you’re going to be overcharged, Joel. But the 
jury is still out on the battery. Good luck.
